For more than 200 years the picture 
was supposed to bd lost; but a short 
time ago Dr. Buréhard discovered it 
in a private collection which he has 
not named in giving an account..of 
the discovery.

States Attorney Emory R. Buckner in 
the investigation of this alleged con- 
spiracy. His-own undercover men, sent 
here from. Washington, “‘stumbled’’ upon 
information that their fellow-investiga-

Dwyer syndicate: Keleher was not, |:

Mr.. Buckner declared that. évidence 
now in wis possession established that 
Keleher was active in the alleged rum 
conspiracy both during. the Summer fol- 
lowing ‘His resighation from ‘the Depart- 
ment of Justice and since he had. been 
appointed a Federai prohibition - investi- 
gator. According to the United States 
Attorney, Keleher is 4 brother of Bern- 
ard Keleher, formerly a Police Captain 
and now head of the Keleher Detective 
Agency. ‘Bernard Keleher of Elmhurst, 
Queens, is President of the New York 
Veteran Policemen’s Association, which 
has. 3,000 members. 

Assistant United States Attorney. Wil- 
liam E. Stevenson swore out the com- 
plaint against Keleher yesterday and he 
was later arrested and held in, $15,000 
bafl by United States Commissioner 
Garrett W. Cotter. ._ Mr. Buckner 
would not say where Keleher was taken 
into custody. He explained that he had 
been arrested at a place where, he be- 
lieved, additional clues to the activities 
of the alleged rum ring would be avail- 
able from time to time. Keleher has a 
wife and four children. 

The complaint against Keleher alleges 
that he conspired to violate the prohi- 
bition law in ‘connectipn with the im- 
portation of liquor aboard. the steam- 
ship Augusta, which, Mr.. Buckner 
charges, was one of the ntmerous ships 
owned by the alleged rum ring. The 
charge grew out of an. investigation 
which, Mr, Buckner said, established 
that Keleher was the liaison officer be- 
tween certain Government officials and 
members of the alleged Dwyer syndi- 
cate. Although the ‘specific. complaint 
concerns itself with the Augusta case 
only, thé United States Attorney as- 
serted that he has evidence indicating 
numerous .other vidlations by Keleher. 

Says He Will Clean House. 

Stressing the fact that the alleged 
conspiracy acts of Keleher were unco 
ered by Major Green’s under-cover men, 
although. Keleher was- one of Major 
Green's investigators also; Mr. Buckner 
said: 

““We intend to follow evidence which 
comes into our possession, no matter 
where it leads.

Peavgh Returns to Paris With “Libyan Venus” ; 
Will Exhibit Ancient Hoggar Art in America 





PARIS, Dec. 5.—Bringing a Venhys of 
the Libyan stone age, a statuette found 
in the tomb of Queen Tin-Hinan in the 
heart of the Sahara, believed to be the 
oldest piece of art in the world, Count 
de Prorok arrived in Paris today from 
his exploration in the Hoggar. He was 
accompanied by Bradley Tyrrell, a trus- 
tee of Beloit’ College, ‘Wisconsin, “who 
will Accompany him to América.on the 
Leviathan, sailing on Dec, 15.- 

Other members of the Franco-Ameri- 
‘can expedition, following from Tuggyrt, 
are bringing ‘the skeleton of a person- 
age found in the royal-tomb of the an- 
cient Tuaregs at Abelessa, fifteen brace- 
lets taken from the arms of the Bkele- 


ton and fragments of a rock aring 
love messages in a language similar. to 
the ancient Libyan. 

Before Count de Prorok sails he hopes 
to have the verdict of anatomical ex- 
perts on the question whether the skele- 
ton is that of a man or a woman. If 2 
woman, Count de Prorok said it probs 
ably was the legendary goddess monarch 
of the Tuaregs, the character on which 
Pierre Benoit founded his Antinea hero- 
ine of his romance, ‘‘L’Atlantide.”” The 
Count also will submit the bracelets to

AUBTIN, Texas, Dec. §.—Developments 
that “Farmer Jim’ rete 7 as 


heck,’ had lickea the “rich city’ folk” 
of Austin, Fort Worth, Dallas and Hous 
ton tothe extent of saving his. wife, 
‘Ma’ Ferguson, from impeachment and 
removal from office as Governor. 

At the same time it was indicated that 
Ferguson had given assurance that he 
would keep his hands off highway con- 
tracts during the next fourteen months 
of Mrs. Ferguson’s term, and that 
neither ‘‘Jim” nor ‘Ma’ would run in 
the next Gubernatorial campaign. 

. Attorney General Dah Moody, who has 
been ‘leading the’ investigation of the 
Ferguson Administration, issued a for- 
mal‘ opinion this evening holding that 
it would be agaifist’ public policy for 
private interests to underwrite the ex- 
penses of a special session of the House 
of Representatives for impeachment pur- 
poses, and that there was no authority 
for the issuance of warrants against the 
contingency fund of the last Legislature 
to cover the expenses. 

* This is expected to kill the special 
session project, as individual legislators 
from the rural districts are not likely 
to pay their own expenses and the ex- 
penses of a legislative investigation dur- 
ing several weeks in Austin. Texas mil- 
lionaires had ‘previously announced their 
intention to raise a $300,000 underwriting 
fund. 

Speaker Satterwhite, in a telegram 
from Amarillo tonight, admitted that a 
special session of the House for im- 
peachment, in view of the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s opinion, depended now upon. the 
willingness of whe members to pay their 
own expenses, 

‘The Attorney General's ruling,” he 
said, ‘does not prohibit members of the 
Legislature paying their own expenses. 
I submitted this question to each mem- 
ber in a personal letter three days ago 
and have not had time for replies.’

Premier Ferguson of Ontario: offici- 
ally announced today that a deposit 
of helium gas had been discovered 
at Inglewood, ih Peel County, about 
forty miles northwest. of Toronto.

Congressional session, 
Then would. limit a Senator's 
speech to thirty minutes on any meas- 
ure.

“Qn the epening day of the session,” 
said Senator Fess, “I will introduce a 
resolution which I believe, if adopted, 
will correct the practice of allowing one 
Senator: to tie up the country’s pro- 
ceedings, and at same time will not 
interfere with the rights of the respon- 
sible representatives of the people in 
their duty to the country at large. 


Bays Filibuster Demands Attention. 


“While the filibuster has in the past 
resulted in some advantage, fts abuse 
demands attention. This abuse can be 
prevented by a rule requiring all debate 
during the session to be confined to the 
business before the Senate, by giving 
any Senator or the presiding officer the 
power to call the member to order, 
whereupon he must ejther proceed in 
order or take his seat.

Watching Conditions. in Florida.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—When inter-

Florida. 

“This is perhaps particularly true of 
concentration of civilian population not 
under military surveillance or control. 
The diseases to be partictlarly feared 
are the acute epidemic diseases, and 
particularly typhoid fever, dysentery 
and other. intestinal disorders. In ad- 
dition to the danger from diseases such 
as above there is, of course, the added 
danger incident to semi-tropical mosquito 
breeding areas of malaria. 

“About two months ago I had a con- 
ference with the members of the Execu- 
tive Committee of State and territorial 
health officers, during which we received 
a report from one of the State health 
-officers who had just visited Florida 
that, owing to the enormous traffic by 
automobiles, outbreaks of any disease, 
.such as typhoid fever, would very pos- 
‘sibly be followed by a rather wide dis- 
persion of the disease 

“The public health service has received 
no request from the State authorities. of 
Florida to assist them in any way other 
than pushing the campaign for mosquito 
eradication, &c., but-in my opinion they 
have a capable ‘State h health officer who 
would undoubtedly call upon us ff he is 
wae to cope with the situation. In 

dition to this, the cities\of Miami and 
Tampa have both been very commend- 
able in securing very efficient municipal 
health officers without regard to politics 
and after a consultation with me and 
other public health authorities.’’

Text of the Letter. 


The letter follows: 

“The uninterrupted mining and dis- 
tribution of coal has become essential 
to our national welfare. Periodic sus- 
pensions of these services menace the 
well-being of the entire community. This 
is the warrant for this open létter ad- 
dressed by a group of disinterested citi- 
zens—engineers and

More Landing Fields and Better. 
Ground and Weather Service 
Needed, He Declares. 
Anthony H. G, Fokker, aircraft de- 
Bigner and pilot; ; V@xpects America .0o 
lead the world in Bommercial aviation 
ina few years, hé-said yesterday at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, .‘after returning 
from a flying_tour’ of ifvestigation cov- 

ering ten States. : 

“The greatest handicaps that .com- 
mercial aviation. hag in this country -at 

+ present,” said Mr; ‘Fokker, ‘‘are lack 
of landing fields and ground and weath- 
er service. The building of landing 
fields seems to be @ matter for munici- 
palities to handle, Chicago and Omaha 
have built them and eDtroit is laying 
one out. F : 

“But. the commercial aviator also 
meéds better ground service, When he 
comes to earth to replenish his supply. 
of gasoline it often takes him three 
hours instead of thirty minutes to -fill 
his tank. “The chances are that the 
field on which he lands is at an incon- 
veniently great distance from the city 
it is suppose@ to sérve, and gasoline 
and supplies have to be hauled to it. 

“Improved weather service would also 
greatly aid commercial flying. Fog is 
one of the greatest menaces with which 
fliers have to contend. ‘The friers yeeds 
to be thoroughly informed about weather 
conditions in the ‘area in which he is to 
fly. A properly constructed, mddern 
airplane, designed for passenger carry- 
ing, manned and navigated by a thor- 
oughly experienced crew, Can ‘withstand 
practically anything in: thé. ‘way of 
Weather and is one of the safest -means 
of transportation.’’ 

The attitude of the public toward the 
@anger involved in flying has changed 
greatly tn recent years; said Mr. Fok- 
ker. Mr. Fokker said -he found few 
people who were afraid to fly, whereas 
a few years. ago\ there was emeral dis- 
trust of the airplane. 

The ee is becoming interested in 
&viation, he said, and predicted that in 
e few years, when quantity production 
of airplanes ‘became practicable, a plane 
could be hought for less than $1,000. 

““All the conditions in this country, I 
found,” said Mr. Fokker, ‘‘are suitable 
for the development of commercial avia- 
tion. First of all, there are the great 
distances to travel. With them the air- 
plane would prove a tremendous time- 
saver.’ There are no frontiers, which, 
with red tape, offer the greatest ob- 
stacle to commercial flying in Europe.

/ weather conditions for flying are ad- 
mirable.

Premier Tells Edzcators That His| : 


| Party's Ideals Must Be Taught 
to the Youth of Italy. 


“ROME, Dec: 5 ().—Fascigtization of 
the nation’s school system was outlined 
today by Premier Mussolini in an ad- 


of the School Corporation in the Augus- 
teo Amphitheatre. 

Mussolini medns to extend the princi- 

-ples of his plari to the youth of the 
Tand. In his-speech he said: 

“The Government makes it imperative 
that ‘the school shall be inspired by the 
ideals of Fascism; that the school shall 
not only not. be- héstile to Fascism and 
to the affairs of Fascisth; but that fh all 
grades and by every institutional in- 
struction the Italian youth shall be edu- 
cated to comprehend Fascism and the 
noble ‘aims which -Fagcism proposes. to 
accompjish,’’ 

The remier detlared it was time for 
all Italians fo acknowledge “what hap- 
pened in. October, 1922,'’ and added: 

“It was.not only a change in the Gov- 
ernment, but a real political and social 
revolution, which in all probability . will 
leave nothing of that which constituted 
the old régime.”’ 

The-old school system, which: left) un- 
limited latitude to the curriculum, Signor 
Mussolini went on to say, has gone for- 
ever, as has also “‘the period when stu- 
dents went to school merely to obtain 
a visiting card. nécessary to get a job.” 
Admonishing that students, in exercis- 
ing intellectual diligence, be guided more 
by the principle of pessimism than op~ 
timism, the Premier continued: 

“Philip of Macedonia-in one day re- 
ceived the news of three events—the 
birth of a male child,,a battle won by 
his General and his own coronation as 
Bmperor. Then raising his eyes he 
prayed to Jove: ‘Send me today at least 
one misfortune.’ 

“TI repéat; therefore, I pray you to be 
vigilant.. I. intend ‘that the school, 
above all, shall be educative, formative 
and moral. It is not necessary to bur- 
den the mind with infinite notions which 
can never be remembered, which leave 
nothing worth while.’’

Verdi's “Alda” was performed yes- 
terday afternoon in the Metropolitan 
Opera House with Carmela Ponselle, 
sister of Rosa Ponselle, making her dé- 
but in opera, as’ Amneris, The elder of 
the two singers, who formerly sang in 
vaudeville, thus made her début in 
grand. opera on.the same stage which 
saw the début of Rosa Ponselle, in 
“Forza, del Destino,” in 1918. Carmela 
Ponselle had made public appearances 
in New York, previous to yesterday's 
performance, in recital and at one of 
the Metropolitan Opera House concerts 
last season. It was known that she 
had also aspirations toward grand. op- 
era and had been studying assiduously 
toward that end. 

Miss Ponselle showed a voice of good, 
though not phenomenal, quality and al- 
ways an intelligent conception of her 
part. Nervousness interfered consider- 
ably with her performance in the early 
scenes; later she gained more ease, and 
hence more effectiveness in interpreta- 
tion. The great scene of the fourth act, 
when Amneris pleads with: Radames and 
his Judges, was delivered by. Miss 
Ponselle with unmistakable feeling and 
Sincerity; A creditable performance un- 
der all of the circumstances, but not in 
itself enough to establish clearly Car- 
mela Ponselle’s artistic status, or to do 
complete justice to the possibilities of 
the part. It will not.be until this singer 
has become better acclimated to the 
metropolitan stage and audience that a 
just estimate of her talent can be made. 
The audience received Miss Ponselle 
cordially, applauded her long and re- 
called: her repeatedly after the first 
scene of the fourth act. . 

The remainder of the cast was familiar 
and there were no very surprising mo- 
ments of a production that well

MAY OPEN IN MARCH, 1927 


Commissioners Confident the Prob- 
lem of Purifying ‘the Air Has 
Been Sotved. ¥ 


‘The last steps to provide for the con- 
struction of the final unit in the venti- 
lating system for the Holland Tunnel, 
which will connect Manhattan with Jer- 
sey City, will be taken a week from 
tomorrow when bids will be-opened for 
the construction of the ventilation build- 
ings on the New Jersey shore, On Oct. 
21, last, the. contract for two similar 
. buildings in ‘Manhattan, one at Wash- 
ington and Spring Streets and the other 
at the end of the:Canal Street pier, 
were awarded te the lowest bidder, the 
DeRiso Construction Company, whose 
bid was $1,277,953. 

With the awarding of the contract for 
the buildings in Jersey,.City the: member's 
of the New Yofk.and New Jersey com- 
missions can readily vision the day when 


the tunnel will be thrown. open to the 
public. At the end of 1926, if no unex- 
pected ‘obstacle arises, the two tubes 
will be finished. Loong’ before that time 
the tubes will have received the last of 
the cream-colored tiles with buff borders 
which will line it and the last granite 
block will be laid on the roadways. 

Then will come the instaltation of the 
electric wires for lighting and signaling 
in case of need, the big board ‘on. which 
will _ flash danger signs will be: set up.

Elimination of what he called “the so- 
called deficit in the operation of the mu- 
nicipal. ferries’’ was predicted yesterday 
by William Wirt Mills, Commissioner of 
Plant and Structures,-who gave figures 
in support of his contention. Commis- 
sioner Mills said: 

‘The record of excess of expendittires 
over receipts; commonly called ‘deficit,’ 
in the Municipal Ferry Service, is as fol-

“There were two factors that made 
for large expenditures in the years 1920 
to 1924—deferred maintenance and the 
excessive cost of maintaining and oper- 
ating dilapidated old boats.: All main- 
tenance work that could be avoided was 
deferred in the years 1913 to 1919 and 
in 1920 this departmert began to rebuild 


the plant—boats and terminals—out of 
current funds, with resultant increase 
of the annual deficit to well over the 
million mark. In 1920 the department 
took over the three old Astoria: ferry- 
boats, in 1921 the three Greenpoint 
ferryboats and in 1922 the nine old 
Union ferryhoats. These boats had to be 
taken over and operated, but the main- 
tenance of them was a large ponte 
ing factor in the deficit. 

“Not. until July, 1925, were we able 
to begin to retire these tax-eating old 
boats and since then we have disposed 
ef nine of the fifteen old side-wheelers; 
eubstituting the new all-steel oil burning 
ferryboats. 

“There were .also two factors that 
make for reduction of the deficit—in- 
pay of traffic and economy of opera- 
tion. . 

‘‘The increase of traffic has been espe- 
cially on the Staten Island and ‘College 
Point Municipal Ferry Lines. In the 
year ended Sept. 30, 1925, the Staten 
Island line showed an increase of 629,871 
passengers and 71,645 vehicles, while 
College Point showed 108,583 more pas- 
sengers and 74,463 more vehicles. _ There 
have been substantial increases on the 
lines between Manhattan and Thirty- 
ninth Street, Brooklyn, and between 
Staten Island and Thirty-ninth Street. 
All of the lines except Hamilton Avenue 
and Grand Street have shqwn: increases 
in vehicle traffic, but all of the East 
River lines have shown smaller pas- 
senger traffic owing to the diversion of 
this business to new rapid transit Toutes, 
Taking the whole system of Municipal 
Ferries, the losses in passenger traffic 
across the East River have been offset 
by the gains on the other lines and the 
vehiele traffic shows an increase of 
nearly 900 vehicles a day. 

“In 1924 the only Municipal Ferry 
showing, an operating surplus was the 
Hamilton Avenue line, and in 1925 
Staten Island and Astéria lines join 
tals class. 

“My confidence in being able to show 
an operating surplus for the year 1926 
is based upon the fact that we :will end 
the year without any deferred main- 
ténance for the first time in the history 
of the Municipal Ferries, and we will be 
operating‘ with a plant capable ot effi-

ching entertains growing doubts as to 
the sincerity of the United States, and 
the Bolshevist influence has -grown 
enormously. there since last Summer, 
Raymond T. Rich, a former teacher in 
the Canton Christian College, said yes- 
terday ‘at the luncheon of the Foreign 
Policy Association at the Hotel Astor. 
“It is not communism, but the-foreign 
Policy of Soviet Russia that appeals to 
the Chinese,” Mr.- Rich said. ‘Our 
stupid opposition has reacted against us. 
Every coolie a foreigner kicks becomes 
a broadcasting station. The great pow- 
ers aré becoming conciliatory as they 
realize the. danger of passive non-ful- 
fillment. of treaty obligations by the 
Chinese. China holds ‘the upper. hand 
over the powers and realizes that they 
will not use force. Russia can. undo 
anything that the other powers at- 
tempt.” 
Mr, Rich quoted Feng, the “Christian 
General,” as having told ‘him that, un- 
less the United States changed its policy 
toward China, there was nothing for the 
Chinese to do but ‘‘line up with the Bol- 
sheviki.”’ 
“To insist that the Chinese establish 
@ stable Government before the powers 
relinquish treaty rights is the same as 
saying, ‘We will give you all your rights 
just as soon as you are able to make 
us,’ ’* concluded Mr. Rich. 
Opposing sides on the questions of ex- 
traterritoriality, customs sutomony and 
treaty revision were taken by Dr. Ping 
‘Wen Kuo, Vice President of the World 
Federation of Educational Associations 
and director in charge of the Asiatic 
Division and trustee of the China Foun- 
dation for Education and Culture, and 
Charles C. Batchelder, former Acting 
Commercial Attaché of the American 
Embassy at Peking, now of the New 
*York University Faculty. 
“China, in her relationship with other 
nations, is recommitted to the recovery 
of the rights and privileges she has lost 
since the Oplum War,” said Dr. Kuo. 
“She,wants to be mistress in her own 
house and to run her own show. The 
treaties were contracted many years ago 
as the price of defeat. They were not 
contracted in equality, and China had to 
give away rights inconsistent with the 
preservation of her sovereignty. 
“Conditions have changed since they 
were: signed and China has made great 
progress in the last few decades. The 

ws have been codified. Her courts are 
modern and the postoffice system is 
in a high state of efficiency. Over 12,000 
miles of good roads have been built and 
eur educational system compares favor- 
ably with the best in the world.”’ 

Dr, Kuo said the powers had long

“The ‘heavens haven't

Mr; Batchelder said. that the present 
movement’ of Young China was some- 
what like the Boxer agitation of two 
decades ago. 

“If it is successful,”” he went on, ‘“‘it 
will take a century for China to recover. 
The worst condition, is. the official cor- 
ruption’ The peopleare intelligent and 
honest, but there is a sharp distinction 
between them and those in power. It is 
@ matter of knowledge that the last 
President of China bought his election 
from Parliament. The Young Chinese 
are honest, but théy are not in power 
and the nations want-to wait before sur- 
rendering treaty rights until they are. 

“The military chiefs are the robber 
barons and feudal lords. They are in 
the position to appoint their own men to 
office and the Givernment is a puppet. 
It is useless to make treaties with the 
Government, as you can’t tell whether 
it- will last-moretbah a few weeks. 
Conditions are such at present that it 
is no longer certain that a central Gov- 
ernment exists there and we may not 
know until Spring. 

“It is true that Germany ‘has sur- 
rendered her treaty rights but. many 
German firms are incorporating under 
’ American -laws as they have found it 
impossible to do business without exter- 
ritoriality. Weare told American big 
business, is ‘the nigger in. the woodplle,’ 
but very few American firms have made 
mioney there, and most of them would 
like to get out if they could do so with- 
out too heavy a loss, Big business will 
not oppose any policy the State Depart- 
ment may decide upon toward China. 

“The real thing needed is increased 
production to raise the standards of liv- 
ing of the Chinese masses. The average 
income is $60 a year and it costs $150 to 
feed a family of five for a year in 
Southern China. The young Chinese, 
instead of trying. to remedy :conditions, 
have concentrated on an anti-foreign 
movement.”’

Why His Letters to Wilson Went 
Unanswered—T wo New Stories 
of the President. 


Bainbridge Colby, -who succeeded 
Robert Lansing as Secretary of State 
in President’ Wilson's second Adminis- 
tration, has .revelewed the tiewly pub- 
lished ‘Life and Letters of Walter H. 
Page” in the current number of the 
Saturday Review of Literature, and in 
his review stresses the point that the 
letters, ‘Intéresting as they are, Were 
unanswered., It is a ateral corre- 
spondence.” ; 

“This brings up,"’ Mr. Colby continues, 
“that leteroating considération, the posi- 
tion of a War President with relation 
to his excellent and zealous subordi- 
notes who from’ the best of motives 
wanted to tell him what to do, I know 
something of this phase of the war. I 
saw- much of it. I was in close con-, 
tact with the President during some 
dramatic .and critical moments in the 
course of the war. I remember one time 
in ‘a moment. of relaxation the Presi- 
dent said to me: 

“*You know, Celby, I have come to 
the conclusiom.that the chief duty de- 
volving upon the Presidént of the United 
States In wartime is'to keep his shirt 
on. ’ - 

“There ‘was a long period before the 
country was ready for war. . There is 
more to ‘preparedness’ than Plattsburg 
camips and massed guns and assembled 
airplanes; There is a preparedness of 
insight and perception and. of resolve 
and of ‘responsibility. ‘That was the 
field of preparedness in which the Presi- 
dent of the United States, almost alone, 
performed his labors. He was no drill 
master. He did not head a commissariat 
charged with the mobilization of ma- 
terial. He was drafting and assembling 
and unifying thé nation’s spirit and its 
purpose and those deep lying forces of 
the will that underlay and ariimated-the 
material side of the country’s ef- 
fort. ¢* * 

“The Présifent knew what he should 
know. He was not groping in the dari. 
He was the busiest man in the world 
and had no more time for Ambassa- 
dorial miscellanies than he had for 
Macauley’s essays or Bagehot's treatiese 
on public finance. Mr. Page forgot 
this, or at least he was not. sensible of 
it, and while his letters make a pretty 
literary legacy and will fill a comfort- 
able niche in many a library, they fell 
in their. coefficients far below the plane 
of Presidential attention and concern 
during, the war. 

“T had occasion, during one of. the 
darkest hours of the war, to visit Eng- 
land on an official mission, and when I 
took my leave of the President at the 
White House he said to me: ‘Now an 
American. - Our men only last about six 
months in England and then they be- 
come Anglicized.’ The President referred 
to that subtle and encompassing and 
penetrating charm which is English, I

LONDON, Dec. 5.—The popularity of 
the Irish boundary settlement in North- 
ern Ireland is proved by the great re- 
ception accorded Sir James Craig as he 
arrived this morning at Belfast. 

A large crowd awaited him at the dock 
headed by most of the Ulster Cabinet. 
Sir Witiam Tarner, Lord Mayor of Bel- 
fast, tendered official congratulations, 
but his welcome was outdone by the act 
of George B. Hanna, M. P., who handed 
to Sir James Craig a plece of wood one 
inch long. -‘‘Not an inch’ has. been the 
Ulster slogan for a long time in refer- 
ence to the Free State’s demand for a 
large slice of her territory, and Sir 
James laughed heartily as he accepted 
the wood and pocketed it. 

Replying to the Lord Mayor, Sir James 
expressed the fervent: hope that if the 
people of both the North and South 
would accept the agreement In, the spirit 
fn which it was made it would help busi- 
ness, help prosperity and- wipe away 
memories of the past. De Valera has 
issued a statement denouncing the agree- 
ment and declaring that the Nation- 
alists of the North have_ been surren- 
dered as helots to their enemies without 
being given a voice in the determina- 
tion of their own fate and without an 
attempt to safeguard a single interest 
of theifs, while England’s pets in the 
South are to be privileged and pam- 
pered,”’ 

He appears to be referring to the 
clause requiring a 10 per cent. increase 
in compensation for malicious damage.

EUROPE’S POPULATION 
GROWTH. 








lated United States and a Europe over- 
populated has just. been drawn by a 
distinguished visitor to this country. He 
suggests that the United States would 
benefit herself and Europe by inviting 
the latter’s surplus population. This, in 
the present state of American sentiment, 
is academic: For the moment we are 
committed to just the opposite philoso- 
phy of population and prosperity as ex- 
pounded by another distinguished for- 
eigner. The Australian Commissioner in 
the United States told an audience of 
business men earlier in the week that re- 
striction of immigration by raising 
“wages will enhance the purchasing power 
of the American people. 

One thing is certain. If Europe con- 
tinues to be “over-populated” it will 
not be due, “as formerly, to a reckless 
birth rate. It is the déath rate that is 
being cut down. To the extent that the 
safeguarding of life, especially of infant 
life, is the sign of a higher standard of 
living, Europe may boast that despite 
her grievous troubles she has been rais- 
ing it. England’s concern over a lower 
birth rate in 1924 than in the preceding 
year is not likely to be permanent. Her 
achievements in cutting down mortality 
havé been notable. 

Around the subject of population there 
has been a growth of popular legend 
hard to remove, Gréat Britain illus- 
I, has been 
generally assumed that England, as the 
classic land of industry, of “ proletarian- 


‘ism,” of the widest contrasts between 


wealth and poverty, of the famous 
Whitechapel and Limehouse slums, is 
the land of depressed well-being for the 
masses, But judged by her success in 
safeguarding child life, England stands 
very near the top. Her death rate of 
11.6 per thousand of the population in 
1923 is very near Our own, and not -very 
far behind that in the great open spaces 
of her Dominions.. Great Britain with 
a population of 78 per cent. urban shows 
an incomparably higher level of health 
than France with an urban population of 
only 46 per cent. 

_ France has furnished the most widely 
disseminated legend about population 
increase. Her stationary population 
long before the war was the subject of 
numberless discussions of which the 


_ basis was the supposed refusal of French 


parents to produce enough children. The 
curious thing, as a writer-in. The London 


Times ‘pointed out, is that Frenchmen do 


not realize that they, already produce 
“abundant children.” The trouble is 
with the death rate. In 1923 the French 
birth rate was 19.4 per thousand as 
against 19.7 in England, Last year it 
slightly exceeded the English rate. But 
France loses every year 17 per thousand 


of the population, against 11.6 in Eng-. 


land. In Great Britain there were in 
1924, for every 100 births, 65 deaths; 
in Germany, 68 deaths; in France, 87 
deaths, 

The problem in France therefore is 
one of preserving life by a change in 
social customs, notably by improved 
sanitation. In the matter of births 
France is in the company of England, 
Switzerland and Germany; in the matter 
of deaths the homelanad of Pasteur is in 
the company of Spain and Italy. 


‘SPOILING THE -ENGLISH 
SCENE, 
There has been agitation in this coun- 


try against the defacement of the land- 
scape by advertising signs. The results 








are, as yet, far from completely satis-. 


factory, though one of the greatest sell- 
ing corporations has undertaken to re- 
move its appeals for. patronage and, it 
may be hoped, will reap as its reward 
something more than that rainbow of 
the soul, the consciousness of duty well 
performed. Advertising signs are bad 
enough; but perhaps worse are archi- 
téectural evils, ranging ‘from dull com- 
monplace to aggréssive monstrosity, that 
nobody in this country has’ apparently 
hoped to ‘reach.

seem to have their natufal setting in 
the lush meadows, the shaded streams 
and thé hazy distances of the English

There is an obvious and real- economic 
value in this age-old Erigiish beauty that 
is being so unthinkingly sacrificed.. Nor 
is it only in England that such things 
cause pain to the eye and potential pain 
to the local pocketbook in the-loss of 
American admiration. There is nothing 
much uglier than ‘the modern French 
brick villa, whether it stands alone on 
the highway or as a unit in the whole 
effect of a watering place. Few things 
contribute more effectively to the de- 
struction of the characteristic beauty of 
the French landscape than some of the 

modern buildings set in it; and this not- 
withstanding the fact that France is 
the benignant mother of so much of 
motiern architecture. 

Mr. Brosm’s friend went further into 
the meaning of the degradation of Eng- 
land’s rural beauty. The nation loses 
caste by suffering it to go on. Foreign ob- 
servers will argue that-a nation tolerant 

of such degradation is no longer a great 
ab that it has lost qualities which, 
in its ancestors, were taken for granted; 
and that this is a symptom of an all- 
round degeneration. which sooner or later 
afflicts an effete civilization. 

This is certainly taking it very. seri- 
ously indeed; and allowance must be 
made for the inveterate English self- 
depreciation. So severe a self-examina- 
tion might cause the thoughtful Amer- 
ican a certain amount of consternation, 
notwithstanding the splendor and the 
ambition toward splendor of much 
American architecture where splendor is 
expected and is expected to count. Such 
an American might hope that suitability 
in the architecture of the village and the 
countryside would in time penetrate or 
seep down from these loftier heights. 
He certainly could not hope to induce 
even the friendliest English visitor to 
look indulgently on the current outcrop- 
pings in the American landscape. Almost 
the only true beauty there is to be 
found in the elder remnants of sim- 
plicity and dignity that survive from 
another. century, so much scarcer than 
anything of the kind in England, and 
so different from the English kind, The_ 
pity of it is that the builders: of the 
present day, who by no means all de- 
serve the epithet of “jerry,” do not set 
enough store by these examples to fol- 
low them, in spirit if not in detail. The 
removal of the advertising signs is 
something, though it is only begun and 
has still a long way to go. But in this 
fact, and in the unregenerate spirit of 
the builders, the most pessimistic Amer- 
ican will hardly be moved to see tokens 
of national degeneration, even though he 
cannot get as much consolation as may 
be found in painting gasometers green. 








_ ROMANTIC QUAKERS. 


Jt is an instance of the soundness of 
popular speech that “ everybody” says 
“ Quakers,” while few think of the of- 
ficial name, “the Society of Friends.” 
The wilder beginners did quake’ and 
tremble visibly, under the influence of 
religious emotion, and held that Moszs, 
David and all the great saints and 
‘worthies had quaked and trembled in 
their time. They also made various 
theologians and their magistrates quake 
and tremble with wrath. Without a 
thought of literature, in their heroic 
period despisers' of the arts, they 
wrote curious and moving narratives. 
Grorce Fox’s “ Journal” has lately been 
republished. Mary AGNES Best has just 
written and Harcourt, Brace & Co. pub- 
lished “ Rebel Saints.” She had the 


“ Quakerism in the light of romantic ad- 
“ventures.” The heroes and heroines here 
exhibited were up to their necks ‘in life 
and trouble. Bound on spiritual ad- 
ventures and to proclaim their -faith in 
every enemy’s country, they wandered 
and suffered incredibly. 

In the work of “publishing the 
truth,” sometimes they were a little se- 
vere. For instapee, Mary FISHER, “& 
religious maiden,” after a year and a 
half in jail, set out to convince and con- 
vert Cambridge Uniyersity. Chaperoned 
“by a sober woman “of 50,” she and her 
dragon remonstrated with the young 
gentlemen by Camside on their unseemly 
carriage:

told them they were antichrist, and that 
their College was a Cage of Unclean 

Birds da synagogue of Satan.

A PROPOSAL FOR COAL. 
The joint letter sent yesterday to the 


group of distinguished engineers and 
economists contains the most construc- 
tixe and clarifymg suggestions which 
have yet emerged from the murk of coal 
strike discussion.

In no other industry do time and cin 
cumstance call more emphatically for 
the mutual consideration of these policies 
than in the case of anthracite coai, The 
United Mine Workers—which includes 
practically every one who works in the 
mines—asks for increased. wages. ‘The 
employers say they cannot even dis- 
cuss a proposal that will add to the cost 
of production. A deadlock ensues, But 
the authors of this joint appeal maintain 
that there ig no inherent contradiction in 
these two points of view.

Winner of Nobel Prize for Litera-

The following paragraphs are taken 
from a. sketch of his own life which 
Reymont wrote for Rupert Hughes while 
visiting the American novélist at Bed- 
ford Hills in 1920: ; 

“Wiadyslaw Stanislaw Reymopt was 
born on May 6, 1868, in that part of 
Poland which at that time remairfed un- 
der Russian domination. He was one 


of twelve children of a ‘family which was 
very patfiotic, rigidly Roman Catholic— 
and poor. His mother took,-with her 
five brothers, an active part in the in- 
surrection of 1863. 
“The schools were at that time in- 
ts of Russification. School chil- 
ret were_not allowed to speak Polish 
within the walls of the school Reymont 
went from one school to another, ex- 
pelled from all of them. He early began 
to earn his living. He was a store clerk 
and a telegraph operator; he was an 
actor in a wandering theatrical ae.

They will 
be exhibited on Jan. 2. Mr. Billings 
has moved to California, and because 
he found his quarters in a bungalow 
too restricted display the collection 

, he is selling some of them, 

“There are eight Corots to be sold. One 
of these is “Lake Nemi,’’ illustrated in 
Robaut under the title “Solitude,” 
Thig was purchased by Mr. Billings at 
the sale of twenty-one masterpieces be- 
longing to thé estate of H. S. Henry of 
Philadelphia, in 1910. Part.of its descrip- 
tion reads: ‘*‘Over the water, cooled by 
the greenish gray reflections of the sur- 
rounding vegetation, the light floats 

« softly toward the girl frofh the central 
distance. Here a low hill forms a 
lavender silhouette against the rosy suf- 
fusion of the lower sky. The latter,

Other Corots are ‘“‘La Charette de

ecape with Lake and Ruin,”’ a composi-

CORNELL ALUMNI GATHER. 


Discuss Campus Devefopment—Far- 
rand Hails College Spirit. 


Plans for the architectural develop- 
ment of Cornell University, which have 
been approved by the Board of Trustees, 
were outlined at the annual dinner of 
the Cornell .Club of New York at the 
Waldorf, Friday night, by M. B. Me- 
dary Jr. of Philadelphia. 

F. H. Bosworth Jr.,, Dean of the Col- 
lege of Architecture, told of the work of 
the alumni for the physical development 
of the university and the preservation 
of its picturesque site. 

Dr. Livingston Farrand, President of 
the university, urged the alumni not to 
lose sight of the high ideals of Cornell 
in their endeavors to improve its physi- 
cal advantages. ‘‘While we cannot dis- 
miss the material symbol of a great 
ideal,’’ Dr. Farrand said, ‘‘We must not 
lose sight of those original ideals of 
Cornell as exemplified by fifty years of 
fine spirit, which ought to be enshrined 
within our historic hills.’’ 
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MEXICAN CAPITAL FEARS 


| Employers Trying to. Modity 


' Profit-Sharing Measure Passed 
by the House. 


/- MEXICO “CITY, Dec. 5 (%).—A feeling 


ranging ‘from unc ty and: apprehen- 
sion to positive alarm prevails. among 
business léaders here; Mexican and for- 
eign, Tegarding the proposed new labor 
law; which among other provisions re- 
quires profit-sharing with employes. 

Fostered. by organized labon the bill 
has passed the Chamber of Deputies and 
is pending in the Senate, where efforts 
are’ being made’ to modify it. The labor 
leaders demand its unamended passage, 
denying the charge made by some em- 
ployers that it is unduly burdensome or 
unfair to them. : 

The unions ¢ontend that the Mexican 
~workmen have known extreme exploita- 
tion and miserable living conditions, 
and have been noxorlously underpaid. 
Some improvements have been made 
since the revolution, they admit, but 
more reforms are néeded and the. pro- 
posed law merely follows enlightened 
‘labor legislation in. other countries. 

The bill, as passed by the Chamber, 
empowers ermployes’ committees to ex- 
amine the: books of their’ employers, as- 
certain earnings and profits and fix the 
amount of profits to be divided among 
the workmen. It gives to employers the 
option of declining this inspection and, 
instead, paying a flat 10 per cent, sal* 
ary bonus to all employes. 

It requires 80 per cent, of the éem- 
ployes of every concern to be Mexicans 
and stipulates an eight-hour working 
day, with overtime payments. Workmen 
shall be compensated for imjuries re- 
ceived while working. Employers shall 
also provide medicines and medical at- 
tention and pay hospital bills, and ‘also 
pay wages while the ill or injuréd em- 
Ploye is. unable to work. 

Employers are required to pay a min- 
imum wage sufficient to provide the ne- 
cessities of life, with some money left 
for amusement. Workmen’s commit- 
tees are to determine, in each plant, lo- 
cality or industry, the exact minimum 
wage. Employers must ‘educate’ some 
of their workmen in technical colleges 
and, in the case of large establishments. 
must provide homes for a certain num- 
ber of their employes. 


307TH INFANTRY DINES.

A dinner to the 307th Infantry of the 
Seventy-seventh Division was held last 
night on the Lamport & Holt liner 
Vauban which was. docked at Pier 11, 
Furman Street, Brooklyn.

This year 
the excess promises to be about one- 
third less. The latest Statistics are 
for the month of Qctober. In that pe- 
riod.the imports totaled $374,104,000, 
which was about $63,400,000 above 
those of the correspondin month last 
year, while the exports footed up 
$490,609,000, a decrease of $36,500,- 
000 from those of October, 1924. The 
favorable balance of trade for the 
month was about $100,000,000 less 
than for the same month a year be- 
fore, In the ten months’ period ended 
with October the imports this year 
were about $470,000,000 in excess. of 
the same period in 1924, and the ex- 
ports were about $340,000,000 more. 
Each month this year has shown an 
excess. of imports as compared with 
those of last year, and there was also 
an excess of exports, with the excep- 
tion of September and October. An 
outstanding fact regarding October im- 
ports was that the only great group to 
show an increased percentage of the 
total was that ef crude materials for 
use in manufacturing, being 40.4 per 
cent. this year as against 32:7 per 
cent. last year. Much of this is due 
to the rise in prices of such things as 
crude -rubber, raw silk, &c. In the 
exports ofthe month, the crude mate- 
rials increased from 31.3 per cent. to 
43.4 per cent., but finished manufac- 
tures also rose from 27.3 per cent. to 
81.8 per cent. As compared with 1914, 
imports of crude materials in the ten 
months this year show an increase of 
6% per cent., while exports of the 
same fell off about the same percent- 
age, and imports of finished manufac- 
tures dropped about 5 per cent., while 
such exports rosé over 7% per cent.

The men 
with no'samples are seen first, as their 
interviews last but a few moments and 
ane: rincipally -concerned with routine 
ers or the making of appointments 
ti pine merchandise outside of the store. 
ze leaves the buyer with the remain- 
der of his morning for the undisturbed 
examination of sample lines. Hitherto 
it has been the custom for men who 
simply desired appointments to ‘butt in’ 
with a request to see the buyer ‘for just 
a& minute, please.’ These interruptions 
have frequently tended to distract the 
buyer’s mind, as well as to fluster the 
salesman entitled to. ‘piiér right "fo fin the

“Another plan “which Macy’ s has 
adopted is the posting of the buying 
days and hours on a bulletin board at 
the street entrance, thereby saving tho 
sSalesman's time by eliminating the -ne- 
necessity of his inquiring or waiting for 
a buyer who is not scheduled to appear 
on that day.” 

Mr. Adams went on to say that indic- 
ative of the fact that the problem of 
expediting buying’ varies materially in 
its relation to different stores is the 
case of Bloomingdale, Brothers, Where- 
as Macy’s store is on Thirty-fourth 
Street, in the centre of the wholesale: 
section, he pointed out, Bloomingdale’ s| 
store is on- Fifty-ninth Street, -consfd- 
erably out of the beaten path fo) sales-.| 
men. Therefore, in addition ta buyi 
at their store uptown, Bloomingdale 
also has a schedule of buying days at 
the American Retailers’ Association, 128 
West Thirty-first Street. 

‘‘This complication creates an entirely 
‘different set of conditions from that ex- 
isting at Macy’s,’’ Mr. Adams continued,

dale, President, and William G. Lipsey, 
store superintendent, of Bloomingdale 
Bros, in the efforts to perfect the buy- 
ing system at the Bloomingdale store. 

‘Another metropolitan store which has 
shown a decided interest in the move- 
ment in question is that of A. I. Namm 
& Sons, Brooklyn. Some time. ago, 
Namm’s established offices for their 
buying staff in the Rogers-Peet Build- 
fing at Herald Square, New York, with 
the thought that it would be simpler 
for one buyer to come to New York and 
see perhaps 50 salesmen than it would 
be for the 50 salesmen to visit the 
Namm store in Brooklyn to see the one 
buyer. 

‘“However, according to the Namm 
management, this plan did mot produce 
the results hoped for, and the firm ‘is 
now constructing two floors for new 
buying offices to be located adjoining. 
their. present store. These two floors 
are being arranged as scientifically as 
possible and, in order to obtafn the 
point of view of the salesmen, confer- 
ences have been held with the store 
management and the committee repre- 
senting the council: Edgar lL. Baum, 
President of Namm’s, and Chester L. 
Brown, merchandise manager, are per- 
sonally supervising the perfecting of 
these arrangements.

Early bookings of orders for the com-

BECOMING MORE. POPULAR 


Many Issues Now on the Stock Ex- 
change First Appeared in “‘Over- 
the-Counter” Market. 


“Transactions in securities dealt in 
over-the-counter during the year- 1925, 
like those’ dealt in on the New York 
Stock Exchange, will establish a- new 
high record in the history of Wall 
Street," according to J. Roy Prosser of 
Stone, Prosser Doty, specialists in 
over-the-counter securities. The growth 
in the business, according to Mr. Doty, 
is chiefly due to the fact that the public 
has finally appreciated the growing im- 
portance of this market, and the numer- 
ous opportunities which it offers. 

“Many of the popular issues now 
traded in on the New York Stock Ex- 
change,”’ he points out, “‘were primed in 
the over-the-counter market, which is 
the teal primary market in Wall Street. 
Recent outstanding examples of this 
priming are .General Railway Signal, 
Yale & Towne, Eastman Kodak, New 


York Canners, Ingersoll-Rand, all of 
which were first traded in in the outside 
market prior to their introduction on 
the New York Stock Excharige. There 
are at present numérous issues now 
popular in the outside market which 
some day may find their way to the 
big Exchange. 

“One of the outstanding characteris- 
tics of the open market that is remark- 
ably free from manipulation, since the 
marginal factor is largely é¢liminated, 
and there is no fickle speculative fol- 
lowing to be reckoned with. ‘This sit- 
uation makes for stability of values, as 
the prices quoted for the securities are 
based upon sound economic principles, 
and there is an absence wide fluctua- 
tions due to technical conditions brought 
about by overextended marginal trad- 
ing, which so often causes sharp éet- 
backs in the big markets on the various 
exchanges.”’ 


CANADA ACT, § TO AID 
MINERS’ MARKET GOLD 


Alters Plan of Paying in Coin and 
Will Deposit Notes, Speed- 
ing Business. 


Action by the Canadian.Government to 
facilitate the marketing of Dominion 
gold -in that country to decrease ship- 
ments from the United States and else- 
where, was announced here yesterday 
at the offices of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Plans were made known re- 
cently at Ottawa, under which the Gov- 
ernment mirit would accept shipments 
from the Canadian mines- and pay the 
miners in gold coin, but by the new 
arrangement the process is simpler. 
The railroad’s statement says: 

“Under the first agreement the mint 
merely acted as agent for the pwner in 
handling the gold, which was to be 
deposited ‘to the account of the owners 
in chartered banks... It has now been 
agreed that the Department of Finance 
will pay for the gold by the deposit of 
Dominion notes to the account of the 
owner, which will make transaction 
much more liquid so far’as he is con- 
cerned. The new arrangement will 
eliminate the necessity. of coining the 
gold, which will be held at the mint to 
the Government's credit. The mining 
company will have no responsfbility for

Reserve Board and Bank Rates. 


The statement ascribed to the Treas 
ury on Thursday regarding the New 
York Reserve Bank rate, following the 
incident of the delay in announcing the 
rise in the Philadelphia bank rate, re- 
vived last week talk that had been going 
on under the surface to the effect that 
the Reserve Board was not entirely in 
harmony on the question of higher rates, 
No one professed to Know on whet 
ground the recent advances met opposl- 
tion, and the fact that the advance to 
4 per cent. by all the banks except New 
York has been approved indicates’ that 
the objections were overcome. The idea 
prevailed in banking quarters that such 
doubts as existed were based on dislike 
at raising the rate merely in order to 
control speculation, when no absolute ne- 
cessity for such advance existed in the 
condition of the banks themselves, In 
1919, it was recallgd, there was also dis- 
agreement in the board, but for a dif- 
ferent reason.

These figures, which were furnished ‘by 
the Bureau of Finance of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, show that. thus 
far this year the contemplated railroad. 
construction has exceeded abandonment 
by 348 miles. They indicate further that 
in the five-year period from Oct, 31, 1920, 
to Oct. 31,1925, 4,221 miles of new: rail- 
road construction and 2,951 miles .of 
abandonment have been authorized. 

The high point of new construction au- 
thorized during the last five years was 
in the year ended O€t. 31, 1924, when the 
commission sanctioned the construction 
of 1,318 miles. For the year ended Oct. 
31, 1921, the commission approved the 
abandonment of 701. miles. At that. time 
the. continual excess of abandonment 
over construction gave rise toa pbessi- 
mistic outlook on the future of American 
railreading. Since then the situation 
has improved as a result of a wth 
of the credit strength of the carriers.

From that 
moment the Laird of Merry Mount 
was a marked man. Writes Beston:

It is difficult to see Hbw one could 
be other than captivated by the spirit 
which pervades ‘Gallant Vaga- 
bonds’’ and the highly lifelike move- 
ment which the author imparts to 
hisenarratives. 

To turn now to the more grew- 
some—yet perhaps more enthralling— 
narratives by Raymond Postgate.

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* Jean Richepin, 


Pessimism Marked 


Elemir Bourges - 


Paris. 
E have just lost M, Elémir 
‘ Bourges, a. member of the 


A of modern writers. He 
died in poverty, as he lived, in a 
little Auteuil apartment from which 


he rarely emerged. He was born inj 


1852 ‘at: Manosque (Lower Alps) and 
studied at the Lycée of Marseilles, 
where he had been an intimate 
friend of Ferdinand Brunetitre. He 
was also one of the two or three men 
in France who. ‘“‘thee-and-thoued” 
the austere critic of. the Revue 
des Deux Mondes, who did not take 
kindly to familiarity.. Moreover, 
after becoming director of the Revue, 
Brunetiére none the less refused 
Elémir 'Bourges’s manuscripts, even 
while indulging this intimacy. 

Coming to Paris as soon as pos- 
sible and taking lodging on the ‘hill 
of Sainte Genevieve, Bourges joined 
a group of young writers, all: of 
whom made a name in literature: 
Raoul -Ponchon, 
Maurice Bouchor and Paul Bourget, 
who led him into journalism. Elémir 
Bourges was for some time the dra- 
matic critic. on the Parlement, a 
newspaper directed by Alexandre Ri- 
bot; later wags copy-writer and head 
of the copy desk on the Gaulois. 
But that was not his true vocation. 

Asa disciple of Gustave Flaubert, 
he wished only to write a small 
number of pieces, slowly ripened 
and as perfect as possible. He 
therefore withdrew from newspaper 
work and from the.world, in order 
to take up a residence at Samois, on 
the edge of the forest of Fontaine- 
bleau, frequently visiting at Valvins 
his friend the symbolist poet, Sté- 
phane Mallarmé... Then for some 
time he took lodgings at Versailles, 
and finally, for twenty years, at Au- 
teufl, In order to keep in touch not 
with Parisian life but with the Na- 
tional Library, of which he was a 
habitué for a long time. Then he 
found even that too much, and in 
his latter years no longer stirred 
from his home, wrote more and 
passed his last days reading by the 
chimney .corner and smoking his 
pipe. He had achieved perfect soli- 
tude and absolute renunciation. 


IS -master Flaubert had like- 

wise been a sort of ascetic, 

who withdrew to his hermitage 
at Crofsset, near Rouen, in order to 
work on his great literary undertak- 
ings. But Flaubert worked up to his 
death, and even left ‘Bouvard et 
Pécuchet” uncompleted; , besides, 
from time to time he left' his cell 
and mingled with life, entertaining 
his friends, dining at Magny’s, and 


» his violent rages, .of which the Jour- 


nat de Goncourt has taken note, 
prove that he was enough interested 
in the course of the world to be- 
come angry at it, Elémir Bourges 
had the same silent scorn, the same 
true vocation ‘for the desert,/as an 
Indian fakir“or an anchorite of the 
Thebaid (who had not met a Thais).

ERHAPS the most talented, 
surely the most beloved of 
Dutch women. writers, is Top 
Naeff, who began her literary 
career at the age of 16. She was only 
a high school girl when her father, 
a Colonel in the army, rode out on 
horsehack one day and was brought 
home dead. Being an only child and 
living in a large house alone with 
the widowed sad mother,. life was 
so dreary and miserable that she 
often thought she could not bear ‘it.

agreeable expression 
should lack intelligence?

No one has ever denied that « man 


may be both ideally handsome and 
intellectually brilliant. Soldiers and 
poets, especially, are 
this pleasing combination. The great 
Duke of Marlborough was extremely 
handsome. So was Wellington. 
Even Napoleon, although lacking in 
height, possessed a certain kind of 
classical beauty. Milton was hand- 
some as a young man. Goethe's 
physical beauty was a by-word, and 


Byron was called the ‘‘lame Apollo.” 


Beautiful Men 


Ghielley’s personal beauty was in- 
creased by what has been called the 
almost supernatural, look of intelli- 
gence in his eyes, while Tennyson 
presented an appearance of striking 
good looks. Rupert Brooke, the 
young English poet, who died in the 
World War, was so handsome that 
even men could not refrain from 
comment. Such instances might be 
multiplied almost indefinitely. But 


few dream of associating feminine 
‘beauty with feminine intelligence in 


the way that masculine good looks 
have so frequently been found com- 
bined with extraordinary intelligence. 
Is such .a combination indeed im- 
possible? 

That it must. necessarily be ex- 
tremely rare is only too evident. 
Consider ali the -women of your ac- 
quaintance and decide how many of 
them are really beautiful. You will 
not find the figure high. When you 
have done that, estimate -how- many 
of them are really talented.

Beloved by 
Pericles, after his separation from 
his wife, she became, unofficially, 
his second wife. Her house was the 
meeting-place of the finest intellects 
of the finest intellectual age that the 
world perhaps has ever known. She 
mixed with the great Athenians on 
equal terms, @dcrates himself said 
that it was Aspasia who had in- 
structed him in rhetoric. 

Politics, philosophy and meta- 
physics held for her no. terrors, 
while the fascination of her physical 
beauty is attested by the fact that 
When she was summoned before the 
Judges of Athens to meet the charge 
if impiety, Pericles;long her: lover 
and the first statesman of the day, 
burst into tears when pleading for 
her.

when. Mary's. beauty. was gone. 
alone she fought the whole majesty 
of British -law—and fought it with 
consummate ability.

Opera Like an Omelet 


Thus, say the Russians, it is clear 
that synthesis of music and spoken 
drama has not been really accom- 
Plished in -opera with a capital O. 
Opera-is not an art. but an- omelet 
in which the egg of the play is 
drowned in the butter of music, Yet 
it appears that the Greeks were able 
to create an art of the theatré which 
accomplished the synthesis, not only 
of the spoken drama and music, but 
of plastic art in motion with both. 
In our time the Russians them- 
selves, in their ballet, have accom- 
plished a synthesis of ‘music and 
plastic art in motion through the 
dance. Diaghileff and Mordkin have 
done it. Why not, then, proceed by 
adding the spoken drama to what has 
already been accomplished in Russia 
and in this manner. arrive at ‘the

modern eynthetic theatre which will, 
like the Greek, ‘include all three 
arts? ‘Incidentally, by this process, 
may be achieved—some way has been 
achieved already—opera which, un- 
like opera with a capital O, is a uni- 
fied thing and. not an omelet.

What has actually been done seems | 
to be this: Nemirovitch-Dantchenko,

They got « 
libretto and a score which fused into 
one effect of cheerful and’ artistic 
entertainment, while the play re- 
mained a play, the lines ‘retained 
their wit, -and the music, in spite of 
fitting perfectly to the words of the 
play, commanded the respect of 
musicians. : :

That something had been learned

iean Indians were the lost tribes of 
Israel and thyt Quetzalcoat! was 
Saint Thomas. There is an interest- 
ing peralilellsm in architectural 
groupings in these. holy . cities, 
although the art and religion are 
widely different. Also some of the 
leading dates are on about the same 
time levels. While Jerusalem has a

E searchlight which has been

A beautiful lithograph by Viaminck 
in color should be studied by every 
one converned with color lithography 
in this country. Its splendor lies in 
its restrictions. There are four 
colors, red, yellow, green and blue, 
besides the black. You find the same 
scheme in Viaminck’s other color 
prints and in his paintings. The 
palette is styrdy as the man, a man 
of the country, not of the city and 
especially not of Paris; a man who 
prefers to make his living in other 
ways than through -his art; who 
quotes Emerson—'‘A man’s work is 
the fruit of his character’’—and lives 
up to the. philosophy of Emerson.

of the time. The encouragement it 
brought him, coupied with his char- 
acteristic doggedness, led to another 
venture into the field of romance. 
This time he wrote of a world he 
knew much better than that of pol- 
ished society. It wag the life of the 
American frontier and of the sea. 
The history of the. Revolutionary 
War and that of the Indian supplied 
the story's framework, while char- 
acter and incident moved in an at- 
mosphere of animation and reality.

But if the literary anato- 
mist fouhd fault with his Indians, 
countless thousands reveled in the 
stories of them, caring” nothing for 
details of verisimilitude, and- from 
the greatest of-novel writers came 
unqualified praise. Thackeray placed 
Leatherstocking, Uncas, Hardheart 
and Tom on equality with the 
best of Scott's. men, and. ranked La 
Longue Carabine with Uncle Toby, 
Sir Roger de Coverley and Falstaff. 
Hugo, master of descriptive writing, 
set Cooper, at his best, above. Scott, 
while Washington Irving and Balzac 








also paid tribute to his power. Com- 
ing to recent times, one finds in 
Arthur Symons’ ‘‘Notes on Joseph 


Conrad that Fenimore Cooper was 
one of his masters, 

In the generations that have ar- 
rived since Cooper first gave his 
work to the world, there have been 
many -repetitions of his first tri- 
umphs, boys, men and skilled writers 
alike endorsing the early verdicts. 
One could wish, perhaps, that Cooper 
haé rested with the production of 
his five Leatherstocking Tales, the 
sea stories and similar work, or had 
given to the world-in which he was 
supreme, the time and energy that 
he expended upon trivia) quarrels. 
The publication of ‘‘The Last of 
the. Mohicans," in 1826, found 
Cooper riding the crest of popularity. 
He was the literary ‘pride of the 
}American people, one of themselves, 
who, tn writing of America, its 
scenes and peoples, had captured the 
admiring attention of literary circles 
ih and Europe generally. 
Hitherto it had been doubted abroad 
that. any good literature could 
emerge from the American Nazareth, 
but Cooper had demonstrated that it 
could. 

Thus, triumphant at home and 
abroad, Cooper, in 1826, gathered 
about him his family and servants 
and went abroad on a prolonged 
visit that was disastrous in its re- 
sults. He went to England much 
as a man returns to the tenderly re- 
garded home of his fathers—an’Eng- 
land in some -measure idealized in the 
mind of this Colonial aristocrat for 
its histéry, literature, culture, an- 
cestral charm and dignity... He met 
with swift and chilling disillusion- 


can and Colonial. While personal 
courtesies were extended to him and 
appreciation of his novels was ready 
and frequent, he encountered an at- 
titude toward America and Amer- 
icans that roused the resentment of 
his patriotic and republican pride. 
He found an England condescend- 
ing, patronizing, contemptuous and 
misinformed in_ regard to- America. 
There were many Sir John Fortes- 
cues in Cooper's day, believing and 
stating that the American people 
sprang largely from the outcast and 
criminal ‘‘scum”™ of the Old Country.

Throw New Light on Novelist’s Career

Not content with thé storm he thus 
raised, he followed the ‘‘Letter” up 
with “Home As._Found,’’ in which, 
for two volumes he scourged New 
York, its ideals and manners, its 
society and business life; as no Eng- 
lish critic had. ever done: Though 
in Burope hé had loftily exalted 
Americanism, at home he portrayed 
America in such @ way as to give 
his endorsement to the-worst the 
foreigner had said about it. 

It is difficult to fathom Cooper's 
mind at this fime, Probably the ex- 
planation is to be found in an im- 
pulsive idealiam that ran wild, He 
| had been away from home more than 
seven years, and in the course of 
his championing of America abroad, 
an ideal conception of it had arisen 
in a vividly imaginative mind. When 
he beheld on his return much that 
inevitably belied his dream of his 
country, he lacked the power to con- 
trol his indignation.

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GUESTS OF BHOPAL’S BEGUM 


By MABEL SPICER GILL 
ER Highness, the Begum of 
Bhopal; has been visiting in 
England again. Memory evokes 
x charming little walled city. on the 
verge of a lake; an imposing palace, 
in which sits an astute, benign sul- 
tana, administering the affairs of her 
State from behind a lattice; tur- 
baned priests calling the hours from 
minarets; bare-legged coolies carry- 
ing palanquins, shrouded women, 
fiery, 
camels, teeming bazaars, 
bragziers and kindly hospitality. 

T open my diary and find that we 
were guests of her Highness for a 
fortnight. We were in India to write 
of the ruling chiefs. ©n a Novem- 
ber morning we arrived .in Bhopal. 


The assistant private secretary of the 


Begum and the secretary to her son, 
the Colonel, as he is commonly 
called, met us and escorted us to the 
State guest. house. 

Our entertainment bore an unmis- 
tukable feminine imprint. Nowhere 
else in the whole of India had we 
known lace-bordered pillow. slips and 
hemstitched sheets, nowhere else 
such dainty china. Evidently the 
guest house received the personal 
wttention of her Highness. In fact, 
the ‘trim, orderly appearance of the 
city itself testified to feminine 
thought in the municipal housekeep- 
ing. Since 1844 the chiefs have been 
women. In that year the ruling 
Urince, Nowab Jahangir Mohammed, 
passed away and was succeeded by 
his widow, Sikandar Begum. She in 
turn was succeeded by her daughter, 
Shah Jahan Begum, who ruled until 
1900, when the present Begum came 
to the throne. She is the only Mo- 
h dan - ruler in the 


eve 





~ world. 

The Begum’'s birthday, occurring 
while we were there, was the signal 
for a three-day féte. British offi- 
vials and ladies felicitated her High- 
ness. We all dined at one large 
table and it was very jolly. They 
spoke of the Begum apprecia- 
tion -and affection. Two of the 
ladies apparently knew her well, as 
they were invited to drive with her 
one afternoon. So far:we had only 
caught glimpses of her in her car- 
riage, closely veiled. 


For Women Only 


On ladies’ day_at the park, known 
aus the Begum's Gardens, no men are 
admitted. The gardens are named 
for two former Begums. Like 
bright-hued butterflies from sombre 
cocoons, dainty, silk-clad dames and 
damsels issued from dark palanquins 


their arms, a bukhari, the white 
shroud or slip worn when they walk 


despite the secluding lattice. In 
fact officials sometimes find it dis- 
econcerting to remain in a bright 
light where every play~of feature 
may be seen while they are ques- 
tioned by a shrewd little lady in the 
shadows of a perforated screen. Her 
Highness expressed pleasure at our 
visit, .offered us every facility and 
said she hoped we were well cared 
for. 

We visited the Women's Hospital 
and were shown about by a kindly 
physician, who ‘told us that many 
of the patients were ‘‘zanana ladies'’ 
—those who never venture alone be- 
yond the women’s quarters of their 
homes, and are consequently un- 
willing to come to the hospital 
without installing the entire ‘family. 
So family cottages are provided. 
Even the family cow is sometims 
brought along. 

At the Victoria Giris’ School are 
girls of all religions. A Eurasian 
principal had the pupils go through 
the usual guest program for us. 


There appears to be no way of avoid- | 


ing this. From Khyber Pass* to 
Cape Comorin we heard the story 
of George Washington and the 
cherry tree read in the same sing- 
song tones, and saw!the same drills 
and marches, the same needlework, 


When Ladies Cannot Testify 


We explored our garden. - Along 
little-frequented paths and through 
a crumbling wall we arrived at the 
lake, where we watched the sunset 
and listened to the temple bells. 
India has a charm all her own, and 


‘having entered the heart it never 


leaves. 

One day we visited a court in the 
house of the Minister of Justice. A 
case was being tried in Urdu. We 
were seated by the Judge, a Parsee, 
who kindly acted as interpreter. A 
lawyer had sold to a poor man a 
compound containing two houses for 
200 rupees. In the deed the boun- 
daries were specified—two streets 
and one-ianeée near a small shop. Now 
the lawyer claimed that he had sold 
only one house, and that the lane 
was the portion of the compound be- 
tween the two houses. The Indian 
pleaders presented their case dra- 
matically, his Honor meditated a 
moment, then, with a wave of the 
hand, said: “I'l! just have a look at 
the place before giving my decision.” 
The last page of our story was miss- 
ing! 

In another court we found the 
same pleaders. Again the Judge 
translated for us. The taking of 
evidence had been checked by the 
refusal of a lady to appear in court 
on the plea that she was a ‘‘zanana 
lady"’ and could not appear in the 
presence of gentlemen. One pleader 
claimed that her caste was not high 
enough to warrant giving. her ex- 
emption, that Zhe went about the 
streets in a bukhari and Ahat she 
should be required to appear in court 
though veiled. The other pleader 
cited a case in which a lady of ex- 
actly the same caste had been ex- 
empted so the Judge exempted our 
‘witness. While a committee went to 
take the lady's testimony the court 
adjourned and ali of us had tea. 

A veritable Jumbo of an elephant 
was sent by the Begum one morning 
to take us for a ride before break- 
fast. There are howdahs and how- 
@ahs. This one was -a shallow gilt 
box, perched on the peak of Jumbo's 
back. In it weré set two straight- 
backed cane chairs which skidded at 
each step. The sides of the howdah 
were_too low for us to grip, so there 
was nothing to do but sit tight and

‘What's the matter?” “Welt: t 
can’t save a nickel out of all my 
earnings. 


they’re going. to raise me to $40. I 
got the wife and two kids down here 
@ month ago because J was starving 
to death. Yes, sir! Couldn't get a 
decent thing. to eat at a price I 
could afford to pay. So I decided to 
keep house. 

“I'm trying to sell a little on the 
side myself.. But the big fellows 
won't let you make anything. If 
it’s any good they take it away from 
you. If they let you keep it you 
can gamble it’s a lemon. This is no 
town for a Poor man. ; 


“*‘Why, milk costs 30 cents a quart 


when you can get it. Ice and meat— 
whew! You'd think you were buy- 


ing diamonds. They even make me’ 


pay for sending the youngsters to 
school. Seems there's so many folks 
come down here and don’t stay long 
enough to pay taxes that the schools 
put a tax on kids until their family’s 
been here six months at least and 
shows signs of being permanent. 
Yes, sir! Me for home; if I can ever 
save enough money to get there!” 

The same complaint is to be heard 
from artisans in various trades who 
have been attracted to Florida by 
the prospect of high wagés. The 
wages are high, to be sure, but work 
is irregular. The embargo on freight 
has interfered with building projects 
all over the State. Three and four 
days’. work at high wages return 
no more income than do six days’ 
work at moderate wages, and shows 
much less purchasing power, where 
living costs are so high. 


The Kind of Man Needed 


Some of the bigger developments 
are housing and feeding their own 
skilled workers as an inducement to 
them to remain on the job. For it is 
this kind of man that Florida needs 
and wants. What the State does not 
want, and does not need, except in 
some few quarters which make a 
small profit for him, is-the Tin Can 
Tourist. 


He must be included in the class 
that vacations in Florida, though it 
is only in the fact,that ‘he does net 
work that he resembles the tourists 
whom. Pullmans deposit daily 
through the season at the resorts of 
the east and west ‘coast. Driving a 
flivver, or some other make of inex- 
pensive automobile, usually on. the 
verge of falling apart and very evi- 
dently picked up second hand at a 
bargain, this undesirable visitor clut- 
ters the roads leading from the 
North... Running boards are packed 
with tents, bedding and cooking 
utensils. Crowded into the car is the 
whole family, including the dog and 
the cat. In the overall pocket of 
the head of the family is likely to be 
the family fortune—a few hundred 
dollars at most. 


Families of this sort, with nothing 
worth while at home, have nothing 
te lose by migrating to Florida for 
the Winter. Renters, not owners, in 
their thome towns, they find it easy 


é I pay $30 a week for. 
three rooms and bath, and next week: 


from settling down on the town, and 
usually the town paid it. 

But in time it became evident that 
this method simply meant a free tour 
for innumerable Tin, Canners. As 
fast as a town passed on one of these 
parties to the next town, another 
would be passed on to it from the 
adjoining. town to the northward. 
By common consent, the majority 
of afflicted towns adopted the plan 
of meeting all requests for aid with 
the proffer of work or with a pro- 
posal that the flivver be* bought for 
enough to enable the family to reach 
its destination by rail. - 

There is no record of the latter 
suggestions -having been accepted, 
and offers of work havé proved 
scarcely more popular. . Frequently 
the Tin Canner has discovered that, 
after all, he has just enough gas to 
get him on to the next town, where 
be hopes for better treatment. In 
the past he has. sometimes found it, 
but the method of dealing with him 
thas been so widely accepted that this 
-type of tourist now finds he must 
work his way, disagreeable as this 
may. be to him. 

Yet, though numerous, these Tiu 
Canners comprise only a smali part 
of the thousands of road tourists who 
make the journey southward each 
year. Nor should it be supposed that 
tourist camps are operated mainly 
for his kind. On the contrary, the 
greater part of the shifting. popuia- 
tions of these places is made up of 
parties that are well financed and 
quite able -to pay their way. Fre- 
quently such campers have adopted 
this mode of travel because they be- 
lieve it to “be healthful, not because 
they could not afford to patronize the 
best hotel in town. 

Southern nights are cool and star- 
lit. There is a delight in sleeping 
out of doors that no hotel room can 
provide, and it is not predicated on 
wealth or the lack of it: Often the 
most expensive make of car will be 
seen parked alongside the least ex- 
pensive at one of these tourist camps. 
.~ Many of the camps are run by the 
municipalities to. which they are at- 
tached; and provide quarters free of 
charge. Others are privately owned 
and operated, usually in conjunction 
with a gasoline and oil-filling station 
and, perhaps,.a general store, where 
all sorts of supplies may be obtained. 
These usually charge a fee for camp- 
ing privileges and provide dry quar- 
ters—wooden platforms oyer which 
tents may be erected, or, in some 


galows, into which the tourist may. 
bring his own bedding and camp 
paraphernalia. 


Farmers From the West 


Many of those who come from the 
West and from the Middle West, es- 
pecially the well-to-do farmer class, 
travel by this method. Far from 
being looked upon as undesirable, 
they are welcomed ‘in. Flor- 
ida. They are men whose knowledge 
of soil values naturally attracts them 
to farm land rather ‘than to the 
suburban subdivisions which high- 


‘im Florida has been taken up by 
such visitors. They find they can 
farm their home acres in Summer 
and their Florida land in Winter. Not 
infrequently, in the past, they have 
finally sold out their Northern hold- 
ings and become permanent residents 
of Florida. 

Who compose the Southward trek?

‘men, women and children from every

Now there were certain tests in- 
vented during the war to aid in the 
selection of flying material, in order 
to gave in the process of manufac- 
ture lives, property .and. precious 
time.

They 
include physical tests that prove a 
sound heart, keen and correct vision, 
both for color and ‘‘depth’’—that is

Measuring the Man 


As to the reactions, there has been 
some difficulty in finding suitable 
measuring apparatus. However, one 
of the surgeons in the School. of 
Aviation Medicine has designed a 
very simple and effective machine 
which he has ‘tried out on the train- 
ing ground at Brooks Field. it has 
been shown from ‘the perfermance 
record of the filers who. have taken 
the test that of those whosé re- 
action timé figures below 50 all but 
10 per cent. have qualified, while of 
those whose reaction titre figures 
were above ™) all but 10 per cent.

was Colonel Fouloia who first got the 
advice of an alienist in taking care 
of his men on the Mexicun border.. 
It was Colonel Foulois who, out of 
his ripe experience, referred “the 
present writer to the officers-of the 
School of Aviation Medicine and’ to 
the. flight surgeons on the field for. 
the real facts with regard to what 
sort of men are now fiying for the 
army and what sort are béing ad- 
mitted-to flying each year from the 
non-flying’ personnel of the regular 
army, from West Point and from 
civil life. : 

The School of Aviation Medicine 
grew out of a medical experiment 


applied to flying conditions, which 
was set up at Mitchel Field during 
the war. Since the war, it has been 
developed into a regular school for 
training flight surgeons—that is to 
say, surgeons assigned to he with 
and to observe, both-on the ground 
and in the air, the flying personnel, 
and to see to it that the individuals 
shall he regularly fit to fly, or, if 
they are not fit, shali not be allowed 
to fy. RA ; 

Out of the experience of the flight 
surgeon who doés fly with the men— 
and flies with them on long flights, 
which are the real test of the man 
in the air—out of this experience 
comes the following analysis of the 
situation: x 

The flier on the ground is just 
like any ordinary man—rather, we 
will say, like any ordinary athiete 
in training. But in the air he is a. 
new man... He is a man in an eéle- 
ment new to man. 
dimensions, but in three, with all 
that that implies. To be considered 
are all his reactions to the new con- 
ditions encountered, and these have 
to be considered for each individual. 

There is, to name only one, the 
matter of altitude, which, generally 
speaking, affects men as does al- 
cohol. It makes some gay, some 
overconfident. and. foolish, some 
eantankerous, some sleepy. But it 
by no means follows that the per- 
son who gets gay in the air is the 
same who gets gay in his cups. The 
effects may be opposite. 

The essential is that for a thor- 
oughly efficient care of the’man in 
the air the surgeon must watch each 
Man in the air—a practical condition 
which the supply of flight surgeons 
does not now admit. A corollary is 
that the flight. surgeon must know 
men in the air—which calls for a 
deal of flying on his part. Obviously 
the job is a very special one, like 
the aviator’s own job, and must-have 
a lot of time devoted to it. 
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ANHATTAN ASLAND bas 
become a city of light- 
houses.

‘lamps that burn on top of the Wool- 
worth Building, 702 feet in the air, 
and the sixteen 500-watt lamps on 
the Standard Oi! Building are promi- 
nent features of New York's night 
aura, but they do not shine as far 
or mean as much to the mariner as 
the institute's light.

enslave her senses and make her 
throw common caution to the winds. 
She was on trial for her life. Her 
love affairs were over, and at last 
(but too late) she was free to use 
her mind without interference from | 
her passions. How she used it is a 
matter of common knowledge. The 
account of her defense, with the best 
legal ability in England arrayed 
aigainst her, proves remarkahie 
ncumen, astonishing ingenuity. 
These four women are outstanding 
examples of the combination Of 
brains and physical beauty in wo- 
man. As a matter of fact, mental 
ability of a pronounced kind is far 
less rare in- women than in men, 
while good looks are met with—in 
most countries, although not in all— 
as commonly in men as jn women. 
Strange to say, literary women 
ure; atid seem always to have been, 
far from good-looking. Lady Mary 
Wortley-Montagu and Madame de 
Révigné are exceptions; but as their 
‘writing took the form of letters, it 
was scarcely literature in the ordi- 
nary sense—although Madame de 
Sévigné's letters now rank with the 
classics in French literature. This 
lady may perhaps be accounted the 
hest-looking of the women authors. 
But the five giantegses of litera- 
ture—Madame de S8Staél, George 
Sand, Jane Austen, Charlotte Bronté 
and George Eliot—were all plain. 
Jane Austen, it is true, was pretty 
" in her youth. Madame de Staé] ad- 
mitted that she would exchange all 
her genius for a pretty face, and 
George Eliot is said to have been 
~ somewhat sensitive about her ugli- 
ness., Elizabeth Barrett Browning, 
after Sappho probably the first of 
women poets, was very plain. But 
Vigée Lebrun, possibly the best- 
known of women painters, appears 
in the famous portrait of herself and 
: little daughter, strikingly pretty. 


Indeed, when one siders the 
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rarity of real talent and the com- 
parative rarity of supreme beauty 
in women, it is really surprising to 


find these two qualities united as 


often .as they are and have been. 
And it is probable that the combina- 
tion would be more frequently met 
with if only pretty women were not 
#0 pleased with themselves as to con- 
sider that further efforts, in any. di- 
rection whatever, are unnecessary. 


Conceited, Not. Stupid 


It is conceit, rather than stupidity, 
that has given pretty women the 
reputation for ‘‘dumbness.’’ Renan, 
in his “Origins of Christianity,"’ 
when condemning the attitude of the 
early Christians toward the beauty 
of women (they looked upon. it. as 
something-evil) wrote: .‘‘A beautiful 
woman expresses one aspect of the 
divine aim, one of God's ends, as 
much as ddées a man of genius or a 
virtuous woman. She knows this, 
and hence her pride. * * * She 
knows well that without wit, without 





talent, without much virtue she 
counts among the highest manifesta- 


It is precisely because so many 
beautiful women are satisfied with 
being ‘‘among the highest manifes- 
tations of God"’ that they donot 


take the~trouble to, cultivate their |” 


minds, This, however; does not 
essarily imply that they hav 
minds to cultivate. Indeed, down- 
right stupidity is a fatal bar to. beau- 
ty. For not even the most frivolous 
young man can really admire that 
dull and heavy expression of the eyes 
infallibly betraying lack. of intel- 
ligence. ™ 

There is another explanation of the 
apparent stupldity of pretty women— 
one that completely exonerates them 
from blame. A pretty girl or woman 


is, as long as beauty lasts, besieged |- 


ing when love and caresses~are of- 
. fered her at all times? True, she 
could, if she so desired, turn from 
her admirers and embrace scholar- 





ship instead, But what right have we 
vo demand that because a woman is 
pretty she should cease to be human? 
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‘}leader could drive ali the lobbyists

His belief Was con- 
firmed in his own mihd when, dur- 
ing the past Summer, he made a 
study at first hand of legislative 
practices in Great Britain, France 
and Germany. 

“Theorize as we may, cite the ex- 
ample of other’ coutitries as you 
please, the hard fact remains that 
thts country can be governed satis- 
factorily in no other way than by 
one of two_major political parties,” 
he said. ‘‘I like stability and respon- 
sibility. I like to see legislation as 
the product of calm, dispassionate, 
deliberate debate, not as the result 
of bluster and back-alley trading 
among groups. 

Lobbyist Not- Wanted 

“We are firmly resolwed upon the 
maintenance of the independence of 
Congress and will submit to mo dit- 
tation from outside sources, whether 
it comes from other branches of the 
Government or organized groups 
representing interested or vocal mi- 
norities of any kind. This I can tell 
you: - The professional lobbyist will 
not be persona grata in the Speak- 
er’s office.”’ 

Which shows an emerging ‘‘Nick’’ 
Longworth somewhat different in 
manner from the one to whom a 
witty retort about lobbyists once 
was credited: Replying to a Demo-

On a slightly higher ‘level 
was a structure enclosing the Court 
of the Women and the Court of the 
High Priests, and in thé centre of 
the latter was the Temple proper. It 
is in the matter of colonnades 
around courts that Jerusalem re- 
sembles Chichen Itza. 

The colonnade on the south side of 
the Haram .es-Sherif, for instance, 
was four columns deep with a wall 
on the outside, but entirely open on 
the inside. Roman arches were used 
in it. The buildings to be seen to- 
day in the ancient temple enclosure 
of Jerusalem are on almost even 
chronology with the .remains at 
Chichen Itza, but are no longer 
similar in architectural detail. The 
Dome of the Rock, believed by most 
authorities to mark the site of the 
earliest altar place, was erected in 
1022 by Hakim and decorated by the 
Nlustrious Saladin in 1189. The Aksa 
Mosque, partly built of re-used ma- 
teriais from a Christian basilica, ‘s 
placed about 1225. 
~ At Chichen Itza the buildings of 
the purely Mayan style are before 
the thirteenth century. The Em- 
peror Quetzalcoatl, who invented 
new orders in art and ceremony, was 
a man of consequence in Central 
America for a part of the time that 
Jerusalem was being held against 
the Saracens by the Crusaders 
(1008 to 1187). We know that this 
ittustrious Toltec warrior, priest and 
‘scientist established the Toltec cal- 
endar in imitation of the Mayan cal- 
endar in 1168 and that he controlled 
the destinies of Chichen Itza for 
some sixteen years before his death 
in 1208. Few Toltec buildings carry 
dates, but we know that the splendid 
and typical Temple of the High

The Tecpan at Chichen I[tza is an 
irregular space with a low surround- 
ing wall which.” measyrea roughly 
2,000 by 1,300 feet and ix about 
one and one-half times as large as 
the ceremonial enclosure at Jerusa- 
lem. The Group. of the Thousand 
Columns lies on the eastern side of 
the Tecpan of Chichen Itza and con- 
sista of long colonnades together 
with an irregular assemblage. of 
temples on pyramids. There is a 
large court which may have been the 
residence of the priests and religious 
orders. 

Examination of these “huildings 
with’ columns four and five deep 
shows that they had a wall at the 
back and were entirely open in front, 
exactly after the arrangement de- 
scribed for the third temple at 
Jerusalem. It was once thoukht 
thaf the many columns in these 
strange buildings ‘supported the 
beams: of flat ceilings, as is still 
the. case in the adobe houses of 
Mexico. The archaeologists of the 
Carnegie ‘Institution have demon- 
strated, however, that such was not 
the case. They supported beams, it 
is true, but over these beams were 
built typical. Mayan vaults of con- 
crete faced with cut stone. 


A Fatal Weakness 


The wooden beams, although of 
hard and heavy zapote wood, were a 
fatal weakness. There is evidence 
that some of these beams began to 
give way in ancient times and were 
shored up by hastily constructed 
walls. The Toltec innovation of 
vaults bver sagging timbers reduced 
the safety of Mayan construction. 
As @ result the vaults of these colon- 
nade buildings have all fallen, while 
Mayan temples of much earlier date 
are intact. It is true that the Tem- 
ple. of Quetzalcoat] has_in the sanc- 
tuary two columns supporting the 
vault work, but here the chamb 


dramas. /From the -front of Quet- 
zalcoati’s temple there is. a. view 
down the Sacred Way which leads 
to the cavernous pool of sacrifice 
called the Sacred Cenote. 

These architectural detatis tell the 
story of the arts of two people merg- 
ing‘into one. The Toltecs were on a 
much lower plane of civilization than 
the Mayas whom they had con- 
quered. Their religion was -mostly 
directed . toward success in war 
rather than toward success in -agri- 
culture and other peaceful pursuits. 
Tribute flowing in from distant na- 
tions made them wealthy in gold 
and precious stones, in the ar- 
Togance of this new weaith they im- 
posed new schemes for seif-giorifi- 
cation upon the Mayan artists and 
architects, who were their unwillifig, 
subjects. 

Qn the religious side the temples 
of Chichen Itza tell a story very dif- 
ferent from those of Jerusalem. The 
religion of the Mayas was in strong 
contrast to that of the Toltecs. The 
Mayas, who drew wisdom and des- 
tIny from the stars, made little if, 
any use of human sacrifice. The 
native recofds over and over again 
assert that this hard religious prac- 
tice _ was introduced from Mexico. 
The evidence shows the Quetzalcoatl 
was won over to the Mayan concept 
of milder sacrifices and especially 
of personal penance. But the other 
Toltecs would have none of this, 
and their priests taught that human 
hearts were the proper food for the 
gods. 

Dreadful as this cult seems to us 
today, it would be well to remem- 
ber that Jerusalem suffered no less 
than Chichen Itza from passionate 
rancor. This did not take the 
form of ceremonial sacrifice, but it 
did result in enormous loss of human 
tife from’ a religious motive. A let-

are called Atlantean 
supports, but they do not provide 
an argument in favor of the lost 
Atlantis, as a recent writer asserts. 

The Temple of the Warriors is the 
largest of these Toltec buildings as 
yet excavated. Tt has sixteen rec- 
tangular* columns, richly decorated 
and about fifteen feet in height, in 
addition to the two plumed serpents 
in the doorway. The pyramidal 
foundation rises in terraces, along 
each of which-there is a frieze of 
sculptured eagles, jaguars, &c., eat- 
ing haman hearts. These are the | 
birds and beasts of prey that were 
the special patrons of warriors. Tle 
restoration of this building hag pro- 
ceeded far. The columns have all 
been set. up and work of repairing 
the retaining walls of the pyramid 
and of replacing steps in the mag- 
nificent stairway is well along to- 
ward completion. 

On the opposite side of the Tecpan 
at Chichen Itza from the Group of 
the Thousand Columns ties the 
Great Ball Court with three temples, 
the one called the Temple of the 
Jaguars being especially ornat®. It 
has a frieze of ambling jaguars, 
which passes entirely around the 
buildings, and other designs repre- 
senting shields and intertwined ser- 
pias: “ 

In a wide open space is the pyr- 
amid of Quetzalcoat], temple and 
structure, reaching a height of 105 
feet. The main doorway is toward 
the north and one looks down from 
the dizzy height on two low plat- 
forms with sculptured sides which

Gruesome Art 


The Mayas had sacrificed fruit and 
game on the altars of their gods. 
The Toltecs sacrificed human beings, 
at least at the principal ceremonies. 
The gruesome subject is rather com- 
mon in Toftec art. We find pictures 
of men bent over altars and held 
down by priests while their hearts 
are. being cut out, and we see 
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jaguars and eagies,” the patron 
beasts of prey for the military or- 
ders, eating hearts. 

Then there were sacrifices per- 
formed at the Sacred Cenote, the 
great pool SO feet down in the lime- 
Stone plain, into which girls and 
boys. and sometimes adultes were 
hurled along with objects of jade and 
gold and quantities of incense. Here 
the purpose of the sacrifice was not 
merely to kill, for if any person sur- 
vived a certain time he or she was 
drawn out and was supposed to have 
learned the destiny of the year from 
under-water gods. This ceremony 
appears to have been wholly Toltec, 
the only sacrifices of original Mayan 
manufacture being those of heirloom

Tawdry Farce—“Rip Van Winkle” 
 Reawakened 


; 7 
URING the course of three acts 
in Ludwig Thoma’s ‘'Morals,”’ 
put.on this week by the Actors’ 
Theatre, the blood-red banner 
of righteousness passes quickly from 
one hand to another, and finally waves 
exultingly and. ironically ‘over ‘the 
worst rogue~in the 
play. In the first act, during a re- 
ception, the flatulent vain-boasting of 
the Society for the Suppression of Vice 
seems rather more holy than the cyni- 
eal gibes of the incredulous women 
folk, who: decry organized public re- 
form. ‘Wha dares intimate that the 
sanctity of the homes (where our, wo- 
men are fittingly enshrined, &c., &c.) 
~» should not be preserved? Who would 
‘mot protect innocent children from the 
poisonous miasma of the streets? For 
the time being the proud, unsmirched 
“banher graces the form of Herr Beer- 
man, President of the crusading soci- 
ety, head-apparent of an unexception- 
able family, who is leading the forces 
of ostentatious virtue. 

As in the case of morals generally, 
however, the banner cannot always 
celebrate the same point of view. For 
morals remain in a state of.flux,. pass- 
ing from one idea to another to suit

And in the 
final scene the banner; washed in 
blood, ‘flaps proudly: above the noble 
dome of. the worst Pecksniff: of them 
all,..For “‘life is a-varicature of what 
i is trying to be.” 

This fickle course of the banner of 
righteousness may indicate the mor-

**Morals’’’ recounts the confusion of 
public moralists when the truth about 
their private life is discovered in the 
@iary of a professional amoureuse 
whose trade has been temporarily up- 
set by the clumsy interference of the 
police. ‘The playwright. maked short 
work of his reformers. Herr Beerman 
becomes ridiculous in the eyes of his 
wife; and lest the playgoers put that 
@own as merely a commonplace of the 
Herr Beerman be- 
comes ridiculous in the eyes of the 
law, the prisoner at the bar and his 
fellow-suppressors of vice.. In the 
meantime Thoma discovers several 
paradoxes in the customs of good so- 
@iety. He suggests that although vice 


, wears a hideous mien for the poor, it 


is the polite prerogative of the rich, 


and is coarse only when ¢ vulgar po- 


lice force intervenes. An iconoclasih on 
the stage; a platitude in life. Juvenai 
made the distinction more urbanely: 
*“The click of the castanets, songs too

Theatre in the choice of plays, the 
performance is quite up to the stand- 
ard. In ensemble acting the players 
slap life into this.rusty, creaky-drama., 
Their projection of. ‘‘Morals”’ is a 
veritable rag, tag and bobtail of low 
comedy, whooped up and gagged. All 
the types represented in the skit have 
been heavily accented. The supercili+ 
ous young novelist is supercilious In- 
deed. The dissembling vice erusader is 
dissembling indeed. The grave pro- 
fessor who reads pornographic ‘litera, 
ture soléfy in the interest of innocent 
children; the police official whose zeal 
for publi decency goes. beyond the 
bounds of departmental discretion; the 
obsequious clerk who trembles in the 


presence of his master; the patrolman’ 


who is: none too confiderit of his au- 
thority; the notorious Madame «de 
Hauteville’ herself—are all laid on 
thick and sticky. ‘‘Morals’’ is capital 
Yough-and-tumble.. acting. But as 
Santayana once remarked of life out- 
side the theatre! “The performance 
may be astonishing; but the achieve- 
ment is mean.’’

Potential Satiric Comedy. 

T least three qualities In Rachel 
Crothers’s play, “A Lady's 
Virtue,’’ now at the Bijou, de- 

serve to count for more than they 
do—the adroit exposition of character, 
the sense of the comic and the skill 
in play construction. 
of Mrs. Sally Halstead, who does not 
quite dare the irrevocable with her 
lover, most of the characters cut 
deeper than type. Although Miss 
Crothers is portraying, on the one hand 
the usual ‘elements of provincial 
American life, stolid in the old folk 
and rebellious in the young, and on 
the other the Continental, cosmopoli- 
tan artist, she is not by that sign 
dealing in surfaces. Sufficient proof 
of this is the final act, in which Mrs. 
Halstead, her husband and Mme, Sis- 
son, the, adventuress in love, all hold 
to the definitions Miss Crothers has 
made in the. opening scenes. Indeed, 
so much is this a comedy of character 
that the conclusion is largely fore- 
gone, For the situation is not suf- 
ficiently penetrating to make a thor- 
ough test of the characters, We 
know them as well in the first act 
as in the last. 

Miss Crothers’s sense of the comic 
emerges from the’ scénes in which 
she puts her opposing elements to- 
gether. / As the curtain rises wé have 
the. bourgeois Mrs. Lucas quite upset 
at the prospect of entertaining a for- 
eign celebrity; the homely discussion 
of the fitness of apple r:: to the, sen- 
sitive organism of the singing ar- 
tiste; the masculine complaints at 
dressing for dinner two nights in suc- 
cession; the embarrassment of for- 
eign languages and strange Conti- 
nental manners. If these homely in- 
cidents be stigmatized as-old stuff, 
the retort is that Miss Crothers has 
expressed them through character; 
and that the actors do not roll their 
lines under their tongues 1ike choice 
morsels. Occasionally Miss. Crothers 
distills her: comic sense into its com 
ponent | parts. The half-liberated 
Mrs. Halstead says’ to her husband: 
“T am just as wise as you are.’ 
**You ought to be ashamed of your- 
self,” he shouts back. 

Finally, the play has been skillfully 
put together, The characters are intro- 
duced without. too much clanking | of 
the machinery; the story develops 
rapidly; thé curtains drop on the hot- 
test moments, and throughout the by- 
play keeps the pace fairly steady. The 
two scenes. of the. final act represent 
the logical conclusion of the premises, 
In one Mrs. Halstead at her lover’s 
rooms finds that she is not nearly so 
wicked as she had hoped to be. In 
other Mr. Halstead finds the 
of domesticity curbing the flight of his 
passionate holiday with Mme.

And that 
must be the conclusion also of -the 
present incredulous and’ hard-hearted 
generation of theatre-goers who saw 
it, sixty years after its first perfor- 
mance, in revival at the new Repertory 
Theatre of Boston, with Francis Wil- 
son in the famous role. For the many 
children in the audience it proved to 
be great fun, often sending them into 
peals of hysterical laughter and ex- 
cited clapping of little hands; “‘Rip’’ 
might very well do for an. annual 
Christmas pantomime. For many el- 
derly people in the audience it re- 
vived pleasant. memories ofa remote 
period in American drama, before the 
Philistines carried the stage and in- 
sisted on talking about themselves, 
For the younger playgoers, beholding 
the. thrice-famed ‘‘Rip’’ for the first, 
and perhaps only, time, it seemed 
ponderous, motionless and quaint in 
dialogue and humor.- In form, it/xe- 
sembled light opera without. the ad- 
vantage of music.

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A NOTE ABOUT MYSELF

HE charge of writing autobiog- 
raphy -thinly. disguised as fic- 
tion is so often. brought against 
a new and especially a young 
author that I should like to disclaim 
at once any. identification with my 
hero, Roger. Woodley is not myself, 
nor his story my story. I should be 
far from denying, however, that I 
have shared many of his emotions— 
emotions which I believe are shared, 
consciously or unconsciously, by all 
save the most insensitive of boys. I 
experienced many of his puzzles, won- 
dered about the same things as. he 
does, although ‘perhaps not so vividly, 
and wrote the same sort of imitative 
verse and stories. 

My own. school days were not par- 
ticularly happy; almost all my friends 
I have met ‘since I left school. I 
badly needed a confidant, perhaps that 
is why I have given Ringer to Wood- 
ley. I wrote a fair amount at that 
time, but I kept it quiet more or less 
until I_réached tha Sixth form, which 
happened. to “be going through an 
“intellectual’’ phase and so, though 
it was Deyer enthusiastic,.at least 
was not disposed to laugh at me. 
Luckily, my parents were interested 
in my writing, so that I found my 
audience at home. ™ 

Unless the. wish.is fathering the 
memory, I believe I invented stories 
before I could write. At any rate I 
distinctly ‘remember two tragedies of 
Anne. Boleyn ‘and Mary Queen of 
Scots, written at the age of 7. It is 
a source of lasting regret to me that 
the manuscripts have perished.

I think it was about fifteen years 
ago that I first saw Mr. Kahn. I had 
just left Emporia, Kan., flat—it is 
prairie country out there-and was 
walking down Fifth Avenue with an- 
other newspaper man when suddenly 
hé said, “Excuse me for pointing, but 
there goes Otto Kahn.’’ I had been in 
New York long enough to know that 
Otto Kahn was the Métropolitan Opera 
Company,- so I scanned with, more 
than passing interest the dynamic fig- 
ure: The Roaring Forties were some- 
thing of an adventure in those days 
for Mr, Kahn, too, for then his ac- 
tivities jumped from the Metropolitan 
in Thirty-ninth to the New Theatre in 
the Sixties. I had -no way of knowing 
then that a- dozen years later I would 
be sitting in the shadow of Wall Street 
in the banking offiee of the man whose 
name even then was beginning to be

Fortunately, my first venture with 
this amazing Italian, the production of

thor,’” had come out happily—that is, 
I hadn’t lost much, which means 
happy in the show business; but then 
the investment was not heavy, since 
the production only called for one 
black: frock, $86; one gentleman's red 
wig, $20, and one faded garden drop, 
$100, while ‘‘Henry-IV,’’ or ‘'The 
Living Mask,’’ as we renamed it, 
needed palace interiors. After, some 
conferring, Dr. Arthur Livingston, 
Pirandello’s official translator, and I 
stirred up interest in the Italy-Amer- 
ica Society, Then came the -stimmons 
from downtown. Mr. Otto Kahn would 
like to see us. He was, it seemed, a 
member of the society, but wished to 
do more than his share as a member, 
And then I remember he spoke in this 
manner: 

"Tt is my privilege, gentlemen, to be 
an amateur in the theatre, and it is the 
province of the amateur to contribute 
his enthusiasm and when possible his 
means. Otherwise, he would have no 
place there. I do not ask that your 
venture make money, nor yet that my 


investment be returned. I-know that.

Broadway gos@p and not the donor, I 
am violating no confidencée in assert- 
ing the Venture cost 965,000, But that 
is not the most amazing part of the 
story. I at told Mr. Kahn is willing 
to go on to the next production, The 
Gull Killer,’’ a tale-of the sea, al- 
though he must know by now that 
Mr. Geddes, the producer, will never 
be content until Mr. Geddes, the de- 
signer, has built him a_ practical 
ocean. It would seem, then, that there 
is some truth to’ the report that Mr. 
Kahn's theatrical losses are the chief 
reason for the reduction bf the surtax. 

In the fifteen years I have been 
studying the streets called Main and 
Broad a great change has come to the 
business called-show business, Some 
of us in it would say “called’’ was used 
advisedly. Gaze on this picture first. 
Fifteen years ago Broadway had about 
thirty legitimate theatres; today she 
boasts ‘nearly seventy... In the season 
beginning in 1010, 182 productions 
were made in these playhotses;- last 
year the number was 264. : 


The Theatre and Its Rivals. 


There is no way of-accurately gaug- 
ing the increase in the number of 
playgoers, Offhand I should say that 
they, too, had doubled. The motor, 
the movies and the rAdi- have all had 
their effect, but not. to the extent we 
are sometimes led to believe. The mo- 
tor contriyes to keep people out of 
the theatre in pleasant weather, but, 
on the other hand. it enables thou- 
sands to attend who could not other- 
wise when the weather ig inclement. 
The movies have nossibly taken some 
patrons from balconies and galleries, 
but for every one they have lured 
away they have undoubtedly sent back 
many who learned about plays through 
them. The radio ig a deterrent, but 
only on special occasions is it a real 
menace, The radio one holiday night 
last year, wheh McCormack and other 
famous artista were on the .air, 
wrought havoc with theatre audien 
Likewise the pré-radio election ni 
when countless thousands filled even 
the standing room:in theatres, passing 
the time until the lights on The Times 
Building should flash fed or green, are 
a thing of memory, now that the voice 
of the loud-speaker is heard in the 
land. Last Nov. 8 no more people 
attended the theatre at night than 
voted for Mylan by day. 

The Theatre Problem. 


More important than this trilogy in 
shaping the destinies of the theatre in 
New York-are two factors—real estate 
values and ticket brokers, There was 
a time not so long ago when any fair 
sort of a play could have @ fair sort 
of a run. Now a fair sort of a play, 
or @ fine play, or &@ poor play will run 
a fortnight or a season, will be a hit 
‘or a failure. It cannot have a fair 
sort’of a run, for there is no middle 
ground. It’s either in or it’s ont, it, 
clicks or it doesn’t, as we say in the 
argot of Broadway. 

Real estate is responsible in this

of risk to his shoulders, The receipts 


then must be appreciable to enable 
him to. continue without heavy loas., 
Oné might think that the theatre man- 
ager would be willing to allow the play 
to remain so long as he made a com- 
fortable. profit, but every play before 
its New York premiere is a potential 
knock-out, and as his ghare of capac 
ity in the average theatre is about 
$7,000 a week, naturally hé wants to 
keep trying until he haa landed a hit, 


Ticket Speculating. 

The ticket speculators part is an- 
other story, and a more complicated 
one, Briefly, it is that the bulk of 
tickets are sold through kers who 
oharge anything from». cents ad- 
vande to all the traffico.-will bear. 
Three, four and five dollars are pre« 
miums per seat/ gouged out of the pub- 
lic for the biggest hits’ by certain of 
the speculators, The result is that the 
amusement budget of any individyal 
covers about one-fifth of the territory 
it did im the days when- -tickets were 
sold at the box office or for only a 
50-cent premium. New York theatre- 
goers want what they want when the 
other fellow wants it, so that a fuil 
house is rather to be chosen than a 
great play. 

The cut-rate ticket is another deter- 
mining factor. By supplying Joe Le. 
blang with blocks of tiokéts at rates 
less than one-half thei? face value, he 
in turn selling at half price; a power- 
ful agency has been built up to the 
point of a monopoly in cheaper seats. 
Through this agency seats for between 
twenty and forty plays oan be bought 
at half price. 

A reform im the system of market- 
ing tickets, both ag to excessive pre- 
miums and cut rates, would revolu- 
tionize the show business in New York. 
When or whende this reform. will 
come ho man can gay. I was one of 
& cOmmittee of managers who devoted 
a hot Summer two years ago trying to 
solve At, but because of jealousies, 
suspicions and envigs it was proved 
that help must come from without. 


The Vanishing Road. — 


Now for the road. Not so many 
years ago plays were produged with 
both eyes on the road and only 4 
Squint at New York, for the road was 
wheré the money was made. Now the 
opposite obtains, for while New York 
may be capricious, the road is so to 
the point of not caring at all. Pre- 
viously ‘any play with a New York 
run behind it would earn large profits 
on the road. Now New York runs 
mean nothing. The current season 
has furnished two notable .examples. 


““The Firebrand,” one of last season’s 


biggest successes, has just returned 
after a disastrous tour, although most 
of the original cast Was kept intact. 
“Silence,” a mystery Melodrama Man- 
hattan enjoyed, found the road apa- 
thetic, although H. B. Warner con- 
tinued in the play. I had a similar 
experience four years ago with “Enter 
Madame,’’ which, after forty-three 
prosperous weeks in New York, found 
the road rough going. Freak plays 
like ‘‘Able’s Irish Rose,” ‘‘The Bat," 
“The Cat“ and the Canary” and 
“White Cargo” can pitch their tents 
in almost any community and play 
to a profit, as can certain of the more 
popular stars, but except for these and 
musical plays, which are a law unto 
themselves and-are not included in 
this survey, the road no. longer exists. 
New York, Chicago, Boston, Philadel- 
phia—the rest is silence except for 
weeks in Detroit, Pittsburgh, Wash- 
ington; Atlantic City and a few other 
scattered cities. There are vast ter- 
ritories that have been elosed to the 
spoken drama for years and only pene- 
trated by ‘‘Abie’s Irish Rose.’* 
Another angle, to thé relationship 
between Broadway and the Hinterland 
has to do with try-outa; With a few 


of the constantly exceptions, most managers ‘prefer to 





produce their plays out of town, in 
order to view play and players and 
perfect the performatice before facing 


| critical New York. While the custom 


has its obvious merits, one of the prin- 


cipal drawbacks 1s that the (opinion | 


of the dog. towns rarely ever coin- 
cide with New York’s dictum, A 
recent case in point is that of a play 
presented An Pittsburgh a fortnight 
ago to sensational business, and subse- 
quently in Rochester with similar re-

were the reviews. 


The Cost of “Failure.” 

Bo here the producers, between the 
Boylla. and Charybdis of New York 
and the provinces, trying to guess 
what will please one or the other and 
generally in between. ‘‘In be- 
‘tween’ means a loss of from $15,000 
to $50,000; I should say $20,000 was 
@ low estimate of the average loss 
of' an unsuccessful play under -the 
present régime. All our love for the 
theatre: couldn't keep us Sut of jail 
and in the game were it not for the 
SU nr th aice nee fos eh ae 
profit. of frém $100,000 to $1,000,000. 

Whenever & new little group rears 
its head in New York or an ambitious 
young producer appears looking for 
more newspaper columns: to conquer, 
he announces hig intention of estab- 
lishing a repertory theatre with a res- 
ident group of players. The announée- 
ment is all that ever comes of it, and 
if I am any prophet. is all that can 
ome of it in New York..The redsons 
are two: First, the New York public 
has néver taken kindly to the broken 
bill-or the interrupted run. It will not 
Adjust its social activities to non con- 
secutive performances. It expects a 
play to be in a certain place when it 
wants it and ‘if it is not thére it won’t 


-wait. Half of the psychology of stic- 


cess is the unbroken sequence. There 
isa tradition, backed by experience, 
that a run once bfoken is hever the 
same, The second reason is that com- 
petition is so keen that one must give 
a play every possible aid, and the pro- 
ducer who chooses his cast from a 
permanent company of two or fifty 
players cannot hope to compete with 
one. who chooses his from the avail- 
able 10,000. This is an age of sy ‘ciali- 


zation in the theatre as well as out,’ 


and we fill our casts with specialists. 
The Theatre Guild, the most conspi¢u- 
ously successful exponent of the group 
theatre, started with the idea of keép- 
ing a permanent company. It still 
has,

Favorable Signs. 

And so conditions being what they 
are in New York and in the provincés, 
the time wasnevyer more’ propitious 
fot the community theatre, whether 
it be Little, municipal or collegiate. 
New York has no monopoly on the 
drama. Wherever a platform can be 
reared by people who love it, there 
the theatre is. Consider what the 
Misses Lewisohn have wrought with 
their Neighborhood Playhouse—a res- 
ident group of young players drafted 
from the polyglot east side, whose 
performanoes of unusual plays and an 
annual original revue draw the most 
distinguished audiences in New Yor. 
Consider the debt the American tho- 
atre and Harvard University owe Pro- 
fessor George Pierce Baker for his

walls. And lastly consider the work 


of the institution to whom We are in- 


debted for this frolic, and the large 
number of young men and women 
thoroughly trained in every branch of 
the theatre that it is turning out. 

You who are engaged in Little the- 
atre work are more conversant with 
ite activities gnd achievements than 
we whose time is consumed trying to 
guess.what the fickle public -wanta. 
Rumors of what Pasadena and Sinta 
Barbara and Philadelphia and Cleve- 
land are doing reach our ears. But 1 
am looking forward to the time when 
we in New York shall have to know 
what you are doing in order to keep 
up with our competitors, when you 
with your playhouse out where rent is 
cheaper, supported by loyal subscrip- 
tion audiences, will be sending us 
plays of the American scene written 
by your own dramatists, and with 
players to act them schooled within 
your walls, God knows :we need them 
both,

For shallow modernists the chief 
fault seemed to be a thinness through- 
ut the entire fabrication, not except- 
ing the part.

sion, The humors pluck the same 
string throughout — the henpecked 
husband who blabs the rancors of 
domesticity all over the marketplace, 
in dialect. ‘If ‘she falls in the water 
now,’’ says Rip, slyly,. ‘‘she must 
schwim.’’ ‘She's keeping something 
hot for me,” he says once again. 
“Dinner?’’ inqui his companion. 
“No, the broomstick.” . “Why did you 
stay out all night?’ Gretchen . asks 
ngly. ‘Because; I wanted to 
get up early in the morning,’* Rip re- 
sponds, with a clever smirk, Even Mr. 
Wilson cannot make these unpreten- 
tious humors enjoyable through a per- 
formance.of more than three hours.

Wistful Stage Offering ‘Transformed 


By De Mille Into Flamboyant Film 





By MORDAUNT HALL. 


T is so like Cecil B. De\ Mille to 
handle a ‘wistful, gentle theme 
with the clatter and bang of mod- 
ernism. In his film conception of 

“The Road to Yesterday” one is im- 
Pressed (in spite of the screen's 
silence) with constant noise and con- 
fusion, which effect is helped out by 
the orchestra .playing a score de- 
manded by the thunderous strokes in 
this production. The subtle charm of 
the original play has been trodden to 
@arth and there arises a chaos of ideas 
that breaks upon the mind like the 
@taccato sound of a structural iron- 
worker's pneumatic: hemmer. 

How much nicer it would have been 
to tell-the story as it was told on the 
wetage! What a relief-it would have 
been to observe that Mr: De Mille had 
done this! He had, *however, a cher- 
ished idea, which is. worked out with 
marked cleverness. In the play, the 
title of which is enough to convey its 
enchanting motif. a girl falls asleep 
after visiting the British Museum and 
hearing friends and relatives glibly 
talking of reincarnation. There was 
- the, impossible person who imagined he 

had been Oliver Cromwell and there 
was another who had been some other 
mighty personage. It was a dream, 
and in the end the girl awakens won- 
dering how the’ peoplé all brought 
themselves back to the present day. 

Apparently this was much too so‘t 

and sweet for Mr. De Mille, so in lieu 
of having a visit to the museum, he 
Gecided to have a train wreck. It isa 
good train wreck, one of the finest, if 


jacket and putting it on backwards, 
so as to get the effect of the clerical 
collar. This, with a lampshade over 
his head, ‘is assuredly ludicrous but 
hardly funny, any more than was the 
peeping bellboy in “Male and Fe- 
mate,"’ which was adapted from Bar- 
rie's ‘‘Admirable Crichton.’’ 

The Weak-Ankled Pirate. 
~~Leon Errol, who made his screen 
bow in the film version of ‘‘Sally,” 
returns in a far more captivating 
effort entitled “Clothes Make the 
Pirate.” The humar is a trifle broad, 
but there is no doubt that Mr. 8 
is effective, especially when, after Le- 
ing seen as a cringing, henpecked 
tailor with & ragged beard, he bursts 
forth in the raiment of a successful 
buccaneer, having been mistaken for 
a noted sea robber who had stirred 
up no little fear on the Spanish Main. 
Much is expected of this gentle tailor. 
His one ambition in life was to be a 
pirate and gloat over the sight of his 
enemies ‘walking the plank while he 
stands with folded atms refusing to 
extend mercy to them. On discov- 
ering that his pet desire has come to 
pass, this _ “Trembie-at-Evil” Tidd, 
after boarding the real pirate craft, 
seems to have a change of heart. He 
does not quite like facing the fire of 
the guns. He believes that the attack 
is too awe-inspiring for him to leave 
his cabin. The.Errolean ankles play 
strange pranks with this novitiate 
pirate, and he is kept explaining that 
the weakness in -his nether limbs is 
due to an old wound. Prior to the 
engagement between his craft and that 





‘mot the finest train wreck that: has

Dragged Back to the Ages. 

The heroine of the De Mille edition 
is one of the passengers bound for San 
Francisco. There are four other char- 
acters aboard the train, and just before 
the crash comes a minister, a young 
upstart and the girl are in one com- 
partmeht. There is a scuffle between, 
the young: upstart and the minister- 
hero, an encounter which is far from 
eonvincing. Then the 
wreck, with the headlights of the 
engine plowing through; the. coaches. 
The compartment is ovérturned and 
the occupants imprisoned in the débris. 
There is the cloud. of escaping steam, 
and through this, crossing the screen, 
Mr. De Mille drags his characters 
back into the Elizabethan era, ywear- 
“ing costumes suiting that period, as 
dreamed by the unconscious heroine. 
The young upstart who had bragged 
that he was Sir Walter Raleigh turns 
eut to. be an unkempt variet in a 
tap-room, while the minister is seen 
as a romantic young man who would 
not scorn to use his sword for a fair 
lady. Whe young man who/ was 
careless in marriage turns up as‘a 
lofdling who is terribly sniitten by the 
heroine’s. good looks... For that reason 
he forgets all about another affair, or 
tries to do so. Theré:is the woman 
who is burned at the stake as a young 
witch, to which scene effort is made 
‘to lend realism, 

Before the adventurous train ride 
the heroine would not wed.the young 
’ gilinister because he would not give up 
the ministry for her gnd the young 
@ian of wealth becomes an agnostic 
because he has a withered arm. 

_ A great deal is made. of this in- 
, Jured limb, and Mr. De Mille presents 
a decidedly effective scene in which 
the surgeons are examining it through 
some peculiar light-rod. . When the 
sufferer discovers that there is no 
cure for the arm, he puts it back in 
: his black ‘sling, goes bver to a. 

poner 
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tly takes ‘away ‘a| 


assume active command. -The ship 
flying the skull and  cross-bones 
emerges triumphant in the encounter, 
and word is brought to the amateur 
Sea-robber that~three women are 
among the prisoners. He goes up on 
deck and is confronted by his wife, 
who - fails- to recognize him without 
his -scraggly beard. 

There are funny scenes in which 
Tidd claims the first woman prisoner, 
and then the second, and finally the 





third. Men are walking the plank; 
but he has sayed the women, Oo are 
his spouse, 4 young naval Lieutenant’s 
fiancée and a notorious French vam- 
pire, Mme. La Tour. To the man who 
had trembled at even the tiny footfall 
of his wife it is not. uninteresting to 


embrace Mme,.- La Tour, . especially 
while his wife is looking on. So he 
gets something out of his piratical ex- 
perience. In the end he returns home, 
after having killed the pirate he im- 
persqnated in a most fortunate duel. 


Tidd fears for the welcome he may 


receive from :«Dame Betsy, and, for- 
getting his mighty presence in braided 
tricorne, ‘brass-buttoned tunic and 
boots,*he slips in through the kitchen 
door and proffers a bundle of wood, 
which his wife had ordered him to 
bring in days before. She is fright- 
ened at his appearance, and justly so, 
considering he was the than who sav 
her life.. Tidd takes heart therefore 
and speaks sharply to her, just to 
show that henceforth he is to be mas- 
ter in his home. 

This story all takes place in the sev- 
enteenth century, and, except where 
Mr. Errol rather overdoes the weak- 
ness in his ankles, it is quite amusing. 
The film contains some _ excellent 
ideas, and they are quite well worked 
out. 

Hollywood's Apaches. 

One of those capricious apache sto- 
ries, with a Hollywood conception of 
Paris, brought Mae Murray to the 
Capitol in a saucy, flippant mood. 
Some youngsters in the wide-open 
spaces will get a queer idea of Paris 
and her police from this improbable 
yarn, for apparently apaches are 
pretty well in control of the French 
capital, and-Police Prefects are given 
to thinking up epigrams as they 
search for. stolen gems. Gaby (Mae 
Murray), not always extensively clad, 
snaps at the Prefect that his men are 
toads and insects, which brings a 
toothful smile to the countenance pf 
the worthy official. He has,a friend, 
who on the Capitol program is de- 
scribed as a Marquis, but who on the 
screen is referred to as an American 
millionaire. At any rate, this individ- 
ual is impersonated by Francis X. 
Bushman, who -is permitted, even as 
the hero of the|picture, to do nothing 
much more than stand stijl. The epi- 
grammatic Prefect invades the privacy 
of Gaby’s room and coolly informs her 
that his friend believes. that she has 
a soul, while he, the Prefect, believes 
that she has some stolen jewels. 

There aré modest borrowings from 
certain French authors, which come 
forth without much drama, and the 
most sympathetic soul in the narra- 
tive—except for the heroine—is An- 
toine, a very nice, gentlemanly 
apache, who in the end is too mer- 
cenary to continue in favor. With the 
blazing . optics of the dainty Gaby 
glued: upon him, this Antoine informs 
Grover, the aforesaid millionaire, that 
the world is full of beautiful women, 
but that there is only one necklace 
worth 5,000,000 francs. 

A feature of this film 1s a really 
good. exhibition of an apache dance, 
and immediately after it Gaby appears 
as an inky-haired Spaniard, which 
gives Miss Murray an opportunity to 
show how her fair skin looks when 
contrasted with a dark wig.

Silent Director ‘of “Big Parade” ! 
Got Results With Menital ‘Telepathy 





VER a table in the Lafayette 
Café, John Gilbert, who; enacts 
the role of Jim Apperson in 
“The Big Parade,’’ insisted the 
other day in the course of a talk on 
the making of that production that 
there was a sort of mental telepathy 
between. King Vidor, the director, and 
the players. He cited instances where 
he and the other members of the cast 
added bits of “business’’ to the situa- 
tions which, it was learned afterward, 
were not only what Mr. Vidor wanted, 
but which he had _ anticipated 
without ‘saying a word to the players. 
He characterized Mr. Vidor as a genius 
of a new school,: a: man Wha says but 
little but who manages to obtain re- 
markable results as he sits, watching 
and thinking, Mr. Gifbert even went 
so far as to’compare Vicor to Strick- 
land, in “The Moon and. Sixpence,’’ 
and declared that Vidor was the type 
of man who, if he became satiated 
with anything, would get.up and leave 
without uttering any. explanation. 
“He is only 30 yegrs old,’’ said Mr. 
Gilbert, and is by no means eloquent, 
He would rather think than talk, 
write or model, But in directing a 
picture he seems to convey some of 
his ideas through his silence better 
than they could be explained by most 
producers. .Renée Adorée, for in+ 
stance, never knew thit she was even 
going to chew gum when we sat down 
together for that scene in ‘The Big 
Parade.’ I had the gum, and as we 
looked at each other I pulled it out 
She didn’t think 
beforehand of swallowing it, but we 
discovered afterward that she was ex- 
pected to do so by Mr. Vidor. There 
is something like an electrical current 
running between that, director's mind 
and the players. He/ may not be a 
believér in such things, and his, only 
creed to mé seems to be kindliness to- 
ward -his’ fellow-beings; however, it 
does not alter the fact that he inspired 
us to do that which he wanted. It 
happened again in the scene I have 
with the dying German, where I slap 
thé enemy soldier in a way suggestive 
of burned-out hatred mingled with 
sympathy, and then give him my*last 
cigarette.

The open jetter of Mr. Charles L, 
Buchanan, published in Sunday's 
Times,-demands, although it does not 
merit, a reply in behalf of Mr, Men, 
gelberg. It*is not for us to bandy 
words about Mr. Mengelberg’s inter- 
pretations or to join in critical contro- 
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versy, but. your worthy correspondent 
has committed errors ef fact and of 
implication which ought, in the inter- 
eats of accuracy, to be corrected. 

We do not know how important an 
authority on Tchaikovsky’ Mr, Bu- 
chanan may. be, although we confess 
fgnorance of his previously. published 
labors in this vineyard. We are 
aware, however, of his unfamiliarity 
with the score of the Fifth Sym: 
phony, which score he accuses. Mr, 
Mengelberg of censoring, editing and 
reorchestrating, 

‘‘Mr. Mengelberg,” coniplains. Mr, 
Buchanan,. ‘deletes a large section of 
the last movement.” The “large sec- 
tion’? to which Mr, Buchanan refers 
consists of about nine pages-in the 
orchestral score, beginning at letter 
“N,” and about three_pages of repeti- 
tion in the march movement. The 
whole last movement occupies seventy- 
nine pages in the score, and simple 
arithmetic will assist any one to a 
computation of how large a ‘‘large 
section'’ ig. 


This elision, however, is not original 
with Mr. Mengelberg. When he con- 
ducted this symphony in Rome about 
‘twenty years ago he was visited by 
Modest Tchaikovsky, brother of the 
composer, who compiimented him‘ on 
hts interpretation.

‘This American was Dr. Edwin W. 
Kemmerer of Princeton University. 
He had gone to Colombia as Chairman 
of a commission of experts, and they 
head recommended the -establishment 
of a.central bank, the Banco #e la Re- 
public. The bill to make this possible 


had been passed three days before, | 


but the expectation was that the work 
would require another six, months. 
Dr. Kemmerer resolved that it should 
be done at once. : 
Holidays Declared. 
This was on a ‘Wednesday }'On the 
Bext;day the Congress, .called in spe- 


¢idl session to pass the Kemmerer || 


Commission bills, was to- adjourn. 
Friday was the Colombian Independ- 
ence Day. At the suggestion of Dr. 
Kemmerer,- President Ospina pro- 
claimed Thursday and Saturday na- 
tional holidays, in honor of the work 
Congress had done, thus giving a res- 
pite until the next week; and~he an- 
nounced that on the following’ Monday 
the .new Bank of the Republic would 
be opened for business. 
Evolving a bank out of the void in 
‘ four days is no simple matter. Where 
was the new currency to come from? 
, At the Government mint in Medellin 
Were unissued gold certificates galore, 
but Medellin was a jourhey ordinarily 
requiring six. days from Bogota. In 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New. 
York were United States certificates 
of indebtedness for ¢$5,000;000, the 
first payment on the territory which 
is now the Panama-Canal Zone. But 
to what use could these be put? 
Special hydroplanes- were pressed 
fmto service to deliver the banknotes 
from Medellin to spécial trains, which 


“gushed: them through ‘to’ the capital; }- 


end there the certificates. were rub- 
ber-stamped ‘‘Provisional Notes of the 
“Bank of: the Republic.’’: . While «the 
fink was drying, orders were cabled 
to the Federal Reserve Bank here to 
pell for the, Colombian. account part 
ef our Government. certificates for 
‘gold, to place part of the credit in 
two banks here, and to hold the bal- 
ance as ear-marked gold in the vaults 
@f the Fedéral Reserve Bayk. 

For the purpose of. mteeting the 
emergency; the vaulis. of the New 
York bank were treated. ‘‘construc- 
tively’’ as vaults of: the Bank of the 
Republic. ‘The Dank of England used 
‘@ similar device during the war,’ when 


#t was unsafe to move gold from Can-: 


ada and South Africa, and treated the 
‘metal in Ottawa and Johannesburg 
Vaults as ‘‘constructiyely” in its own. 
Wath this precedent, the Colombian 
efficiais felt secure; and the Govern- 
ment, which had subscribed $5,000,- 
D000 to the new bank, paid at once its 
first instalment of three-fifths. Bo- 
gota member banks paid half a mil- 
lion. dollars in gold, And so, after 
feur nerye-racking days, the bank 
opened punotually on Monday morn- 
ing. 
Papa Promptly Redeemed. 

“Within thirty minutes after the 
@pom opened every symptom of panic 

Rd vanished. Those ~who wanted 
drafts on New York at;the prevailing 
rate of exchange got them at once. 
Government. , paper money was 
promptly. redeemed in gold: And at 
ence business resumed its normal 
eourse. The bank actually ‘received 
more in gold that day.than it paid 
out; for when the people saw they 
could get. it freely,” they -brought ‘out 
much of their hoarded metal-and de- 
Posited it. : 

This dramatic incident was recalled 
the other day, after Dr: Kemmerer’s 
return from a service call to Chile 
. similar to that he had rendered to Co- 

‘fombia. Those familiar with -his work 
outside the classroom are fond of call- 
ing him a: ‘‘money doctor,’’ Countries 
with ailing banking and currency sy8- 
tems turn to him for diagn and 
treatment. The medicine-he prescribes 
ds not always palatable, and on occa- 

"gion. the patient has been known to 
rebel; but he has not lost a case where 
the patient was sufficiently -~xious to 


to stop the.panic and avert the a 


seamaas of currency: affairs, ata @ur- 


ing that period all thé old nie 


was practically eliminated; Then he 
was made a special commissioner cto 
Egypt to investigate: the land hank set 
up there’ by the British. After devis- 
ing. a ,Postal Savings. Bank for. the 
islands, Drs.Kemmerer returned: to 
teach in: Cornell until 1912, when he 
went to Princeton, 

In 1917 Dr. Kemmerer acted as 
financial adviser to the Carranza Gov- 
ernment in Mexico, ‘which was in a 
good deal of distress because of our 
embargo on gold: Ore shipped from 
Mexican mines into the United States: 
to be refined stayed ‘Here. But the 
Mexican silver coins had a much 
larger bullion content than was nec- 
essary. ‘When. exported (contrary to 
law) they were worth more as bul- 
lion .thati ag specie. Dr, Kemmerer 
advised’ the retoinage of the silver. 
under which some relief was afforded. 
Not all the prescriptions he ‘wrote,. 
however, were followed by the patient. 

Immediately after the World War 
another patient, who also was to prove 
recaivitrant,. applied for treatment. 
This was Guatemala. Dr. Kemmerer 
visit the republic twice, but revyo- 
lution and disorder brought: his' work 
to -nought. it was in 1923 that. he 
headed the commission to Colombia. 
The commission did not stop with the 
establishment of a new central bank 
of issue and -rediscount; “it drew up 
plans for fiscal and general banking 
reforms, some features of which have 
since been adopted. ‘*When the panic 
came on in Colombia.’':Dr, Kemmerer 
said the other day, ‘‘a grave situation 
presented itself. There was every 
prospect that the whole financial dis- 
trict would be engulfed if the excite- 
ment were not quieted. The prospects 
‘were strong for serious trouble, Bar- 
ricades ‘in the streets and violent 
measures to control the mob would 
have"'become necessary in a short 
while. The panic, however, was in-4 
the main psychological, and the failed 
Banco Lopez later paid its depositors 
in full.’’ 

The Union of South Africa, which 
now produces nearly three-fifths of 
the world’s. gold—just as Colombia 
leads. in the production pf platinum 
and emeralds—next called in Dr. Kem- 
merer and Gerard Visserihg, President 
of the Netherlands Bank, as copsult- 
ants. in the matter of returning to the 
gold standard. The question: was 
whether the Union should tie up deéfi- 
nitely with the pound sterling, then 
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on its own, It accepted the advice 
to return to the free coinage of gold. 

In:‘Chile, the last country to call on 
Dr. Kemmerer, the conditions, as he 
himself observes, were. ideal. -There 
had just been a revolution, and the old 
Constitution had been thrown over- 
board, so that this restriction was re- 
moved; and there was no Congress to 
be convinced. President Allesandre 
and his Cabinet composed the Govern- 
ment. When Dr. Kemmerer was there 
a new President took charge and an- 
other—who has not: yet assumed of- 
fice—was elected. In Chile political 
overturns have been reduced to the 
‘status of painless dentistry. 

Three new laws which the Kem- 
merer Commission proposed for Chile 
were. made effective immediately: a 
monetary bill, a central bank bill and 
a general banking bill. ‘The country 
is thus .approaching a gold basis. 
While the commission was in Santiago 
one of the newspapers printed an edi- 
torial on ‘Finance and the Shimmy.’’ 
The, editor had- seen: Dr. Kemmerer 
and. his associates dancing at their 
‘hotel, and it moved him to observe 
that these North Americans, although 
they took their tasks seriously enough 





below par, or should ne out boldly 


while engaged on them, could turn 











light-heartedly to golf and jazz when 
the day’s work was done. Why could 
not Latin-Americans be as sensible? 

The people of Chile had been greatly 
perturbed over their financial situa- 
tion, They couldn't understand what 
was the matter with their peso. Its 
par value was 36.5 cents. When Dr. 
Kemmerer got there it was about one- 
third: of par. Yet there was a sub- 
stantial gold.reserve, industries were 
flourishing and there was a highly 
“favorable” . balance of trade. Dr, 
Kemmerer soon diagnosed the trouble, 
The country had three varieties of 
fiscal bills and ‘Treasury notes, the 
paper currency was inconvertible, and 
the nitrate business, which ‘provides 
the major part of the nation’s exports, 
dominated the fiscal paper market. 
The main Kemmerer bills were ac- 
cepted at once, with the prospect that 
an entire revision of the nation’s fiscal 
and monetary system would be 
brought about. 

Thus the globe-trotting Dr. Kem- 
merer returned at last to his class- 
room. It.is not really difficult, he says 
mildly, for any country. to get upon a 
gold standard; his medicine isn’t hard 
to take, once a nation—or its leader- 





ship—has made up its mind. 





SOFT COAL FOG AVOIDABLE | | 





NY visiting nostalgic Londoner out | 
for a stroll on lower Fifth: Ave- 
nue the other morning must} 

have felt his homesickness consider- 
ably lightened when he encountered a 
familiar fog. A few blocks uptown 
the Autumn sun was shining full into 
sthe street in a fashion~-proudly called 
typical of New York’s climate, but in 
another block, pedestrians. and vehicles 
swung into as gray and turbid a haze 
as ever shrouded old\Piccadilly; For 
New York 4s burning:soft coal,.thanks 
to the warring minéfs ‘and owners_in 
Pennsylvania, and ig-bearing the an- 
thracite famine at theexpense of con-

: tained the erews of many ‘Ameri- 
oan clippers, whose captains gratefully 
enjoyed its hospitality, after the rigors 
ef Atlantic tempests. ~ Packet: boats 
from Southern Europe used the port} 
but the advent of steam-propelled ves- 
séls caused Falmouth to be neglected, 
and its beautiful estuary and harbor 
fell into comparative idleness. Today 


Falmouth has risen, Phoenix-like, | 
once. again to occupy prominence as

tion in Great Britain, and for pretend- 
ing’ that all is best in the best of pos- 
sible worlds. . , 

Very stoutly, toward the end of my 
article, I answered the question by

Heaven! and that if the people keep 
their heads and their. old- qualities of 
courage and common sense, refusing 


‘ to play into the hands of the anarch- 
* 4sts on the one side and reactionaries 


on the other, there is good reason to 
believe that England can carry on 
very comfortably for another thousand 
years or so. 

Unfortunately it was, the beginning 
and not the end ‘of the article. that: 
Wwas reprinted in many British and 
American newspapers; the question 
end not the answer. It may have 
helped to confirm the suspicions of 
the American people in the approach- 
ing bankruptcy of England’s moral 
and material state. 


The Situation in England. 

Well, as Mark Twain said of his 
premature death announcement, ‘‘The 
report is greatly exaggerated.’” With- 
out playing the part either of pessi- 
mist or of. optimist, but trying to ar- 
rive at the general truth of things, I 
should like to put down fairly and 
gquarely some of the facts about Eng- 
land’s economic condition, so that the 
American people may see the difficul- 
ties and the dangers England has to 
encounter; her chances of overcoming 
them. 

It is not merely a question of ex- 
ports and of imports; not merely a 
questions of facts and figures. The 
economic condition of a country de- 
pends enormously upon the moral 
Qualities of its people and upon the 
character of its Government and its 
political parties. Morally the English 
people have been under a tremendous 
strain for the-last eleven years, and 
it is not surprising that there has 
been some sapping of the old vitality 
among those who suffered most in the 
war and who failed to secure any/ 
decent rewards of peace. 

Following the nerve strain and 
eacrifice of war were the difficulties of 
readjustment to new conditions in a 
nation faced by terrific debts, with its 
old. reserves of wealth exhausted and 
with many of its old markets im- 
poverished or ruined: The financial | b: 
life of Great Britain depends mainly’ 
tipon hér export trade of raw ma- 
terial—coal ‘having first place-—and of 
manufactured © goods. After that she. 
depends upon her merchant shipping, 
‘earrying the cargoes of the. world from 
port to port. Having abandoned agri- 
culture in favor. of industrial life, she 
nine months’ food supplies 
@very year, and can pay for them only 
- by a balance of exports over imports. 


_> Yet in thése years when her need was 


greatest ‘England found that the pur-| 
. power of ‘her European 
customers had fallen to low ebb, that 
_eustomers: could not afford to 
her coal or her rianufactured 
ok ainpe iangd wgrechagrend 





unemployment among men who had 
come back from war service deter- 
mined to gain a higher standard of liv- 
ing than that of pre-war days. It led 
also to a ferocious taxation of private 
fortunes and of earned incomes to pay 
for the war ard to meet the essential 
needs of the nation.. - 

Is it any wonder that tempers be- 
came frayed? That workless men be- 
came bitter? That capitalists, big and 


‘small, began to lose heart? And that 


political strife became somewhat 
heated? To me it is astounding that 
England has emerged from that period 
with so little disorder: with’ #o much 
moral strength. 

The English people have had to take 
a tremendous punishment in the way 
of taxation, and they have stood up 
to it manfully, without squealing— 
though not without occasional groans, 
as the rack was twisted. It has 
squeezed the upper and middle classes 
hardest. Income tax is paid .by only 
two and & half-million people out of 
the total population, and. supertax by 
only 80,000-odd, That means that it 
is a minority, including the best 
brains, the most thrifty folk, the ‘miq- 
dle class business crowd and the people 
of inherited wealth, that contributes 
the £400,000,000, .or $2,000,000,000, 
now rafsed annually. 


The Government’s Tax Levy. 


This income tax has been reduced 
nominally to 4 shillings in the pound; 
but it is raised, on a sharply ascend- 
ing scale, as applied to incomes of 
over £2,000 a year, so that the super- 
taxed class may have to pay as high as 
10 shillings in the pound on every- 
thing earnéd.. Then there are local 
taxes and rates ‘which increase this 
burden until it becomes intolerable. 

Take the case of an author. He 
may make a hit with a successful 
novel. He has no guarantee that he 
is going to do it again; but the Gov- 
ernment. grabs something like half of 
his hard-earned gold, and for the next 
two years (when, perhaps, his output 
is small or his next book a failure) he 
is still.paying away the profits of his 
earlier success under the iron tyranny 
of a three years’ average. 

It is easy to see how such methods, 
by restricting capital-and the Chance 
of development, cripple business enter- 
prise. Old estates and ‘the private 
fortunes of the old aristoeracy have in 
many cases been wiped out by the se- 
verity of income tax and by the ruth- 
lessness of death duties, 

Ever since the end of the war the 
British Government, with: a courage 
showed by no other European coun- 
try, has. determined to maintain the 
credit ofthe nation and, by avoiding 
the evil: temptations of inflation, to 
get back slowly to the gold standard. 
The Government was able to do so 
only by putting once more a severe 
strain upon the people—first by con- 
solidating the American debt so as to 
Me 8 the dollar in the face’’ and next 

gradual process of deflation, re- 
stricting the issue of paper money and 
at the same time tightening up the 
credit that the banks were able to give 
to ‘their customers. 

This led inevitably to a slowing 
down of export ‘trade, because foreign 
Purchasers; with their own money at 
low valué in exchange, could not af- 
ford British prices. It also led to a 
period of-increasing unemployment, 
due to this industrial stagnation. Re- 
turn’ to the gold standard, completed 
in the ‘Summer of this year, put 10 
‘per cent. upon the export of 
British coal ‘and for the ‘time being 
annihilated the possibility of profit in 
the cdal fields, unless the miners 
would accept lower wages, wien Sd 
‘Tefuse to do. :

world credit of Great Britain is as 
high as ever it was, and English 
money is literally ‘‘as good as gold.’’ 

The price paid for that stability has 
been terribly high, and might have 
broken the spirit of a people less ready 
to endure sacrifice and suffering. 
Some classes have, indeed, had their 
spirit broken: the unemployed men 
who have been the victims of this pol- 
icy of readjustment and-this period of 
depression. . 

There has been a lot of talk, in for- 
eign countries and in England, about 
the demoralization caused by the 
“‘dole’’ given to the workless. Such 
an evil as this.can hardly be exag- 
gerated. It is impossible to imagine 
an easier way of sapping the moral 
strength of honest, men than by letting 
them live in idleness—perhaps for 
three, four or five years—supported 
(migerably, it is true, but still sup- 
ported) by public moneys. 


Effects of the ‘‘Dole.”’ 


Yet there was no alternative, in jus- 
tice or in human charity. Or, rather, 
there was but one alternative—revolu- 
tion. Revolution would have come, 
surely and justly, # millions of. ex- 
soldiers had returned home from the 
war, after having received many 
promises of a better world, only to 
find that no-work was waiting .for 


them because of trade depression, fall- |: 
high ’ taxation and |. 


ing ‘markets, 
changed conditions; with-ofly. starva- 
tion for thelr wives and children in a 





land forgetful of their service ‘and 
careless of their misery. 

Besides, they had a legal right to 
this so-called ‘‘dole.”” It is a system 
of unemployment insurance by which 
a small weekly amount is deducted out 
of their wages while in work, and to 
which their employer also contributes, 
the balance being madé up by the 
State. Nevertheless, the moral effect 
has been deplorable, for the work-shy 
man could live without exerting him- 
self, especially if several members of 
his family were receiving an allow- 
ance, or were earning enough to sup- 
port the home. 

In: many cases where socialistic 
Boards of Guardians give an extra 
allowance out of the rates, as in Pop- 
Jar and the West Ham, districts of 
London, unemployed men are actually 
recetving more each week than men 
receive who are working ‘at jobs in 
the same district. What iticentive is 
there to search for work? 

But with all the incentive of honest 
souls, there has not been work enough 
to go round. Month after month has 
seen the closing down of coal pits} 
the dismissal of hands from iron and 
steel works, shipy and factories; 
lock-outs or strikes in certain indus- 
tries. There have been several causes 
for this state of things, not due, to 
any, moral deterioration of the work- 
ing classes in England, ~, 

One catise has been the refusal of 
the trade unions to allow the rate of 
wages to be:beaten down below a de- 





cent standard of living. By centuries 
of effort they succeeded in establish- 
ing a fair rate of wages for a fair 
week’s work. They knew that If they 
weakened in this time of hardship 
they would lose, for the whole body 
of workers, the results of their long 
political and social struggle. 

Undoubtedly, at least in my opinion, 
their resistance to reduction in wages 
has been carried too far. With a drop 
in the cost of living, it is only fair 
that wages should come down, ‘too, 
especially as the employers in Many 
‘industries cannot hope to keep going 
at the present cost of production. But 
one cannot help admiring the spirit of 
men who support this .point of view 
of the trade unions, even if it means 
hardship for themselves. 


Downfall of King Coal. 


Far more important than this ques- 
tion of wage reduction is the down- 
fall of old King Coal—the one basic 
source of wealth and power that for- 
merly put England into the forefront 
of the industrial. world, 

The world’s need of ¢oal for steam 
power gave Great Britain'a lead in 
the race for commercial supremacy. 


All her industrial energy was built: 


up on the cheapness and quality of 
her coal supplies. Her immense ship- 
ping trade was mainly due to the 
carrying of coal to all the ports of 
the: world, whence her merchant flect 
brought back the food and luxuries 
that supplied her own people. Agricul- 


ture was largely abandoned and the 
old peasantry departed from _ the 
fields because this international com- 
merce based on coal was more profit- 
able and paid -better wages. 

Now, at the end of the war, some- 
thing, has happened to-change the 
world’s consumption and distribution 
of coal. An almost mortal blow has, 
at this time, been received by British 
trade. The world’s consumption of 
coal dwindled—partly because of the 
poverty of war-stricken nations, part- 
ly because other forms of: power be- 
gan. to be used. Oil-took ‘the place 
of coal in battleships and liners. Elec- 
tricity replaced steam in Italy and in 
other countries. 

Even more serious was the distribu- 
tion of coal to Italy, France and Bel- 
gium by the free deliveries of German 
reparations. With their own mines 
working again, France and Belgium 
lad more coal than they could use, 
and consequently sold the German de- |. 
liveries to other markets at prices with 
which England could not compete, 

There was overproduction also in 
the English and in the Welsh coal 
fields. Labor had drifted into the 
mines during the war, and the mining 
population was-far in excess of the 
capacity of the industry to sécure or- 
ders in normal times. At léast half 
a@ million miners are on the unem-

ETWEEN Europe's tavo greatest 
military powers—a vast sgemi- 
Oriental empire and a kingdoni 
misruled from a court glittering 

witl the graces of civilization, but sor- 
did with intrigue and disregard of 
weaker fellow-countrymen — — lay a 
country that, once a duchy, had had 
the impudence to declare itself a king- 
dom.

And it 
was “‘Jim,"’ not ‘‘Ma,’’ who answered 
all questions dealing with the high- 
way scandal, the prison pardon 
charges, the State Administration and 
Texas politics.

Will 
the legislators who favor this step 
gucceed? ‘Time will answer the ques- 
tion. 


A Historic Scene. 


The stage setting of ‘the battle is 
historic. Austin has been ‘the capital 
of Texas under five flags. First it 
was a French province, then it was 
@ Mexican province. There are a 
number’ of Castillian students from 
aristocratic Mexican families at the 
University of Texas to remind one of 
those days. 

Inside and outside, the State Capi- 

. tol bristles with relics of the Texas 

War of Independence, which made 

Texas a republic. Directly opposite 
‘the Governor’s office an oil painting 

hangs on the wall of the lobby, com- 

memorating Santa Anna’s surrender 
to Sam Houston. 

The hectic defense of the Alamo is 
honored by an ancient monument on 
the Capitol grounds, with the inscrip- 
tion ‘‘Thermopylae Had Its Messengei 
of Defeat; the Alamo Had None."’ 
Little old cannon that were fired 
against the Mexicans flank the State 
House steps. 

A monument to the Texans who 
fought in the Civil War and statues 
of Robert E. Lee and Jefferson Davis 

_ keep ‘alive the memories of the Con- 
federacy. In the same room with 
these figures is a life-size figure of 
Woodrow Wilson, an idol of the Tex- 
ans,. who are mostly pro-League of 
Nations. 

The State House is a large and im- 
posing building, made of pink Texas 
granite, with a beautiful, lofty dome 
which is kept illuminated, until 12 
e’clock every night. Looking from 
the steps in front, one sees at the 
gight the Executive Mansion, a fine 
white house of the Colonial type, with 
columns in front. At the left is the 
Land Office building, where’O. Henry 
ence worked at a ledger. In front is 
the stone prison where the great 
short-story writer served his term for 
embezzlement. Beyond is the centre 
of the city, with its tall modern hotels 
and office buildings contrasting with 
one and two story frame buildings 
that take one back to frontier days. 

From the rear of the Capitol one 
. fooks over the extensive grounds and 
buildings of the University of Texas, 
‘which has more than 5,000 students 
and one day will probably be the rich- 
est education institution in the world.

Texans pride themselves 
upon. their chivalry toward women. 
They express the greatest sympathy 
for Mrs: Ferguson. If-they could get 
rid of ‘‘Jim” in any other way than 
by ousting his wife, they would gladly 
do it, but they believe almost unani- 
mously that she is a mere tool in -his 
hands. . 


Mrs. Ferguson is a kindly, motherly 
woman of about 50. Her dark brown 
hair is graying slightly at the tem- 
ples and she is inclined to plumphess. 
Crow’s feet and wrinkles mark her 
facs. She is a typical middle-class 
housewife, who appears- as much at 
home in the Governor's chair as ‘‘Al’’ 
Smith would be in a Ku Klux Klan 
meeting. 


It takes only a few minutes’ con- 


versation with Mrs. Ferguson to con- 
firm the general impression that she 
is Governor in name only. Ask her 
‘about the football game she attended 
Thanksgiving Day and she will chat 
volubly about her regret that the Uni- 
versity of Texas was beaten so badly 
by the Texas ‘‘Aggies,’’ Mention im- 
peachment and she will fly into a rage 
against the anti-Ferguson legislators. 
But ask her about details of her job 
in the administration of State affairs 
and she becomes timid and nervous, 
hesitating and appealing with her eyes 
to *‘Governor Jim” who, whatever 
else may be said about him, seems to 
have the whole business of the’ State 
at the tip of his tongue.

experienced in civic and business af- 
fairs, uninterested in politics, unversed 
in the ways of the outside world, she 
was not fitted by temperament or 
training for the job. She did not want 
it, but took it to ‘‘vindicate’’ her hus- 
band. Realizing all this, Texans speuk 
gently of her and see nothing but 
pathos in her predicament. 

She was born in Salado, Bell County, 
Texas. Her father was Joseph Wal- 
lace, a Northerner of Scotch descent, 
whd came South after the Civil War. 
There were only fifty Republicans in 
the county and he was one of them. 
He accumulated several hundred acres 
of good farm land and left his family 
a comfortable sum. 


Her Early Life. 


Miriam Wallace was one of. four 
children. At the age of 15 she went 
to the Baylor College for Women at 
Belton, near her home, a Baptist de- 
nominational school which then corre- 
sponded to a.high school. Her formal 
education ended after six months 
there. 


Old neighbors of the family say that 
Wallace was not popular and that his 
daughter did not have many beaux. 
She was about 25 years old when she 
married Ferguson, Her interests 
throughout’ her married: life, until she 
became Governor, were restricted to 
her home and family. She displayed 
no interest in ipublic. questions, did 
not care for newspapers or books and 
enjoyed Httle social life outside her 
home. 

She was. very religious and attended 
the Methodist Church regularly until 
her preacher, at the ‘time of Jim's 
first impeachment,. denounced him 





from the pulpit: Then she went over 
to the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
She is devoted to Jim and he is de- 
voted to her. Their married life has 
been very happy. They have two 
daughters, Mrs. George Nalle and 
Miss Dorrace Ferguson, and a grand- 
son, George Nalle Jr., about 5 years 
ald. Her attitude toward the Gover- 
norship is typified by her action soon 
after inauguration, when ;she ap- 
pointed this child a Colonel on her 
staff and hada military uniform tai- 
lored for him. He is called ‘‘the Little 
Colonel,’’ and is often seen ‘‘escorting”’ 
her. 

Mrs. Ferguson has never partici- 
pated in the social life of Austin. 
This -is the seat of some of the most 
aristocratic Texas families. It has 
been the home of Colonel House, for- 
mer Postmaster General Burleson, for- 
mer Attorney General Gregory and 
former Secretary of Agriculture Hous- 
ton. Many of its residents have cos- 
mopolitan tastes and visit New York, 
London and Paris. The University of 
Texas is located here. When 
“Farmer Jim’’ first came here as 
Governor some of the ladies called 
upon his wife, but found her unre- 
sponsive. 


Admitted Her Shortcomings. 


When she ran for: Governor, she 
frankly admitted that she was igno- 
rant of statecraft. She made only a 
few speeches and read them in a weak 
voice from a manuscript prepared by 
*“Jim-’ Then she would say that he 
was her ‘‘spokesman,’’ and he would 
make one of his famous oratorial ad- 
dresses. ‘‘Jim’’ is a born orator.

The scene 
of the late Mrs. Astor’s reign in New 
York as “queen of society,”’ as she was 
called frem the early ‘70s until her 
last illness, will make way for Temple 
Emanu-el. 
Her sway began at ‘her old home, 
350 Fifth Avenue, which yielded to the 
incursion of business when on its site 
the Astoria was erected as-an addi- 
tion to the old Waldorf Hotel, which 
had replaced the William Waldorf As- 
tor residence. Mrs. Astor then moved 
her Lares and Penates, including her 
memorable blue and white china fire- 
place, which stood in the entrance 
hall, to 842 Fifth Avenue, where under 
one roof twin mansions had been 
erected ‘for her home and that of her 
son, the late Colonel John’ Jacob

There were: only two’ issues—_ 
the Klan and the*htman interest; ap- 
peal of a. woman’s fight to vindicate 
her husband. ‘‘Ma’’ beat the: Klan 
candidate by 115,000 votes and: won 
easily in’ the general election, ‘al- 
though about 200,000 Democrats voted 
the Republican ticket. Jim did most 
of the campaigning and has* done 
most of the governing since the inau- 
guration last January. One of his acts 
was to put. the Ferguson amnesty bill 
through the Legislature. This was 
intended to restore his citizenship and 
his right to hold office, but has been - 
criticized as unconstitutional. If he 
tries to run for State office it will be 
attacked in the courts.

1H Sixty-ninth Congress, the 

first’ session of which-con- 

wenes tomorrow, will; in the 

opinion of the party leaders, 

be one of ‘the most important 

in history, not only in matters of do- 

mestic legislation but.in its relation to 

foreign affaira. Congress will give to 

the coutitry as a. New Year’s gift the 

largest tax cut since the armistice, 

and itis almost certain to pass a reso- 

lution permitting the United.

Banking Legislation. 
A renewal in both houses of the 
effort to amend the National Banking 
act is expected.

present is about $500,000,000 a year. 
The general use of oll-electric locomo- 
tives, it is estimated, would cut.down

It is recognized that steam is waste~- 
ful,- The steam locomotive must burn 
coal while waiting with steam up 
ready for service and it must also 
burn coal without motive efféct when 
raising water ‘in its. boiler to ‘the 
steaming point. The oll-electrio loco-' 
motive consumes fuel only “when the 
locomotive. is actually. running. 

A steam locomotive cannot run 
backward as fast'as it can go forward: 
to utilize it to its best advantage the 
steam locomotive .must. bé swung 
around on a turntable, The oll-elec- 
tric locomotive, on the other hand, has 
driving motors on each of its four 
axles and can move in either direction 
with equal facility and speed, The 
cost of buildingand maintaining turn-; 
tables Is thus eliminated. Since there 
are no ashes in the oll-électric system, 
the need of ash pits and men to work 
them is also done away with. 

Needs No Water, 

The cost of Hauling and storing fuel; | 
usually soft ooal, is an important item 
among railroad maintenance expenses, 
As the cubic content of ofl fuel. re- 
quired is about one-twelfth that of 
coal, the cost of hauling fuel for the 
new locomotives is one-twelfth that 
for coal-burning locomotives. This 
means that the tracks are freed of 
thousands of coal cars and théir. en- 
gines and crews are available for haul- 
ing income-producing freight. 

In dry. regions. of the West it is neo- 
essary to haul water long distances to 
supply the ‘steam locomotives. It. is 
also necessary, to Build water towers at 
intervais, The water is likely to be of 
@ quality that corrodes and damages! 


: t 
bring about a reduction in railroad

President Coolidge favers some sys- 
tem of compulgory consolidation of 
railroads that will enable. the stronger 
roads to absorb the weaker,. feeling 
that the effect of such a plan would 
be to yeduce the cost of.operation and 
bring about lowered charges for trans- 
portation of freight.

Under existing law consolidations 
may be voluntarily accomplished. The 
program of consolidation devised by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
does not meet with the approval of 
many of the roads and supplemental 
legislation te meet the situation is re- 
garded as necessary. The commission 
is opposed to any plan that would 
forge ‘consolidation overnight and has 
urged that ® law prescribing mergers 
should afford adequate time in which 
to effect alliances that would: be of 
benefit to the railroads as well as to 
the public at large, 


. Excess Earnings. 


There is another item of major im- 
portance on the railroad legislative 
program. Objection has ‘been made 
by railroads te Section 15A of the 
Transportation act of 1920, under 
which “carriers earning more than 6 
per cent, on their investments are re- 
quired to turn over half of the excess 
to the Government, which, in turn, 





disburses it to roads operating at a 
loss. Rates at present are fixed on 
tentative valuations of railroad prop- 
erty made by the Intergtate Commerce 
Commission based upon the probable 
cost of duplication, Tho railroads ad- 
vocate the repeal-of Section 15A so far 
as it concerns the payment to the Goy- 
ernment of the excess of G per cent, in 
revenue, but if thie provision is to be 
retained they insist that Congress 
shajl direct how valuations ghall be 
made, instead of leaving it to the dis- 
cretion of the commission. 

The question of railroad valuation 
as a means of Government rate-mak- 
ing has long been a bone of contention 
between thé conservative elements in 
Congress and the Progressive bio-:. 
The Progressive group is committed to 
the La Foillette plan basing valuation 
upon the cost of the original itivest- 
ment, whereas the conservatives favor 
valuation based upon present-day 
worth. It is along these lines that 
the question will be considered this 
Winter, 


The Shipping Program, 


Two angles of the shipping program 
will be brought to the attention of 
Congréss by the President.

The military. men, however, are not 
disposed to compromise on the -ten- 
ancy of the island: Major Gen, Sum- 
merall, the present commander, says 
that if an airport is established, the 
army will be compelled to move out 
entirely. His is the accepted view- 
point among officers that soldiers 
cannot be thrown into such close con- 
tact with civilians and remain good 
soldiers; further, that unless soldiers 
are proyided with a drill field where 
they. parade in uniform, it will 
be impossible to recruit men for the 
setvice. The proposed airport would 
occupy the site which the army would 
like to use as a drill ground and polo 
field. If the War Department jis 
forced by Congress to relinquish con- 
trol of the plot, either by resolution 
or ‘arbitrary legislation, the army of- 
ficers will urge complete abandonment 
of the: island. And that is exactly 
what the civilians would welcome. 


A special committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Association has had experts 
abroad inspecting the air terminals in 
European capitals. They have endeay- 
ored to procure ofher sites in the 
New York district regardless of the 
Governors Island project. More than 
thirty prospective sites have/been ex- 
amined. No other available plot ade- 
quate for an airport. and near enough 
to Manhattan to be of service’ could 
be found. It would cost the city about 
$2,000,000 to’ purchase land for an 
airport large enough to meet require- 
ments within the next few Years.

An Air Police.

King a Died Recently Made Untiring Efforts to Show His : 
People the Road of Progress—Abolished | 
System of Plural Wives

AMA YI, King of Siam for fit- 

‘teen years, who died the other 

day, was the symbol of a new 

order. An autocrat and the 

Son of @ line of autocrats, he endeav- 
ored, with & reasonable degree of suc- 
cess, to Jead his pgople along. the) 
_— of progress. His passing marks 
an era in the history of Siam. 

When Rama was a atudent. 
Oxford his fellow-students eect 

him “‘Siam."" The usual form of ad- 
Gress was: ‘‘Siam, how many broth- 
ers and sisters have you?'' To this 
he would respond, “Can't say, haven't 

“opened my morning’s mail yet.’’ 

The father of the Crown Prince (as 
he was then), King Chulalongkorn, 
had some thirty-five Queens, and by 
them many offspring. These Queen- 
Mothers were required by law. to be 
Siamese ang of royal rank. As there 
Was bit one family of royal rank in 
the kingdom, the unions were neces- 
garily between offspring of at least a 
common father. 

This system the young Prince de- 
termined to abolish. He did not marry 
until ten years after he became King, 
and then took for his wife the daugh-- 
ter of the Chief. Justice, a lady out- 

j@ide the royal line. 

Three wives in all were espoused, 
the second and third following close 
tpon the first, when the hoped for 
male heir did not arrive. The last, 
the Lady Suvadana, recently gave 
birth to a daughter. Rama VI., there- 
fore, died without male heir, and the 
succession passes to his younger 
brother, Prince Praja Dhipok, son of 
King Chulalongkorn's first Queen. 

Reforms Must Be Slow. 


The Crown Prince returned from 
England to his owm country inspired 
with socin!] and political ideals. Judg- 
fig by what he accomplished, it {s 
clear that, as his thought matured 
and he touched the actual problems of 
his nation, he saw that reforms, how- 
ever desirable, could: not be achieved 
ftmmediately, even though applied 
by the fiat of an absolute ruler. He 
‘was compelled to yield not only to the 
traditions of his class but also to 
tmertia, to the lack of development, 
among the people themselves. 

Dr, Engelbert Kaempfer, physician 
ef the Dutch Embassy to the Hm- 
peror of Japan, writing in 1690, calls 
the Kingdom of Siam ‘‘the. most 
powerful and its court the most mag- 
nificent among all the black nations 
of Asia.’’ Black is, of course, a rela- 
tive term, since the Siamese, largely 
Chinese in origin, with Malay and 
Burmese intermixtures, are a -yellow- 
brown in color. 

The capital was then’ at Ayuthia, 

, about 100 kilometers north of Bang- 
kok, on the River Menan, whose ruins 
can now readily be visited by boat or 
by train.. Conspicuous then, as it is 
now, was the huge bronze seated 
Buddha, which Dr. Kaempfer esti- 
mated would be 120 feet high if it 
were standing. 

At this time the kingdom was un- 
der the feudal system, ‘and it is only 
within the present generation that the 
people have been. relieved (by the 
transfer of the power of life and death 
to the monarch) of the tyranny and 
exactions of their feudal lords. 

The King’s court at Ayuthia was 
marked by every form of magnificence 
made possible by the enslavement of 
the people. A group of Princes subject 
to his will administered the affairs of 


paintings that hang in the King’s 
palace at Bangkok show Ambassadors 
approaching the thréne on their 
stomachs, to indicate complete sub- 
dection to the monarch's power. 


The State Religion. 

Despite early attempts to bring in 
Christianity and Islamism, Buddhism, 
of a purer type than that of India or 
of China, remains the State religion. 
It is closely allied with the Govern- 
ment and is the source of such ‘edu- 
cation as exists for the: common peo- 
ple—a vital element stil] in the life of 
the country. 

The tide of war carried the control 
from Cambodia to Siam and from Siam 
to Burma, the last great catastrophe 
being that of 1767, when Siam’s capi- 
‘tal, Ayuthia, was captured by the Bur- 
mese or Peguins and utterly destroyed. 
The pride of Siam—the emerald’ 
Buddha—was saved, however, and 


000,000 {fin 1920] for royalty and 20,- 
000,000 for the army and navy), the 
country is prosperous and apparently 
contented. Siam's budget is bal- 
anced—and that without taxing the 
people unduly. The reason for this, 
apart from the natura] productiveness 
of the soll, ts the fact that.23,000,000 
of annual revenue is supplied by the 
epium monopoly, Raw opium is im- 
t| ported from India and prepared for 
use in Government factories, It is 
then distributed to the divans, which 
are licensed, The aim of this aystem 
is gradually to reduce the use of the 
drug, by. confining the sale‘to regis- 
teved adult users and by steadily in- 
creasing the price. Its use is con- 
fined to Chinese residents, of whom 
there are approximately 1,000,000 in 
the country. The revenue derived 
from this monopoly is so essential 
to the Government that to abolish it 
entirely would require a radical in- 
crease in the customs duties, now re- 
stricted by treaty to 3 per cent, 

While both England and the United 
States have abrogated all rights of 
extraterritoriality. and control over 
Siam’s finances, other nations have 
not, and Siam, like China, is asking 
complete release from foreign guper- 
vision. In spite of this, the Govern- 
ment continues to employ Western ad- 
visers—including English, American 
and French experts—on the King's 
Council, 9 

A Monarch at Home, 

Modern royalty in Siam is best seen 
in its modern setting, the Throne Hall. 
at Bangkok. This: building has re- 
cently been constructed at great ex- 
pense as a monument to the achieve- 
ments of King Chulalongkorn. Its 
erchitecture, Italian Rennaissance, is 
in curious contrast to the light and 
fanciful outlines of the Khmer tem- 
ples; but this marble palace stands in 
a park of ite own, a fine specimen of 
modern Italian art, and is typical of 
the change taking place in the attitude 
of the people. 

‘The writer, with a group of other 
delegates, was received by the late 
King in 1922. English conventionali- 
ties were perceived to be the rule, 
and, even though Bangkok is in the 
tropics, the frock coat and silk hat 
are essentia] on such-oceasions.

Names are being canvassed, personal- 
discussed, records examined. 
Many possibilities have been sug- 
gested, but the future Mayor and his 
@ssociates in Tammany Hall maintain 
silence. 
“New Yorkers are keenly interested 
fn this matter, but it has larger impli- 
@ations. The New York Policé Com- 
missioner. ranks as a national figure. 


' $e is at all times a cynosure, because 


of the magnitude and difficulty of his 
work and because it serves in a large 
Measure as a pattern for the police 
departments of other large cities. He 
Commands as many men as two brig- 
a@dier generals in wartime, and 
although these men are sporadically 
@ngaged in armed conflict it is more 
often a battle of wits, with the rich- 

stake in the world to be protected 

‘om marauders. 

But to think of the Police Commis- 
sioner here merely as a thief-taker is 
to mistake his job. The gangster, the 
pathfinder, the second-story man and 
the poisoner are counted among his 
Worries, but he is more concerned with 
-the administration of a huge business 
“€oncern which has an annual outgo 
of about twenty millions*, Crime pre- 
vention is as much his task as crime 
detection, but te an even greater 
extent he is engaged with problems of 
policy, of leadership, of organization, 
such as might test the resources of 
our ablest captains of industry, The 
transfer of men, the selection of com- 
manders.for this squad and that, the 


*management of traffic, are details 


calling for genuine executive capacity 
and judgment. 
Commander of ‘‘The Finest.’’ 
Although the post pays: but $10,000 
@ year (until re¢ently it paid only 
$7,500), prominent men have ‘served 
there, among them the elder Theodore 


~ Roosevelt, General Francis V, Greene, 


Justice James C. Cropsey, William 
McAdoo (now Chief City Magistrate), 
General Theodore A, Bingham, Rhine- 
lander Waldo and Colonel Arthur 
Woods. The present Commissioner, 
Richard E. Enright, was promoted 


- from the force, but the usual course 


has been to go outside the department 
in the effort to find a man with the 
necessary administrative ability and 
grasp of social problems. Chicago is 
the only great city nowadays which 
advances policemen to command its 
policemen, 

Until recent years, when the New 
York public became preoccupied with: 
transit, every City Administration has 
succeeded or failed according to the 
record of its Police Department. ‘‘The 
Finest” have brought repeated disaster 
to Tammany’s door. The first inves- 
tigation of the force took place three- 
quarters of a century ago and there 
have been periodic investigations ever 
since, usually followed by changes of 
Administration. To learn what some 
conspicuous men have said of. the 
post after occupying it, sometimes 
under fire, will help reveal. its im- 
Portance in the national scene, as well 
as its meaning to the citizens of New 
York. 

When Theodore Roosevelt cteaias 
Commissioner, back in 1895, there was 
&@ bipartisan board, and there was still 
a Chief of Police under the board. 
This was just after the famous Lexow 
investigation, which revealed such 
corruption as had not been known in 
New York since Tweed's time. It was 
shown that through police connivance 
thousands of fraudulent’ votes had 
been cast, a promotion to a captaincy 
cost $15,000 (and was considered a 
profitable investment), and even a pa- 
trolman had to pay $300 for his job. 
There were schedules of graft to be 
levied against disorderly and gambling 
resorts. Saloons and _  green-goods 
#windlers made monthly payments to 
the police, who connivyed also with 
thieves and-dishonest pawnbrokers, 

Roosevelt’s ‘‘Partial Reform.” 

’ It was to clean up this situation that 
William 'L. Strong, who had ridden 
into the Mayoralty on a reform move- 
It first the 
Street Cleaning Department, in which 
there had been a great deal of graft 
under Tammany, and then. the Chalr- 
manship of the Police .Roatd.:: ‘Thise

| phrase reminiscent ‘not only of his 
later White House. utterances but of 
even more recent outgivings from 
Mayor Hylan. Mayor Strong and 
Commissioner Roosevelt between them 
cleaned up the town fairly well. Even 
the streets were clean; there were 
new: schools, new parks, and admin- 

istrative corruption was unheard of. 
Richard Croker was in England; los-: 
ing half a million at the race tracks, 
and all went well. . 

But Croker returned to the. Wig- 
wam, and put up Robert C. Van 
Wyck, who defeated Seth Low for 
Mayor. Once more there was a wide 
open town. The Legislature ap- 
pointed another investigating commit- 
tee, ‘but nothing much came of it: 
**White slavery,’’ with police conni- 
vance, throye on the lower east side, 
and once again there was the levying 
ot police tribute. from criminals. 
There were, as some one has observed, 
‘“‘more money-slots into the depart- 
ment than in an automat lunchery.’ 
And so finally there was another re- 
form wave, as a result of which, this 
time, President Low of Columbia Uni- 
versity became Mayor. 

In those days there was still a Chief 
of Police under the Board of Conimis+ 
sioners, and William S. Devery was 
it; Devery, whom Mayor Van Wyck 
called the best police chief in the 
world; Devery, who had been dis- 
charged as a captain and: had got 
himself reinstated by the courts; 
Devery, who was a defendant on 
charges seven times in all, but whose 
Irish wit and Irish bulls endeared him 
to a certain element of the city. 

This was the heyday of William 
Travers Jerome, who left his bench in 
the Court of Special Sessions to lead 
raiding parties against gambling re- 
sorts, and set up impromptu courts on 
the scenes of the offenses; who, when 
put forward by the Citizens Union as 
candidate fot District Attorney. elec. 
trified the city with his ‘‘brass check’ 
campaign and his pictures of police 
corruption; but who lost public favor 
when he could not quite see his way 
= to _ prosecute Thomas Fortune

months, gave it up\in disgust, and it 
was proffered to Mr. McAdoo.

He hesitated to walk into “such @ 
muck heap of scandal, corruption and 
conspiracy.” It was with a heavy 
heart, he tells us, that he approached 
the old headquarters in Mulberry 
Street, ‘‘that antique and shabby 
palace, that sepulchre of reputations, 
that tomb of character, that morgue 
of political ambition, that cavern of 
intrigue and dissimulation.’’ But he 
served, with considerable success, for 
about two years, in a day when horse= 
stealing was-more a problem in Man- 
hattan than ever it became in the 
wild West. 

The ‘‘Ideal,Commissioner.’* 

Mr. McAdoo added his testimony to 
Colonel Roosevelt’s that the bipartisan 
board was a failure—‘‘a sort of comic 
opera idea,’ he called it. His ideal 
Police Commissioner was ‘‘some man,‘ 
fearless-hearted, earnestly honest, 
undeviatingly just, with capacity to 
command, knowledge of human na- 
ture, and who, untrammeled, inde- 
pendent, and grimly determined, will 
go into this dismal jungle armed with’ 
axe, spade, rake and hoe.”’

: . Members of: revolutionary committees 
es and are called comitadjis, whichmeans 
committeemen. They are especially 
active in border provinces and usual‘y 
receive secret. support from the va- 
rious Balkan Governments. There are 
different groups with. different polit- 
ical ends, but all plunder unmercifully 
the native peasants, shepherds and 
y merchants. 

4 In many parts of Macedonia they 
, carry on an underground Government, 
Be levying taxes, dispensing justice and 
»  *  eonscripting recruits, ‘Those who re- 
4 fuse to submit to their. dictates are 
punished by instant death. Therefore 
they inspire fear-in the hearts of the 
populace. An experience I had on my 
Ye Way across the Balkans to Turkey 
we vividly demonstrates this fact.

HISTORIC WEST POINT INN 


IS NOT TO 


CLOSE ITS DOORS 





N an article in Tas New Yorx 
Trass of Nov. 1, 1925, on the 
passing of the historic old inn at 

West Point, it was erroneously stated 
that demolition had begun. A letter 
has been received from the manage- 
ment saying that the hotel will con- 
tinue in operation for at-least another 
year, and that reservations ‘are now 
being made there for graduation week 
next June. ~ 

‘For almost. a hundred years the 
quaint .old hostelry has been a land- 
mark on the military réservation. As 
the. United States Military Academy 
grew in size and importance it became 
necessary to provide accommodations 
for its increasing number of guests. 
In. 1829 the hotel was built, a large, 
square. structure of stone. § Its: cost 
was met from the proceeds of the sale 
of wood cut from public lands, 
amounting to about $18,000. For 
twenty-one years the inn met all the 
needs of transients who came to the 
academy, but after that time an ex- 
tension was netded. A wing. was 
added, of brick, three stories high, cor- 
responding to the main building. 

The old-time inn; one of the oldest 
hotels in America, has endeared itself 
to Visitors from far and near and also 
to the community of West Point. It 


.oceupies one of the:most favorable 


sites on the »reservatjon,’on the edge 
of Thropy Point, overlooking the Hud- 
son River on one side and on the other 
‘the academy’s-broad plateau.

Visitors have waxed poetical over the 
spot. A guide book of the sixties 
called the view “a scene which for 
boldness and beauty stands unrivaled 
even in America and is elsewhere un- 
known throughout the world.” The 
writer finds the pencil of the artist, 
the skill of the photographer and the 
“dépth of language’’ insufficient to do 
justice to the vista, to which, he says, 
homage has been paid by tourists 
fresh from the Rockies and the Alps. 

“Not by its view alone, though, has 
the hostelry impressed itself upon the 
affection of generations of Americans.

Swiss Engineer Sui pests Building Two Parallel Jetties Con- 
necting Calais and Deal—Span Would Be Used 
For Road, Rail and Canal Traffic 7

ROPOSALS for solving the long- 
standing problem of the Eng- 
lish Channel by means of: a 
$400,000,000 bridge and canal 
scheme have now been sub- 
Mitted to the Chambers of Com- 
merce of London 4m@ Paris. Jules 

Jaeger, the S.iss engineer who 
has drawn up the project, proposes to 
connect the railway, road, canal and 
navigable river systems of England 
and the Contipent. In contrast to his 
novel above-water plan, the tunnel 
plan, which is the classic solution of 
the Channel problem, proposes to link 
the English and Continental railway 
systems only, 

M. Jaeger would build two ‘parallel 
jetties from Calais to Deal, a distance 
of a little more than twenty-six miles, 
the jetties themselves to carry railway 
and road traffic and the sheltered 
waterway between them to extend the 
Calais Cana] to England. He believes 
that the canal could ultimately be ex- 
ténded from Deal across the northeast 
corner of Kent to Herne Bay, in the 
estuary of the Thames, thus making 
London the terminus of the Continen- 
tal..railway, road and waterway Sys- 
tems. . The .cost of the project, he 

estimates, would be somewhere be- 
tween $350,000,000 and $400,000,000. 
The cost of the tunnel scheme has 
been estimated at steadily increasing 
amounts during the fifty years since 
it was first proposed in its modern 
form. ‘The most recent estimates are 
about $300,000,000. 

New Harbors Foreseen. 

Since the new Jaeger project is an 
above-water project, provision is made 
for the passage of up-and-down Chan- 
nel traffic off both the Deal and the 
Calais ends. Harbor works are planned 
off both these ports, with-ampile facili- 
ties for the transshipment of cargo 
from fail and barge to steamer. Rail- 
way and road traffic is to cross both 
these proposed harbors on high canti- 
lever bridges like some of the great 
East River bridges in New York. 

Ample room for almost usjimited 
development of traffic is provided 
throughout the scheme. A thousand 
feet of width is provided for the canal 
between the jetties, and its depth 
would vary from 120 to 180 feet. Each 
jetty is planned to carry a double 
railway track, with a roadway for 
motor and other traffic superimposed. 
The entire structure would run in a 
straight line from Calais to Deal. Rail- 
way and road traffic: would be di- 
verted in a westerly direction at Deal 
to link with the éxisting rail and road 
systems to London, but if the canal 
itself were eventually extended from 
Deal to Herne Bay, on the lower 
Thames, its entire length from Calais 
to the Thames would be very close to 
« straight line throughout. 

By avoiding Dover, which is the 
Channel tunnel, M. Jaeger adds about 
five miles to the length of his jetties, 
but in exchange for this loss he gains 
two advantages. He reduces’ the 
length of the proposed. extension : of 
the canal from Deal to Herne Bay, 
and he locates his harbor works off 
Deal in that anchorage ground be- 
hind the Goodwin Sands which is 
known as the Downs. 


Plan Would Revise Deal. 

Deal lies at the southern end of the 
Downs and owes its existence to the 
great use which shipping has made 
of the Downs, particularly in the days 
of sail. At. present it is more of a 
bathing resort than a shipping point, 
although the Deal boatmen are ‘still 
famous for the rescues they have car- 
ried out when a storm-blinded ship 
has been carried onto the treacherous 
Goodwin Sands. 

In the old days Deal lived princi- 
pally by provisioning outbound vessels 
‘fn the Downs and by landing mails 
from inbound vessels, but its tradi- 
tions of seamanship are now perpetu- 


ated mainly in the Deal lifeboat. There |' 


are no more thrilling sea stories any- 
where than some of those that happen 
in real life at Deal every Winter, 
when the lifeboat picks up half-frozen 
men by searchlight as they leap from 
a breaking ship en the Goodwins. 

The Downs is still a very fine nat- 
ural roadstead, extending for seven or 
eight miles from Deal out to the 
South Goodwin lightship and protected 
by the natural breakwater. of. the 
Sands, and it is not impossible that 
M. .Jaeger’s proposed harbor works 
in the Downs may revive the old 
prosperity. of Deal. 

By avoiding Dover as the English 
terminus’ the ,Jaeger scheme also 


might be an expensive difficulty in 
the constructidn, * Particularly since 
the completion of the Admiralty har- 
bor works at Dover the offset currents 
outside the harbor have been notori- 
ously strong, so strong that even the 
powerful Channel steamers from Calais 
are compelled to enter harbor at 
almost full speed,-relying on a quick 
full speed astern to check their: way. 
Failure. to: get. the astern way on in 
time means for captains who are less 
experienced than the regular cross- 


Channel captains*either a “byump*’ or rj}.

Herne Bay for Deal and Calais, thus 
avoiding the open sea off the North 
Foreland, whole trains of freight cars 
could be run onto car floats at Deal, 
to be run off on the Northern of 
France Railway ‘at.

Except in Spain, Postugal and Rus- 
sia, the standard railway uges ot 
the Continent are almost the same 
width as the British gauge. There is 
a centinieter’'s difference between 
them, but the ‘difference has not pre- 
vented the operation’ of car ferriés in 
the past nor doés it prevent it now. 
During the war the military car fer- 
ries operating ~ between Richborough 
and the Continent became a very im- 
portant factor in the cross-Channel 
lines of communication. But Rich- 
borough was sold after the war, and, 
although the traveler in England still 
occasionally. sees Continental’ freight 
cars in English switchyards,. the civil-

The military bearing of the Jaeger 
project is, infact, its most striking 
aspect. As everybody knows, it is the 
veto of the British War Office that 
has kept. the’ Channel tunnel - project 
in suspension for nearly fifty years. 
The French..authorities have always 
favored it; its only difficulties have 
been on the English side ofthe ‘‘silver 
streak.” A certain amount: of civilian 
opposition has existed in England as 
the result of the insuylar tradition 
which has. been the foundation. of 
veverything English for centuries, but 
there seéms to be. little doubt that the 


Channel problem would have- been 
solved some time ago if the British 


military authorities had not interposed 
and maintained their veto, 

So far as is known, there are no 
insuperable engineering difficulties in 
the tunnel project. With the military 
veto lifted the difficulties would be

Such projects can easily be put out of 
them completely. Assuming that tlie 
British were defeated in a future war, 
it is held that. the terms of peace 
would inevitably provide for the resto- 
ration of the broken tunnel or bridge 
across the Channel and for its opera- 
tion thereafter under other than Brit- 
ish control. 

This is an assumption of the worst, 
but military authorities are compelled 
by the nature of their task to assume 
the worst and to prepare against it. 








PALM NUT EXPLOITED FOR OIL 





URING the war Brazil suffered 
D from a shortage of coal, which 
it normally imported from Eng- 
land. The nut crep, on the other hand, 
Was abundant. So Brazil took to 
burning nuts. Babassu nuts, — shell, 
kernel and all, were shoveled ‘into the 
furnaces of naval. vessels and coast- 
wise steamers. This. meant more 
shoveling for the men, since nuis 


Bave off less heat than coal, but 


transportation did not suffer for want 
of fuel.. When tests were made it 
was found that 1,700 kilograms of 
nuts could do the work of 1,000 kilo- 
grams of coal. 

Then it was that- the world first 
heard of .babassu. Since ‘then more 
has been heard every ‘year, especially 
in Europe. Now babassu is coming to 
America. Preparations “were made for 
its use here during the war. The shell 
of the nut, an ° y sub- 
stance, was found to make the very 
finest charcoal; and for this purpose 
the chemical section of the War De- 
partment intended to use it in the 
composition of gas masks. The war 





of babassu forest. and will import the 
kernels for use here. 

Though babassu is referred to as a 
“new” nut here, it is. as old as the 
memory of man in Northern Brazil. 
Nature seems to have picked this 
habitat alone for thé babassu palm, 
since it has not been reported.in any 
other section of the world. The ,trees 
provide many n tites and luxuries 
for the natives. eh a young In- 
dian marries he goes out into the juh- 
gle where the babassu palm towers 35 
to 50 feet high. “He strips its fronds 
and, weaves them into the walls or 
roof of his new home. Later he and 
his ‘bride use the same material ‘to 
make their baskets for fruit, grain or 
nuts. If he wishes to tempt the appe- 
tite of his chickens or his cow he pro- 
vides the beaten trunk of the young 
tree palmito, -*: 

Millions of acres of these palms 
flourish in northern Brazil. The State 
of Maranhao has the most.important 
groves, since these’ are most accessible 
to transportation. Each of the trees 
will produce from twenty to “thirty-

ceedingly scarce. The country is 
sparsely settled, with approximately 
five persons to a square mile. The 
hardness,of the nut’s shell, too, long 
stood in the way. ObVidusly industry 
could not use the slow and painstak- 
ing .cracking methods.of the natives; 
and it has been difficult to devise a 
machine ‘that would do the work with- 
out breaking the kernel: This prob- 
lem is not satisfactorily settled, 

A couple of oil mills are now operat- 
ing in Maranhao. “When the machines 
have cracked the nuts the whble ker- 
nel, sheated in the inner shell, is 
crushed by machinery and cold pressed 
to yield the highest grade of oil. After 
the soft cake has been passed through 
a sieve, which removes most of the 
inner shell, it is pressed again under 
steam heat for the second grade of oil. 
The oil is boiled, filtered. and refined.

Dr. Walcott pointed out that each of 
the major projects in the Smithson- 
ian’s. program was. capable .of prac- 
tically endless expansion, dependent 
upon the availability of funds. To typ. 
ify work in zoology, he cited the proj- 
ects connected. with the study ‘of the 
food resources of the sea. ‘‘We do not 
have a complete picture of the inter- 
relationships of any of our marine ani- 
mals or_plants,’’ he said. *‘The oyster 
is the main creature’ in our seas of 
which we have even a reasonable 


knowledge. . But even with the oyster, 
new and important facts each year 
are brought to light, 

“All animal life must depend’ on 
plant life for its existence, since only 
plants can synthesize inorganic igto 
organic compounds. Plants can do this 
only. with the aid of sunlight. There- 
fore all ocean life depends wholly on 
conditions within the thin illuminated 
surface layer nowhere more than 600 
teet in‘depth, beneath which it ts too 
dark for plants to.grow. We -know 
practically nothing of the conditions of 
illumination necessary for the growth 
of sea plants, or of the depth in dif- 
ferent places of the illuminated upper 
layer of water in which alone the 
plants can grow..’’ 

Proposed studies on animals of the 
land and on plants are in Dr. Wal- 
cott’s estimation particularly basic. 
They will consist in part ih systematic 
studies which are essential in any re- 
search problem. 

“It is not practicdble,’’ said Dr. 
Walcott, ‘‘to study intelligently any 
phase of the life or the utility of’a 
Plant or animal until its relation to 
other similar things is known. This 
is well shown among insects, ‘where 
one form may be highly injurious 
while another that to casual inspection 
is closely similar is innocuous. The 
two must be distinguished to render 
work with injurious form effective. 

“Likewise in plants it is essential to 
know the name and have an exact de- 
scription of each economically useful 
plant in ‘order that it may he dis- 
tinquished from others closely similar 
but without economic value. Recent 
activities of a Smithsonian botanist in 
Mexico and Central America illustrate 
the importance of this work. Before 
the results of this particular study

In. anthropology the Smithsonian 
has projects for work on -the origin, 
antiquity; cultural ‘development and 
differentiation of man in Europe, 
Asia and Africa. 
merely a carrying on and‘an expan- 
sion of work already begun by. Smith- 
sonian scientists. 

The Smithsonian institution is not 
solely interested in research. In’ i8o- 
lated parts of South’ Africa or Aus- 
tralia—whereéver a group of scientists, 
no matter how small, has organized 
—the traveler finds on the shelves of 
their libraries the green cover and 
gold torch of the Smithsonian pub- 
lications, the most widely known 
scientific publications in the world. 

The principles behind’ the choice of 
manuscripts for ‘publication, -by «the 
Smithsonian were, first, that they 
should contain a distinct contribution 
to knowledge, and second, that they 
would be works which could not find 
a publication elsewhere. 

Lack of funds, according to Dr. 
Walcott, has-forced the suspension,of 
the ‘‘Contributions to Knowledge’”’ 
series since 1916, has- reduced the 
number of papers which can be pub- 
lished in the ‘‘Miscellaneous’’ series 
from thirty to ten a oe and has 
forced the rejection of such essentially 
important manuscripts as Dr. 8. A. 
Mitchell’s ‘‘Trigonometric Parallaxes 
of Four Hundred Stars,’’ with a con- 
sequent loss to astronomy. 

‘The institution,’’ said Dr. Wol- 
cott, ‘‘needs not less than $100,000 a 
year to bring back the number of its 
publieations to the pre-war level.’’ 

The Smithsonian Institution sprang 
from the bequest of an Englishman, 
who never set foot in this country. 
James Smithson, son of the first Duke 
of Northumberland, a Fellow of ‘the 
Royal Society and a chemist of. con- 


siderable note in the world, in 1826 
willed his fortune of $550,000 in trust 
to the United States to found ‘‘at 
Washington, under the name. of. the 
Smithsonian Institution, an establish- 
ment for the increase and diffusion of 
knowledge among men.’*

Devoted to'Liberty. 


*'Journalist,’’ in the limited sense of 
oné who writes for newspapers and 
Wiagazines, was not a term that would 
@escribe Voltaire's versatile genius 
and his remarkable outpiit of literary 
‘works. But as one who wrote vigor- 
ously and unremittirgly in the cause 
of htrfian liberty—and every great 
journalist has done that—Voltaire was 
gp journalist supreme. ‘God and Lib- 
erty,” hé pronounced as a benediction 
of the head of Benjamin Franklin's 
gtandson, when the great American 
statesman took the seventeen-year-old 
Jad to see the aged Voltaire in Paris. 
And he believed in both God and lib- 
erty; for, oontrary to a common im- 
pression, he was a convinced Deist. 
Bis devotion to liberty was shown by 
the way he employed his pen to right 
the wrongs inflicted by bigetry and 


y. He was anti-church, not 
Sivcuact, 
. > Franoois Marie Arouet—for that was 


his original name until he changed it, 
for better luck, when in the Bastille— 
Was born on Nov. 21, 1694. He was

a seditious poem, which he did not 
write. His record at that age, 23, was 
such that if he-didn’t write the poem 
the authorities knew he was quite 
capable of doing a0. 

He had a good start in life, being 
the son of substantial middle-class 
people, who gave him an excellent 
education under the Jesuit -Fathers. 
& certain Abbé de Chateauneuf, .a 
worldly abbé of aristocratic birth, to 
whose care he had been entrusted by 
his mother (who @ied when he was 
7), introduced him to the most aristo- 
cratic and witty circles of French so- 
ciety. His own astounding gifts did 
the rest. 

Prison His Parnassus. 


True, his rebellious and freedom-lov- 
ing spirit landed him in the. Bastille, 
but that was nothing; most of the 
literary men.6f the period were bas- 
tilled some time or other. ‘Young 
Arouet, in addition to changing his 
name, employéd his time in a room 
supplied with books, a fire, good wine 
and excellent coffee, in composing 
works that in¢réased his fame. ‘‘His 
prison became his Parnassus,”’ said 
Frederick the Gréat, his »"somewhat 
embarrassing friend oftlater years. 

His new name did bring him good 
fortune. A few months after he had 
left the Bastille bf tragedy of 
“‘Oedipus’’ was performed with such 
success that he was hailed as the le- 
gitimate successor of Corneille and 
Racine. The years that followed were 
years of intense lteraty activity. 

Hendrik Willem Van Loon, in his 
book, ‘‘Tolerance,’’ devotes a chapter 
to Voltaire, and picks out the high 
spots in the drama of Voltaire’s ca- 
reer. He is compelled’to select as the 
high spots those very features that 
justify the French journalists’ elec- 
tion of Voltaire ag the patron of their 
craft. That is, he writes of Voltaire’s 
‘‘publicity stunts,’’ éngineered with 
definite purpose for the righting of 
wrongs done to victims of religious 
persecution, such as Jean Calas, Es- 
pinas, Chaumont,” Sirven and La 
Barre. When at last death overtook 
Voltaire in 1778, in the eighty-fourth 
year of his age, it was the power of 
his crusading pen that was Comimemo- 
rated on the sarcophagus used at his 
magnificent funeral. “He avenged 
Calas, La Barre, Sirven and Mont- 
bailli. Poet, philosopher, historian, 
he gavé a great impetus to the human 
mind: he prepared us to become 
free.’’ 








tuosSos in the field of free advertise- 
ment,*’ writes Van Loon, ‘thas very 
often been blamed for the. way in 
which he sometimes played upon the 
tomtom of public consciousness. Per- 
haps he did. not always show the best 
of good taste, But those whose lives 
he saved may have felt differently 
about it.’’ 

Take the famous Calas affair. In 
Toulouse, a hotbed of religious bigotry 
in 1761, there lived, Jean Calas, an 
agreeable fellow, 63 years old and a 
Protestant—but by no means a bigot, 
for one of his sons was a Catholié— 
who became the Victim of persecution 
arising out of the death, by suicide; 
of his son, Mark Anthony. Mark 
Anthony was of the morbid type; his 
career as a lawyér was hindered be- 
cause he was not a Catholit; his 
brother Louis had become a Catholic 
against, his advice; and Mark k-4 to 
give up-another career through his 
father’s lack of capital. He brooded 
until he hanged himself, 

In agitation at discovering the act 
the family committed its first mis- 
take. A _ suicide would be dragged 
naked, head to the ground; through 
the streets. To avoid this shame his 
people denied that he had taken his 
owh life. Then what had happened? 
The crowd, that gathered soon devided 
the question. Obviously the old father 
had overcome his strong and vigorous 
son and murdered him because he 
would not become a Catholic! 

This é¢xplanation waS believed. In 
the torture chamber Calas was sub- 
jected to refined and exquisite muti- 
lations. His body was stretched untib 
every limb was drawn from its socket. 
From timé to time he said he was 
innocent, but that. counted for noth- 
ing. He was strangled and burned, 
and his family banished. 


‘ \Won' Restitution From ‘King. 


Voltaire heard of the story, but at 
first could not believe that a benoh 
of Judges had caysed an innocent man 
to be put t death. But presently he 
heard the true story from Donat 
Calas, the youngest son. His feelings 
were intensely roused. He could not 
get the case out of his mind. He 
collected eviderice, wrote innumerable 
letters, interested influential people 
who could help him in getting another 
trial. For three years, so he said, a 
smile did not escape him foe which he 
did not reproach himself as for @ 
érime.

Benjamin Franklin, on his last visit 
to Paris in 1778, when the city went 
delirious in its greetings to him, took 
his grandson to see Voltaire. It was 
in Paris that Voltaire died, having left 
such a mark upon. world history that 
it persists today and secures his elec- 
tion to ‘‘sainthood’ by the votes of 
twentieth century French scribes, 

A word about the unsuccessful can- 
didates for this high honor. The ideal- 
ists ‘who, voted for Christ were bound ' 
to be hatidicapped by the religious as- 
sociations of the name,-and could not 
hope to win in’a contest of this/kind. 
At the same time, all religious*asso- 
ciations. put on one side, there was 
good argument for naming Christ as 
the Head of journalists. “He nevor 
wrote.a line,’’ it was said. To which 
came the reply, ‘‘He preached a doc- 
trine that has spread throughout the 
earth. His parables are inimitable. 
His friends included people of every 
class, which is the aim of ‘every jour- 
nalist.” 4

About 
Bir Austen Chamberlain there is some- 
thing of the stolid Whiggery that dis- 
tinguished the late Duke of Devon- 
shire-a characteristic independent of 
party and accountable for the enor- 
mous influence exercised in his day, 
despite his. Toryism, by the Dpke of 
Wellington. It is an, influence . based 
not of conscience but on character.

A Statesman’s Last Card. 

When once you have talked as plain- 
ly as he talked about peace and war, 
every other issue sinks into insignifi- 
cancé. Such talk is the last Gard in a 
statesman's hand, but if it wins the 
rubber ig his. In July, 1914, Grey’s 
warning to Austria-Hungary—a warn- 
ing of revolution if war were per- 
mitted—was futile: One reason may 
have been that it was whispered only 
into the ears of an Ambassador. 
Chamberlain has spoken from the 
housetops. And from the valley of 
the dry “bones of diplomacy there has 
sprung tp a democratic sentiment 
that even the fiandarins dare not ig- 





Dantsic matter compared. with the 
roof t6 one house and the. lives 
of one's children? It is possible 
that Sir Austen Chamberlain himself 
was astonished by the depths that he 
had stirred; And his very determina- 
tion at Locarno to Hmit publicity 
meant that the attention of Europe 
was not distracted by details- and 
cross-currents from the main issue— 
which ‘he ‘had defined. 

In Chamberlain's succéss there was 
another factor whith he himself gen- 
erously acknowledges. That factor 
was the British Foreign. Office. As 
Prime Minister, Lloyd George had his 
own Foreign Secretary, which, to say 
the least, was trying for a bureaucracy 
that had’ been taught by Lord Salis- 
bury to regard Wales as a- Celtic 
fringe. To have your “‘principal Sec- 
retary of State”—and he Lord Cur: 
zon—tréeated as an office boy was & 
humiliation to public servants, most of 
them drawn from aristocratic families 
and all of them trained to teach Paris 
how to. talk French, 

When at last Lioy& George was 
relegated to history and)Lord Curzoh 
—Marquis—assumed a real command 
of policy, things were not much bet- 
ter. For he also was one who knew 
better than his bureaucrats. Of Ram- 
say MacDonald it could be said with 
truth that“he was much more accept- 
able than atiybody expected, but even 
he had ideas-of‘his own, including a 
recorded condemnation of every as- 
sumption on which, before the war, 
British diplomacy’ had -proceeded. 

A Renasonable Attitude. 

Hence the satisfaction when Austen. 
Chamberlain,, with his dispatch box, 
arrived, Here at last was a man who 
would not try to know better than his 
department, who would take advice, 
obey the, rules and ‘himself resign~as 
he resigned from the India office—if 
his subordinates made mistakes, The 
Foreign Office has regarded Sir Austen 
as their own man.

Of the virtues of e@véry land 
she was appreciative. She did not 
merely entertain; she radiated. And 
to her has been accorded, therefore, no 
small. part of the credit due to the 
reconciliation of Frante and Germany 
and of Europe as a whole. 

The future? If today Sir Austen 
Chamberlain ‘ould resign, his place 
in history would be secure;’ But he 
has years still ahead of him and must 
beware of the perilous fortune that 
leads all men to speak well of @ man.

Development of Interstate Routes 


IGHWAY officials and many 
of tke largest motor organiza-° 
tions In the country took a 
strong stand in favor of the 
@entinuation of the Federal ald road- 
building policy at the recent meeting 
,of the American Association of State 
Highway Officials in Detroit. One of 
the chief arruments favoring the: sys- 
tem was made by Frank FP. Rogers, 
President of the assoolation and High- 
; ‘way Commissioner of Michigan, who 
stressed its importance in imprc sing 
interstate highway transportation be:2 
@ilities. 

“The courts have held that motor 
vehicles transporting goods or péersohs 
from State to State over public high- 
‘ways are actually engaged in inter- 
state commerce,’’ said Mr. Rogers. 
“Therefore,* the Btate cannot place 
unduesrestrictions 6n the vehicles thus 
engaged. This being impossible, it 
would seem only feir and honest to 
Considm the whole country as a toad 
buildiec unit and tax all its resources 
in & just and equitable manner for at 
least enough to aid in building a sys- 
tem of interstate highways satisfac. 
tory to their users and in keeping with 
what may be reasonably expected from 
the richest nation in the world.’’ 

Mr. Rogers stated that he feit the 
peak had been passed as far as pay- 


©onderned, on the present authoriza- 
tlons tiade by the Government. 

“The States have gradually 
Absorbing the back funds which had 
accumulated because of high prices, 
lack of facilities for transportation of 
road materials and unexpected etier- 
@encies which rose for a couple of 
years following the war,’’ he added. 
“This meats that in a short tithe the 
States will have a ¢conStrictién pro- 
@ram depending very tmtich upon the 
Federal authorization. Any curtail- 
mént of the Federal atithdrization 
from the plan now golng forward will 
thean a reduction-of the road-btilding 
Program in & majority of the States. 
It is for the peoplé to determine what 
the next decade will fo.” 

Ten Ye>rs’ Road Progress. 

A fteport on the national progress in 
highway construction during the last 
decade disclosed some instructive 
facts. On . 1, 1915, there were 
highway departments in only thiftty- 
one States. Today there are forty- 
nine, including Hawaii. Ten years 
Ago there were only 257,201 miles of 
improved State, county and towrishtp 
foads, all types of surfacing inaluded. 
Today 467,905 miles of improved toads 
&@re in service. On State roads, in- 
@luding all types of surfacing, imi- 
proved mileage jumped from 38,477 in 
1915 to 128,347 miles in 1925, ..On 
high type surfating the mileage ad- 
¥anced in the sathe périod from 14,- 
400 to approximately 40,000 miles. 

Total expenditure on all Classes of 
foads in 1915 were $240,263,784, ‘Total 
@xXpenditures on all roads ih 1925 
‘Will approximate $1,176,000,000. The 
G@tmount spent through State highway 
départments {n 1915, when there were 
© Federal furs, reached $54,884,007. 
~ 6 approximate amount thus spent in 
1925, including Federal funds of $95,- 
749,989, is given at $596,176,000. . 

The total mileage of all roads in- the 
United States has advanced to $,002,- 
816 miles. The total State road milée- 
Gge is given at 250,721 miles and the 
interstate or 7 per céeht. system on 
which State and Fedéral Governments 
are “ working jointly, approximates 
~ 200,000 titles. ‘This latter aystem is 
designed to cafry ititerstate traffic and 


vehicle operating costs, through the 
construction of high-type roads, where 
traffic requires such construction. 

During the meeting of the Detroit 
highway officials the highway author- 
ities of eleven Western States met in 
T°. Francisco and perfected an organ- 
ization to urge upon Congress a con- 
tinuation of Federal aid policy. The 
West cannot conceive of desirable 
projects left one-third completed, said 
Harve M, Toy, Chairnian of the:Cali- 
fornia Highway Commission. 

“The Bureau of Public Roads, -un- 
der the present plan, has not and can 
not dominate highway construction,’ 
he said. ‘It has by investigations and 
rasearch work made available to"the 
States much valuable  {nformation 
which has faised the statidard of high- 
way construction throughout the na- 
tion and assured the taxpayers greater 

alue for their money. 

*‘The material benefits of improved 
highways ar¢ gteat. There is ample 
evidenocé that the social benefits are 
even more important. The inter- 
mingling of our people, of all creeds 
and olasses, from all parts .of the 
country, will be possible only when 
our highways are finished. 

“The whole nation seemed well sat- 
isfied with the Federal aid poligy un- 
til the last session of Congtess, when 
the Representatives: of two er thrée 
Eastern States began an unexpected 
attack. They claim they are paying 
an unfatr share of the Federal taxes, 
and we reply the West is producing 
thuch 6f the wealth represented by 
thelr payments. 

“Considerable of the Wealth of the 
West, its forests, mines, and railroads, 
is owned iti the East. Great areas 
in all 6f the eleven Western States 
are owned by the Fedéral Government 
and éxetipt from taxation. . These 
things, afid our urgent désire to see 
completed,a great national system of 
development roads, impels tis to stand 
togethér in thig cattipaigh for a Gon- 
tinuation of Federal aid.’"

ROADS NOT IMPAIRED 
BY SIX-WHEEL, TRUCKS 


W. TELLER,,. Associate Engineer 
of Tests in the Bureau of Publid 
Roads, reporte that tests con- 

ducted réc¢ently by the United Statés 
Bureau of Public Roads indicate def- 
initely that the tensile étresé get up in 
a concrete pavement by a six-whedl 
truck i# only aboiit half as gréat as 
the stress produced by a four-wheel 
truck of the same gross load. 

The tests show also that the stress 
produced in the pavement by six- 


wheel Vehicles is-a function. of the 
load on the wheels and net of the axle 
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the maximum tensile strees occurs in 
the hottom of the slab, regardless ‘of. 
the axle spacing. Eyen though there 
{s counter-flexure of the pavement be- 


‘| tween -the-wheels, the tension davdl- 


oped in the top of the slab is. of less 
magnitude than the tension developed 
in the bottom of the slab directly un- 
der the wheels: This latter tension, 
therefore, fs the critical stress for six- 
wheel as well as four. wheel vehicles. 


“The six-wheel truck As the motor- 
vehicle designers’ golution of the 
problem presented by the demand for 
vehicles which will carry heavy. ‘pay 
loads’. without violation of the re- 
strictive. regulations adopted for tho 
protection of the highways,”’ states Mr. 
Teller. “The regulation’ are the out- 
growth of experience and. research, 
which show that’ heavy concentrated 
loads unwarrantably iticrease the cost 
of pavement construction and main- 
tenance. Such regulation limits the 
gross load, the axle load, the wheel 
load, the load per inch of tire width 
supported by the pavement, or several 
of thése. factors. 

‘Facing such réstrictions, the mo- 
tor-vehicle designers have sought to 
incréase the legal carrying capacity of 
the single vehicle by using four 
wheels instead of two at. the rear, 
where the bulk of the ‘oad is carried, 
thus: doubling the number of axles, 
wheels and inches of tire width by 
which the load is transmitted to the 
pavement. Such vehicles comply with 
the regulations and can legally carry 
heavier loada than the four-wheel ve- 
higlés, and the incfease in ‘pay load’ 
accommodated is much greater than 
the increase in dead load necessitated 
by the new design.”

~/made on the important road 

systems during the past year. More 
automobiles have entered © Florida’ 
every month for the last six mgnths 
or more than ever before in a similar 
period, and there is no indication that 
the motor immigration will suffer any 
curtailment for several months to 
come. . 
Improvements have been made tn 
the Dixie Highway leading from 
Jacksonville to Miami, and thence to 
Homestead and' Royal Palm = State 
Park, near the southern end of the 
State, a distance of about 410 miles. 
The first stretch of the Dixie High- 
way from Jacksonville to St. Augua- 
tine, forty-one miles, is a ten-foot 
wide brick road, which last year de- 
veloped, depressions along the. line of 
traction with ‘‘shoulders’’ at its outer 
edges. The road has been leveled. 


From St. Augustine to Ormond, sixty- 


séven miles, the road is partly brick 
and partly asphalt. and the brick 
stretches have been repaired. 

An ocean boulevard ia projected be- 
tween Jacksonville and Miami, be- 
ginning ‘at Pablo Beach, opposite 
Jacksonville, and oontinuing along 
the ocean to St. Augustine, Ht has 
been made possible by a bond issile 
authorizing $2,202,000 for road work 
in St. John’s County, of which 8t. 
Augustiné is the capital. 

The route will follow St. John’s 
River, the largest river in Florida, 
through Duval County, in which 
Jacksonville is located, and into St.

The substance of the addréss ives 
‘before a luncheon gathering in New 
York hv the English surgeon, Sir 
Arbuthnot Lane, and reported in the 
columns; of THE NEw York TIMES a 
_ few days ago, has for some time ap- 
peared. tO me to have significance of 
the, first order in no less:a matter 
than the stability of civilization. itself. 

To judge from observation, the prev- 
alence of the intestinal condition there 
referred to is practically universal in 
adult man under civilization, the most 
optimistic estimate that ‘séems possi- 
“ple being that abaut one in a hundred 
is free from it since the late war. ~ 

But medical men generally seem~to- 
look upon the condition as accidental 
and due to neglect of seif rather than 

@ logical consequence of the charac- 
fter of man’s diet under civilization, 
namely, the extensively’ used’ cooked 
and processed foods from which the 
mineral salts needed by the organism 
for toning have been largely: extracted 
by these processes. As a result «.€ 
organism, and it~ alimentary canal es- 
pecially, _becomes flabby, so that the 
food contents of the canal are. not 
moved along expeditiously; but 
whether this lagging in the movement 
of the food is the chief cause of its 
accumulation in the colon, to become 
an impacted mass that is stationary 
and growing in size, or the ‘colon in a 
blind search for the needed salts holds 
the. mass back, is*not clear; perhaps 
it is both. 

In time a hardy and widient eihity 
of acclimated germs becomes estab- 
lished in the impacted? mass, brought 
in with the foods consumed, some of 
which throw off very violent poisons 
which are absorbed into the ¢ircula- 
tion and so spread throughout the 
system. These poisons attack and 
break down the tissues-of the organ- 
ism, and so prepare.a soil for germs 
throughout the system, much as molds 
come to grow on decaying vegetable 
and animal matter. Observations have 
shown it is morally certain that this 
is the sole cause of the common cold. 
It is very probably also the sole ulti- 
mate cause of most, if not all, con- 
stitutional diseases, among them. such 
as influenza, consumption, serra and 
others.

It undoubtedly 
is the cause df locomotor ataxia, par< 
alytic strokes and ‘sunstrokes. Th: 
sole cause of lumbago probably is the 
colon when abnormally distended from 
clogging and pressing against the sen- 
sitive’ kidnéy, usually. on the right 
side. 

The strain has a stupefying effect 
on, the mind, producing forgetfulness, 
and probably causing amnesia and the 
peculiar sleeping sickness of late. This 
stupefying effect is also probably the. 
cause of men in middle age becoming 
*‘down and out’’ and unable to ‘‘come 
back.”* .In the earlier stages it un- 
doubtedly produces an accentuated 
self-consciousness, dementia praecox, 
the: disposition to ‘‘go about with a 
hawteur, intol- 
erancé, aggtessiveness, transgression 
of the’ rules of society, as if the or- 
ganism of the individual were trying 
blindly to free itself from some bur- 
dén or restraint. 

A fuller investigation of this matter 
would undoubtedly suggest a better 
method of dealing with the criminal 
and insane, particularly, also the prés- 
ent crime wave, than, that used to- 
day, Undoubtedly here aré also to -be 


found. some of the weighty reasons

USURPATION IN DRY AMENDMENT 





Ho the Editor of The. New York Times: 

A practical solution of this. prohibi- 
tion imbroglio is proposed along lines 
I have pointed out in- my ‘‘Revolu- 
tionary Labor Amendment to the Con- 
&titution.”” It is there shown that 
there are limits to such amendments; 
tlfat the power to amend, being a dele- 
gated power, must be const?Pued as 
other powers; that. an amendment 
Must be germané to the Constitution; 


that otherwise it is revolutionary of 


our American Government. 

I also there pointed out that thus 
far not even the Eighteenth Amend- 
meént had transgressed those limits, as 
held by the Supreme Court. A’ proper 
amendment may, however; as may the 
Constitution itself, be pushed or car- 
ried beyond the real spirit.and func- 
tions of the Federal Government. by 
the executive. The Eighteenth Amend- 
ment is not a revolutionary (unconsti- 
tutional). amendment, as, it. gives: to 
Congress’ no additional governmental 
powers. It simply declares additional 
principles ‘of liberty. and freedom, as 
did the Thirteenth, Fifteenth and 
Nineteenth Amendments. ‘It took 
away the interference of intoxicants 
with such liberty and freedom, by the 
States and Federal nation. 

The Volstead act, however, ‘wndery, 
the express legislative power to make 
all laws to enforce the Cohstitution,? 
given in Article I, Section 8, is con, 
verting that amendment into one na- 
tionalizing our American Government 
by exercising police regulation in the 
States and superseding self-govern- 
ment, involving maybe our--American 
system of liberty itself. | Herbert 
Hoover forewarned of this in a recent 
Speech on the subject of Federal elec- 
trical rate assumption. 

I think this solution of. the impos: 


sible condition produced-by this super- 
erogation by the Fedéral legislative of 
the people’s function of self-govern- 
ment is practical. ‘And it is politically, 
legallx and fundamentally right. The 
practical .reasons for going back to 
American Government. under the*Con- 
stitution have-been fully stated. The 
remedy is simple. The ‘President does | 
not have to extend legislative acts bé- | 
yond the ‘spirit of American Govern- 
ment. 

The States.are as mitch bound as is 
the United. States to support ‘this| 
amendment in these terms, ‘*This Con- 
stitution * * * ‘shall be the supreme 
law of. the land, and the Judges of 
every State shall be’ bound thereby,” 
and all members of the Legislatures 
and all State Executives take an oath 
tg support it (Article VII). Let the 
Federal Government deal with the 
manufacture and -with “interstate 
transportation and the ‘importation, ’ 
and let the pedple deal with the local 
enforcement and police: regulation, 
which is not a. Federal question. 

The .enforcement by ‘the . Federal 
Government of the negro suffrage 
amendment. after carpet-bag days and 
the eleetion. frauds of the Hayes-Til- 
den .election in 6, was abandoned, 
Ba, the Deople of the Southern States 
have ‘been*left to enforce the Thir- 
teenth and-Fifteenth: Amendments, as 
do all States the-Nineteenth Amend- 
ment... 


On the*Executive will the odium of 
these . conditions ultimately fall. On 
this igsue of self-government may the 
next. President be ‘elected, and the 
present movement Against ‘‘let Wash- 
ington do it’ will support the cause.

ISLAM AND CHRISTIANS IN SYRIA 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As a Syrian Christian, and as one 
who has taken a keen interest in the 
Syrian question since its inception, 
permit me to take exception to the 
communication of N. A. Mokarzel 
which appeared in the Sunday issue of 
your paper. 

Mr. Mokarzel evidently is not aware 
of the paradox and the vicious circle 
implied in his reasoning as revealed in 
his letter to you. The issue of the 
protection of Christians in” Syria re- 
solves itself practically into this: Mo- 
hammedans in the Near East have 
persecuted the Christians precisely for 
the reason that they have invoked the 
Western powers for their protection; 
and the Western powers have always 
teken the protection of the Christians 
asa pretext to cover their lusty colo- 
nial ambitions in the East. 

That this is the true state of things 
has ‘become known.to any one who 
claims any knowledge-of Near Eastern 
Politics. ‘The fate of the Armenians in 
Ciliéia, and-more recently, as was so 
copiously illustrated by the late press 
dispatches from Syria, the fate of the 
Christians in Damascus, should have 
put. Mr. Mokarzel wise to the com- 
monplace truism—namely, that Franc? 
is not in Syria for the protection of. 
the Christians, but rather that the 
Chfistians in Syria are for the pro- 
tection of the French mandate, which 
was repudiated by the overwhelming 
majority of the Syrians. 

As for Mr.: Mokarzel’s assertion: that 
the Syrian. Christians enjoyed protec- 
tion only since the Western powers 
came to their help, I have only to say 
that no fair student of history could 
be guilty of such a sweeping .state- 
ment., The late Ignaz Goldziher, re- 
garded as the greatest authority on 
Islam, devotes: much space in his fa- 
mous book  ‘‘Vorlesungen  tiber, des 
Islams,” translated imto English by 
Mrs. Seely -under.the title of “Mo- 
hammed and Islam,” to the vindica- 
tion of Islam on this imputed sin of 
intolerance, and the impression ont 
gets from reading that book is that 
Islam was exceptionally lenient to 
other religions. » Indeed, Islam. in its 
very conception and nature’ owés 80 
much.»to Judaism and Christianity 
that it does not consider itself as a 
new religion, but the true version, so 
to speak, of these two religions which 
‘preceded it. 

Multiplication. of examples and apey 
ments would’ ‘be tedious ‘and h 
convincing ‘to one who had athcady? 
madé.up "his mind on such questions. 
But it is.a matter of history that Mo- 
hammiédans did: ‘not resort to th¢ 
sword ‘in’ converting Christians, who 
were regarded as ‘‘a people of the 
book,’’ nor as a policy urged them to 
ch s their religion, as a great deal 
of the revenue of the Staté came from 
the \‘tribute” which the Christian 
dhimites paid in exchange for their 
protectior. When Omar II, the 
Umayyad caliph, in his religious zeal 
essayed to convert the Christians, his 
counselors and. courtiers: remonstrated 
with ‘him «that such a policy would 
soon empty the’ Treasury. 

One is at a loss to know just what 
Mr. Mokarzel and his fellow-Lebanon 
Separatists want. ‘The leaders of the 
Syrian Nationalist movement have re-' 
peatedly declared to the satisfaction of 
the Lebanon Christians and their 
would-be - protectors that they are 
willing to at¢cede’ to: the claims of 
the party. in Lebanon which ‘demands, 
the continued presence of French pro- 
tection in Lebanon, provided it . is 
withdrawn from the rest of Syria. 
Failing this, the: only adequate _pro- 
tection of -the Christians \in Syria, it 
notte to. 5088 $8 ve a French sol-. 
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the French are conducting to mislead 
public épinion. I wish you would per- 
mit me to present the absolute facts 
regarding the revolution in. Syria. : 
“Phe French did not go to Syria with 
the object of protecting the Christians 
from the aggressions, of the. Moham- 
medans or to help the Syrians to at- 
tain thetr independence. The French 
had their eye on Syria long before the 
great war as a suitable region for 
their commercial and political expan- 
sion in the Near East. 

If the French and the English were 
desirous of protecting the Christians 
in Syria they would be. content to 
let. one of them take the mandate over 
the entire country, instead of Eng- 
land being in Palestine and-France in 
the rest of Syria. In 1916. the British 
and the French divided up Syria 
among themselves. The first took Pal- 


same ‘to the Zionists, and the ‘French 
took ‘the rest of the country;‘including 
Cilicia, Cilicia is a Syrian State and

hunger. . . 

The American Mission in. Syria. is 
not ‘interfering with the political af- 
fairs of. the country... The American. 
schools there teach. Mohammiedans’and 
Christians nothing but the: spirit of 
democracy: ‘and of brotherly loyé, 
American missionaries in Syria never 
were anti-French, é 

The revolution now taking place ih 
Syria is not against the Christians « or 
in favor of the Mohammedans. It is a 
national struggle for the welfare of 
the entire population .of Syria. It 
should be remembered that during the 
freat war the:Syrian people, especial- 
ly the Mohammedans, joined the Al- 
lies against the Turks with the object 
of liberating: their country.

Now, that hardly represents the true 
human ratio. From the standpoint of 
equity either party to a disp may 
be both right and wrong. That does 
“typify human nature. 

This‘ is why arbitration becomes 
@ necessary complement to the judici- 
ary structure of a community. There 
are cases which by their nature’ call 
for the processes of arbitration. 
Claims are for law courts, grievances 
for courts of arbitration. 

Of course, the idea of arbitration is 
no new idea. Yet one cannot be 80 
sure about “that. The term is not 
hew; and a fumbling approach to its 
realization is not new, but the true 
underlying concept ‘is still wrapped in 
haze. We think if a matter under 
dispute is settled out of the regular 
courts it thereby comes within the 
meaning of arbitration, In’ an ex- 
tended secondary sense of fhe term it 
does; but not in a primary sense.

Prehensive new radio bill now being 
prepared is expécted to be introduced 
into Congress at an early date. 

- Very likely its sponsor will be 
Representative Wallace H. White. Jr. 
of Maine, author of the so-called 
White bill which failed of passage in 
the last Congress. Attesting to the 
merits of the White bili, however, and 
although definite con¢lusions® are 
premature at. this time; it. is,believed, 
with some changes based” upon. the 
recommendation of the radio confer- 
ence, that: this will be virtually the 
bill the forthcoming Congress will: be 
asked to consider. 


High Lights of*New Bill. 


The new radio bill will affirm the 
right of: the Government, through the 
Secretary of Commerce, to issue li- 
censes, control power, assign. wave 
lengths and other measures ‘to handle 
the whole radio situation; Mr. Hoover 
himself having protested against the 
Secretary of Commerce. being given:so 

‘ much power without there being some 
form of an appeal over his decisions, 
undoubtedly will inspire a clause «to 
that effect. in the bili. Also there 
will likely be an advisory committee 
suggested. Provision: willbe madé to 
oppose any monopoly in<radio om’ 
munication, and to protect’ Publie in- 
terest by assuring freedom of ‘the air. 

The most drastic featire ‘the bill will 
“ likely contain will be the authoriza- 
tion to limit the number of broadcast- 
ing stations. Anticipating Congres- 
sional action, Secretary Hoover has 
already put this into effect. 

No. new stations will be licensed 
until, through discontinuance, the 
present number of stations is reduced 
and it shall be in the public, interest 
to add new stations.

LISTENERS REPORT 
{:- ON WAVE. TESTS 


NALYSIS of reports received:from. 
radio listeners on the compara- 
tive tests of horizontal<andver- 

tical radiation of radio waves. from a 
30-kilowatt trahsmitter of the General 
Electric Company at -Scheriectady. in- 
dicate. that -horizontal ; radiation. gave 
hetter service in the zone from 60 to 
250 miles ftom WGY; while at. greater 
distances the vertical antenna radia- 
7 tion .was more satisfactory. Reports 
also ‘verified, in part; the:theory of E. 
F. ‘W. -Alexanderson. thaf horizontally 
polarized waves may. twist in their 
progress until they are polarized on a 
vertical plane. 

While most of the listeners reported. 
a choice between the horizontal and 
vertical radiations, it was clear. from 
the letters’ that.there was no ‘enor- 
mous difference in the loudness of the 
signals produced by the two types of 
transmission. This indicates that 
waves may leave an antenna vibrating 
in either a horizontal or .a vertical 
plane, and will then be twisted-around 
as they are transmitted until they give 
somewhere near the same effects. 
When they reach the receiver they 
both conie in on a vertical antenna. 

It seems, therefore, that horizontal 
radiation may be of some assistance as 
a special .means of broadcasting, al- 
though at the present stage of de- 
velopment the gain is .not very 
marked, according to the engineers. 

A mechanical model set up in the 
General Electric laboratory of E. F. 


W. Alexanderson to study the wave 
motion, in. the horizontal and vertical 
planes shows that if a’ wave is*started 
in a plane 45 degrees hetween the two, 
it, assumes the shape of a corkscrew, 
which is exactly in accordance ‘with 
theory, according to Mr. Alexander- 
son. The twisting is due to the dif- 
ferent- velocities’ in the two. planes of 
polariaation.

Department’s Bulletin 
Service on Atlantic 


Admits. Ship-to-Shore- 


Is -Deficient—Fewer 


And More Adequate Stations Needed ” 


HE United States Navy radio 
service hag been subject to rit- 
icism ‘by radio experts, including 


“Professor J. H, Morecroft, Past Pres- 
ident .of the Institute of Radio En- 
gineers, since the Shenandoah dis- 
ester and the search for Com- 
mander Rogers and his PN-9 No, 1 
crew in the Pacific. A bulletin issued 
by the Navy Department admits that 
ghip-to-shore communication is not as 
good as it should be, particularly in 
fhe Atlantic Ocean. 

“It is believed there is no immediate 
ture-all for this deficiency,’’ says the 
butletm. “Improvement is expected 


- ops ‘Poristence on rigid maintenance 


ef assigned frequencies, exact ‘caligra- 
tion of receivers, ‘both ashore ~ and 
afloat, arid concentration of long-dis- 
tance traffic at fewer and more ade- 
quately equipped stations.” 

The Navy Department expresses ap- 
Prehension, because it has _ issued 
©ourses in radio instruction which 
have heen widely distributed but which 

- @o not seem to have been given sys- 
tematic attention. of 

“It has been learned, for example,” 
the admonition -goes on, “that a chief 
Tadic electrician of twenty years’ ser- 

“vice and another radio electrician of: 
eight years’ service had*.never seen 
the instructer’s manual, which is a 
portion of the courses for radiomen. 

_ “A recent. graduate of Annapolis 

‘ spent four months under instruction in 
radio at a.navy.yard without discover- 
ing the éxistence of the Bureau of 
Navigation courses for radiomen.”’ 

Referring té@‘the drift of the PN-9 
No. 1 in Hawaiian waters, Professor 
Morecroft, in an article in Radio 
Broadcast, said: “The radio equip- 
ment of these planes was supposed to 
be of the very best. With a. sending 
Tadius assumed to be in the hundreds 
of miles, and -reliability of operation 
mever before attained (as the descrip- 

‘tion of the radio.outfits specified), it 
was confidently assumed that the 
operators of ;these. seaplanes couldn't 
Help knowing exactly where they were, 
and could keep in constant communi. 
cation with the marking vessels. The 
ratio ‘signals were to be “used for com- 
pass bearings, as is the case every day 
with hundreds of ocedngoing ships, 
and altogether the planes were con- 
sidered as safe as though they were 
close to their own home port. 
Radio Failed When Needed. 

“And now,. probably the only time 
@uringe: his trip that-the radio channel. 
Was really needed,-jt-failed. The radio 
compass bearings should fave enabled 
the PN-9 No. 1 to preceed at once to 
her supply ship, but the plane missed 
her complétely. The compass bearings 
indicating that ‘the PN-9 No. 1 was 
south of the Aroostook, her com- 
mander flew north until his gasoline 
supply gave out and he had’to drop to 
the ocean, The plane's. position was 
then calculated by her commander as 
@ifty miles north of the Aroostook. 

“Having thus failed in its important 
work of keeping the plane on her 
course, the naval radio now scored an 
even worse failure. With no gasoline 

(to run her engines, the only thing the 
4commander of the PN-2 No. 1 could 
logically do was to call for help and 
supplies. It is exactly in emergencies 
of this kind that radio is supposed to 
be the mariner’s most useful agency, 
' but this failure was nothing short of 
dismal. Only fifty miles from the 
waiting patrol ship, the PN-9 No. 1 
was for some inexplicable reason help- 
less, as far* as radio communication 
‘was coicerned. And, to add to its ig- 
nominious failure, radio served to 
a age the souls of the crew by letting 

hear all of the radio’ messages 
with which the air was filled. Grad- 
ually their receiving set told them 
the searchers were giving up hope of 
finding them; each succeeding day 
their would-be rescuers were becoming 
more discouraged and evidently soon 
would give up the search. And all 
this time their rescuers were only a 
eouple of hundred miles away!” 

Professor Morecroft explained that 
there is no good reason why a single 
circuit regenerating receiver could not 
have been used as a transmitter for 
the short distance tobe covered. 

“But why wasn’t there a transmitter 
which ‘would work if the plane was 
forced down?’’ .asks - Professor. More- 
croft, 

“Favorable weather and fortunate 
winds enabled these trans-air travelers 
finally to reach Jand after nine days 
of hazardous drifting in their tiny 
craft. And with that loyalty té the 
gervice which the navy officer feels to 
be his first duty, Commander Rodgers 
stated that ‘there was no failure of 
ee ee See res ee og the 


“We are not under the restraint that 


way 


Commander Rodgers is, and we can 
say frankly that there was a failure, 
one of the. worst that radio has scored. 
Some explanation should be forthcom- 
ing ‘from ‘those responsible in the 
Naval Radio Service for bis blot on 
their reputation. 

“It transpired in ‘the hearing which 
followed the disaster several years ago, 


when six 
wrecked off Point Arguello, that the 
destroyer by the naval tadio station 
were incorrect. The radio weather in- 
telligence furnished the Shenandoah 
on her recent disastrous trip was in- 
complete or entirely lacking—to which 
one might lay a large share of the 
blame for the failure of her navigating 
officers to avoid the storm which de- 
stroyed the ship, Listeners who have 
heard the way in which S O 8 traffic 
has been handled recently around the 
New York territory have observed that 
the naval stations have handled that 
traffic in a singularly inexpert fashion. 
Taken all in all, there ‘are unmistak- 
able signs that there is something rad- 
ically wrong with the Naval Radio 
Service. ‘Who is to blame?’

4amercial long-wave stations to be used 
as supplements to the regular service.’ 
These transmitters were, to begin 


‘Darith, operated in the neighborhood of 


100 meters. Similar transmitters gave 
féMarkably good communication at 
certain times during the hours of dark- 
mess, whereas, in daytime, the ser- 
‘vice was totally unreliabie if any sig- 
Mals could be heard at all. Some of 
these transmitters were kept in regu- 
lar service, whereas others’ were mod- 
#fied in order to explore possibilities 
ef improved results. Thus it was 
found that when the wave length was 
below 50 meters thé night. signals be- 
eame weaker, but, on-the other hand, 
service could be given during daylight 
hours. Tests with still greater reduc- 
tion of. wave lengths of a range be- 
tween 15 and 30 meters proved that 
it was often impossible to give good 
@ervice across the Atlantic Ocean at 
midday in the Summer. The stations

“The -conditions fer wave propaga- 
tion over the Pacific Ocean are notably 
different from those on the Atlantic 
Ocean and, as a whole, easier,’’ said 
Dr. Alexanderson. ‘“‘It is, therefore, 
confidently expected that a good short- 
‘Wave service will be established over 
the Pacific. The findings on the At- 
lantic circuit in regard to: wave length 
will not necessarily apply to the Pa- 
cific Ocean, and the stations will be 
built in such a way that the best oper- 
ating conditions can be determined ex- 
perimentally. It is, however, possible 
to make a reasonable forecast of ex- 
pectations based upon the extensive 
experimental data which are already 
en hand and whose are rapidly act 
mulating.

ASKS FOR LARGER 
INSPECTION FORCE. 


calls made upon the National 
Radio Inspection Service, result- 
ing largely from complaints of in- 
terference, are not receiving the 
prompt consideration demanded by the 
public, according to the official in 
charge of that work, D. B. Caison, 
United States Commissioner of Navi- 
gation., An extension of the inspec- 
tion service is essential to properly 
enforcé the laws and to give reason- 
able attention to the numerous inter- 
ference complaints, including the large 
‘volume received from broadcast listen- 
ers, who are demanding better service. 
The employment of observers for night 
duty to check the wave lengths of 
transmitting stations and other viola- 
tions should be undertaken as early as 
possible.

Its Four Names. 


~The brown church at Fifty-fifth 
Street bas had four names since its 
founding. in 1808, At first it was 
“The Presbyterian Church in Cedar 
Btreet,”” then “The Presbyterian 
Church in Dudne Street,’’ later “The 
Fifth Avenue Cliurch, corner of Nine- 
teenth Street:'? It: was not until 1875, 
under ‘the famous pastorate of Dr. 
John Hall, that it moved to its present 
location:.a~d received the name it now 
bears. It» récords are indicative of 
its growth-—«a growth which holds true 
of the other old churches of New 
York. »Properties valued at $50,000 in 
1808 have grown into. millions—benev- 
olences that were once only a few 
hundred dollars annually now run into 
“the hundreds of thousands. 

Celebrated: men have. passed through 
fits pulpit since a handful of members
